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BEN & JERRY'S 
SETTLES DISPUTE 


With threats of a lawsuit and bad publici- 
ty looming, Ben & Jerry’s is making 


| amends with a group of Vermont dairy 
| farmers who claimed the counter-culture 
| ice-cream-maker deceived them and left 
| them on the verge of bankruptcy. 


Ben & Jerry’s this past week agreed to 
give Vermont Milk Producers, which mar- 
kets milk under the Vermont Family Farms 
label, a low-interest $50,000 loan to expand 
efforts to market its premium whole milk 


| and introduce a low-fat version of the same 





milk. (The farmers’ premium milk comes 
from cows not treated with growth hor- 
mones, and is specially filtered to remove 
impurities.) 

The loan comes after months of wran- 
gling. In December, the dairymen were 
poised to bring Ben & Jerry’s into a highly 
visible and potentially damaging court battle 
(“Dairy Squeeze,” December 17, 1993). 
Vermont Milk claimed Ben & Jerry’s per- 
suaded its members to forgo a plan to dis- 
tribute premium and organic milk on their 
own in favor of a joint effort. 

But after nearly two years of cooperation, 
the dairymen charged, Ben & Jerry’s 
abruptly dropped plans for the joint ven- 
ture. That after the farmers had spent tens 
of thousands of dollars and given the com- 
pany much of the confidential information 
necessary to launch the new products. 

Responding to the allegations, Ben & Jer- 
ry’s president Ben Cohen said his company 
had made no formal agreements with Ver- 
mont Milk, and, though sympathetic to the 
plight of family farmers, withdrew from the 
project for business reasons. “We did all the 
research necessary to make an informed 


| decision and concluded that the plan posed 


too much risk with too little reward,” Co- 
hen said. 
Vermont Milk claimed Ben & Jerry’s was 


| unwilling to pay farmers the full cost of 


producing the milk. 


Steve Judge, a Vermont Milk co-founder, 
told the Phoenix late last year Ben & Jerry’s 


| had first raised the idea of the loan to get 


the dairymen back on their feet, after the 
company learned Vermont Milk had con- 
tacted lawyers. But in negotiations, the 
terms of what was to be a $100,000 loan 


| became increasingly prohibitive, Judge said. 


| 


Now, though, with terms of the $50,000 
loan agreed upon, Judge is willing to let by- 
gones be bygones. 

“I think Ben & Jerry’s and Vermont Milk 
Producers have come to recognize we are 
players on the same team, and we want to 
move forward,” says Judge, adding that dis- 
cussion of a lawsuit against Ben & Jerry’s is 
“a dead issue.” 

And though Ben & Jerry’s may have 
thought the premium-milk idea wasn’t finan- 
cially viable, Boston-based H.P. Hood thinks 
otherwise. Hood, one of the largest dairy dis- 
tributors in the region, has signed a packing- 
and-distribution agreement with Vermont 
Milk Producers that will bring its milk to su- 
permarkets and specialty-food stores 
throughout New England and New York.

There's oon news for Pearl Jam fans: the band have added a thow at he Or- 
pheum Theatre on April 12 at 7:30 p.m. Starting at 7 p.m. on Friday, March 18, 
ticket-buyers can make phone reservations by calling Ticketmaster at (61 ” O31- 


Orders for one or two tickets per caller will be accepted until the show sells out. 
The tickets will be held at the Orpheum box office, where buyers can pay for and 
pick up tickets (cash only, with proper ID) from March 21 through April 9. No tick- — 
ets will be sold at Ticketmaster outlets or at the Orpheum. Tickets are priced at $20, 
including service charge and, at the request of the band, 40 cents per ticket to be 
contributed to the New England Home for Little Wanderers.

able to kill Bill Clinton in 1992. The real 
threat to his chances is the bottom line of all 
campaigns: money. 

Flynn began the year, he thought, with a 
half-million dollars in his campaign fund. 
The recently discovered embezzlement 
leaves him with $370,000, barely enough to 
launch a spring offensive. And with the 
flight of alleged embezzler Douglas 
deRusha, the Flynn committee’s former ac- 
countant, the books are mess. 

On January 13 Flynn hired D. Lloyd 
Macdonald, a respected former federal cor- 
ruption prosecutor, to sift through the 
wreckage. And the legal work, at a likely 
cost of $150 to $200 an hour, will further 
deplete Flynn’s war chest. 

Macdonald’s law firm, Kirkpatrick & 
Lockhart, has already put in hundreds of 
hours. The lawyers had to hire private in- 
vestigators, who cost about $2000 a week. 


A certified fraud examiner was hired to in- ° 


vestigate the books. Lawyers hired a hand- 
writing expert, who determined that Flynn- 
committee treasurer Joe Fisher’s signature 
was forged on $130,000 worth of checks 
made out to deRusha. 

And to run for governor, Flynn would 
still need a job, a very specific kind of job 
that would pay him enough to raise his 
family yet require only part-time labor so he 
could focus on politics. 

When Paul Tsongas’s treasurer, Nick Riz- 
zo, embezzled more than a million bucks 
from his 1992 presidential campaign, it crip- 
pled Tsongas’s hopes. Now Flynn’s ability to 
take on Weld’s multimillion-dollar campaign 
machine is similarly stalled. It can be 
summed up by the lyrics from Marat Sade: 
“Marat, we’re poor, and the poor stay poor.”

THE COOLIDGE 


The Coolidge Corner Theatre’s five- 
week run of Sex Is . . . was such a success 
that management plans to reopen the 
landmark gay film sometime within the 
next two weeks.

showing Marc Huestis’s award-winning 
documentary, according to Coolidge Cor- 
ner artistic director David Kleiler. 

Film-industry locals predicted the movie 
— which looks at gay sexuality, life, love, 
and loss from the points of view of 15 gay 
men, ages 19 to 73, whose commentaries 
are illustrated and punctuated by porno- 
graphic footage — wouldn’t draw a large 
gay audience. “We were also told a lot of 
people would be bothered by the fact it’s so 
explicit,” Kleiler says. 

But more than 4000 people saw Sex 
Is . . . in its first Coolidge run. It’s drawn a 
larger audience than any other gay-theme 
film the theater has shown. According to 
Outsider Productions, which produced and 
distributed the film, the local showing has 
attracted a larger number of film-goers 
who are not gay men than have runs in 
other cities. 

Independently produced and distributed, 
the film placed among the five highest- 
grossing documentaries of 1993, according 
to Variety. It’s earned close to $500,000. 
Even in major mainstream media, it’s been 
critically well-received. 

“We were held over in Cincinnati, which 
people warned us about because of the 
trouble with the Mapplethorpe show there a 
few years ago,” Huestis says. “We did well 
in Atlanta, which has also had a lot of cen- 
sorship problems. We just opened in An- 
chorage, Alaska.” 

By contrast, says Huestis, “in England, 
you can’t show a penis rising above 45 de- 
grees. In Japan, you can show ejaculation, 
but not pubic hair. We’ve got a film that has 
everything, so we can’t show in those 
places.” 

“The most frustrating market we’ve 
come up against is in Canada,” Huestis 
adds. “We showed in Montreal. But Toron- 
to is off limits because the Ontario censor- 
ship board is controlled by a mixture of 
Moral Majoritarians and Catharine Mac- 
Kinnon and Andrea Dworkin followers. 

“In the US, people knew we had trouble 
getting the film transferred, distributed, 
shown, and that created word-of-mouth 
publicity. Our numbers have been so good 
where we've shown that other people show 
us,” he says. “In this country, censorship 
caves in to capitalism.”

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SILENCE AT 
THE HERALD 


His name lingers eerily on the masthead. 
And since Boston Herald editor Alan Eisner 
was summarily fired by new owner Pat Pur- 
cell, on March 9, the tabloid hasn’t seen fit 
to print one word about his beheading. 

The departure of Eisner, a 21-year veter- 
an of the paper who was unexpectedly ele- 
vated to the top job when Martin Dunn ex- 
ited for the New York Daily News last July, 
was not completely unexpected. In the 
newsroom, he was viewed as a great 
guy/less filling. But the timing of his exit — 
just hours after the paper announced sever- 
al painful layoffs — smacked to some of the 
hit man who is rubbed out by his bosses af- 
ter he carries out their orders. And it’s res- 
urrected memories of the cold, tough Pat 
Purcell who had no qualms about knocking 
union heads at the New York Post. 

Eisner was widely believed to have about 
a six-month grace period after Purcell’s 
February purchase of the paper. But one 
story making the rounds is that he may 
have hastened his departure with a distract- 
ed, disjointed performance in an editorial- 
board meeting with gubernatorial candidate 
Michael Barrett on the day he was let go. 

With Eisner gone, a few potential internal 
candidates for his job come to mind: edito- 
rial-page editor Shelly Cohen, a Purcell fa- 
vorite who is said to have been dissatisfied 
with Eisner’s leadership; sports editor Bob 
Sales, a feisty New Yorker who’s been ghet- 
toized in jock journalism; and acting boss 
Andy Costello, the managing editor and one 
of the “Micks with Dicks” who’ve been 
running the news operation for years. (One 
rumor has it that ex-Herald columnist Peter 
Lucas, now an MBTA official, has been 
quietly lobbying for the job.) 

With Purcell playing his cards typically 
close to the vest (he declined to return 
phone calls to the Phoenix last week), many 
observers believe he’ll.first look outside for 
a new editor. Among those Globies report- 
edly approached for the job in recent weeks 
were managing editor ‘for administration: Al 
Larkin and Metro editor Walter Robinsons 

All of which has led more than ane Her- 
ald staffer to pine wistfully’ for the retura of 
former editor Ken Chandler, who now 
holds the top job at the New York Post. 
>» Postscript. According to Herald union 
officials, Sunday-magazine editor Sarah 
Wright — originally slated to lose that job 
and drop down to a copy-editor’s slot after 
the recently announced round of layoffs — 
will now retain her position as. part of an 
agreement with the company.

THE ART 
OF DYING 


Cambridge artist Paul Szabo had creat- 
ed a series of paintings dealing with the 
theme of death, but wasn’t having much 
luck selling them. Frustrated with the local 
art market and eager to encourage discus- 
sion of a taboo topic, he created 
Deathtalk, a phone-answering machine for 
anyone to record her or his thoughts about 
the Great Beyond. “If we talk about what 
it is, we can fulfill what we’re here for,” 
Szabo says. 

Callers have done plenty of talking, but 
they rarely mention the Pearly Gates or 
Satan. “I’ve found that people aren’t talk- 
ing about heaven and hell,” he says. 
“They’re talking about going to places and 
different stages of being.” 

Indeed, some respondents talk about 
metaphysical transformations. “I want to 
become sheer love and be suspended from 
an unbelievable sky,” said one caller. An- 
other said she wants to disappear and have 
her molecules expand into the sky. 

Others have been more down-to-earth, 
but no less intriguing. One caller worried 
about getting enough oat bran in the after- 
life. Another said she wants to eat choco- 
late and pasta with impunity. 

The Deathtalk line is on 24 hours a day; 
in fact, call volume picks up at night. “I 
get people reading poetry, singing,” says 
Szabo, who is 26. This summer, he plans 
to incorporate the messages into a multi- 
media exhibit that will be shown, appropri- 
ately, at a Boston funeral home. You can 
add your own message (as long as you 
keep it under three minutes) to Deathtalk

Crazy after all these years

razy for You is the second 
Gershwin musical in a 
dozen years to undergo a 
brain transplant. Not that 
the 1930 Girl Crazy has 
been turned into Hannah Arendt Crazy, 
mind you. But as in My One and Only, the 
1982 retooling of Funny Face, an inane 
(and politically incorrect) book has been re- 
placed with brighter piffle. The Gershwin 
score remains embraceable (though it too 
has been augmented with material from 
other shows, including Oh, Kay! and Ladies 
First, and even four “recently rediscovered” 
tunes from the brothers’ basement). The re- 
sultant hybrid has been glitzily packaged 


meets- Tommy-Tune choreogra- 
phy (by Susan Stroman, who 
won a Tony). Voila, “the new Gershwin 
musical comedy,” which won the 1992 
Tony for Best Musical. 

Will it come as big news that the show is 
great, if forgettable, fun? You don’t forget 
the music, of course, but you knew that 
coming in: “Embraceable You,” “They 
Can’t Take That Away from Me,” “Nice 
Work If You Can Get It.” Musically, about 
the only thing Crazy for You could do to 
improve itself would be to resurrect the 
21-year-old Ethel Merman, whom Girl 
Crazy introduced to the world singing “I 
Got Rhythm.” 

Certainly Ken (Lend Me a Tenor) Lud- 
wig has improved on the original plot, 
which involved a New York playboy ban- 
ished to the contemplations of an Arizona 
retreat that he promptly turns into a dude 
ranch, Crazy for You, still set in the 1930s, 
gives us Big Apple rich kid and would-be 
tap dancer Bobby Child (James Brennan), 
who’s abused by a dowager-banker mom 
(Ann B. Davis!), a haughty fiancée (Belle 
Calaway), and a Florenz Ziegfeldian im- 
presario named Bela Zangler (Stuart Zag- 
nit), who thinks him a moron. 

Mom sends Bob to Deadrock, Nevada, 
to foreclose on a vaudeville house where 
nothing but dust has been kicked up since 
the Gold Rush. Bobby, however, falls in 
love with Polly Baker (Crista Moore), the 


only girl in a town of cow-poking Jim-Bobs 
and daughter of the owner of the moribund 
theater. In a romantic attempt to save the 
theater from himself, Bobby impersonates | 
Zangler and brings the impresario’s show- 
girls West to put on a show — the major 
benefit of which ruse is a brilliant scene of 
syncopated wooziness in which the real 
and fake Zanglers give some idea what the 
Marx Brothers might have been like had 
they been twins. 

Not that Crazy for You, for all its "90s | 
flash, turns Deadrock into Vegas — the 
show retains its period feel, complete with 
successfully hoary jokes, Chaplinesque | 
physical comedy, and pointless extravagan- | 
za featuring leggy and squeaky floozies in | 
cotton-candy tutus.

And she has a lush, clean 
mezzo to wrap, often while spiritedly hoof- | 
ing, around all the best’songs. 
Together, Brennan and Moore swoon | 
and glide through a couple of Oklahoma! 
dream sequences that threaten to resurrect 
romance. And the louder choreography — 
featuring orgasmically plunked bass fiddles 
(expertly impersonated by rigid girls strung 
with rope) and thunderous taps on leftover 
panning-for-gold trays — ain’t too shabby 
either. The energetic ensemble is talented, 
particularly Zagnit, both imperious and su- 
perbly frazzled as Bela. And though it’s nice 
to see The Brady Bunch’s Ann B. Davis out 
of her apron and into fur-trimmed lamé, 
it’s even more inspiring to see the Wizard 
of Oz — because I’m sure that’s who Al 
Checco, who plays Polly’s dad, really is — 
looking so well 55 years after. the film.

CECIL AND 
CIRCUMCISION 


Cecil Adams (“The Straight Dope,” 
Styles, February 25) suggests that parents- 
to-be flip a coin to decide whether to have 
their sons circumcised. That’s too — well 
— flippant. For one thing, among Jews 
and Moslems, circumcision is a mark of 
cultural and religious identity, and a deci- 
sion not to circumcise can lead to major 
upset among family and friends. It must at 
least be talked about in advance with those 
who will know and care. 

Adams also falters if the coin-toss goes 
the other way. Circumcision ignores the 
valid theme expressed on the cover of the 
Phoenix section that includes his column: 
that males are “edgy about their personal 
equipment.” Many boys and men are high- 
ly distressed that part of their penis has 
been lopped off without their consent and 
for no compelling medical or religious rea- 
son. The sinking feeling will not go away: 
“What would it be like if... ?” And: 
“What planet were my parents.on when 
they agreed to that?” According to the dry 
medical logic that Adams buys into, doc- 
tors would also stand ready to cut the end 
off babies’ noses, citing a small reduction 
in frostbite injuries and sun-caused skin 
cancers. 

Adams correctly states that medical cir- 
cumcision began as quackery; however, 
he misquotes the American Academy of 
Pediatrics’s 1989 review, which conclud- 
ed-that circumcision in infancy has some 





| benefits that had not been known earlier, 


but is still medically unwarranted. Adams 
also fails to note that non-religious infant 
circumcision is by now the exception ev- 
erywhere in the world except here in the 
US. 

It persists here primarily because of fa- 
thers’ flight from its emotional dimensions, 
yet for parents who cannot defend circum- 
cision to their son on religious grounds, 
the central issue is not the father’s peace of 
mind but the son’s. The conclusion that 
shows respect for his feelings is: “Let him 
decide for himself whether he would like to

Cecil Adams had another option in ad- 
dition to the Internet for finding out 
about circumcision. He could have con- 
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tacted the Circumcision Resource Center, 
in Boston, a nonprofit educational orga- 
nization with the purpose of educating 
the public and medical professionals 
about the American cultural practice of 
circumcision. 

According to the literature on the subject, 
Cecil is incorrect on a few counts. For ex- 
ample, an article in the Journal of Sex Re- 
search concluded that because circumcision 
causes diminished penile sensitivity and 
gratification, it is “erotosexually contraindi- 
cated.” Also, according to pathologist John 
Taylor, who has researched the foreskin, it 
is not “ordinary skin,” but contains highly 
specialized nerve endings. Unhappy cir- 
cumcised men contact us regularly. 

Circumcision has complication rates as 
high as 38 percent and is painfully trau- 
matic. The case against circumcision is so 
compelling that a growing number of Jews 
are not circumcising their sons. 

Most important, choosing circumcision 
because of “medical” claims ignores the in- 
fant’s right to his body. Circumcision re- 
moves a normal, healthy, functioning body 
part. Whose foreskin is it?

Two Globe writers do literary 
battle over the Bean-Bayog case

he most lurid Boston scandal 
this side of the Charles Stuart 
murder hoax will be exhumed 
by two Boston Globe journal- 
ists this Friday, MARCH 18, 
for a national television audience on CNN’s 
Larry King Live! 

In 1986, Margaret Bean-Bayog, a respect- 
ed Harvard-affiliated psychiatrist, began 
treating Paul Lozano, a hard-driving Har- 
vard medical student. When Lozano died, on 
April 2, 1991, after repeatedly injecting him- 
self with cocaine, Bean-Bayog was accused 
of complicity. The charges: she had un- 
hinged Lozano by plunging 
him into unorthodox therapy 
that involved mother-and- 
child role-playing and steamy 
S&M fantasies, and — possi- 
bly — by leading her fragile 
patient from the couch to the 
bed. The doctor professed her 
innocence, but in the end gave 
up her medical license, and 
her insurance company paid a 
$1 million settlement to Lo- 
zano’s family. 

Now, two years after the 
story dominated the city’s 
headlines, airwaves, and talk 
shows, long-time Boston 
Globe staffer Eileen McNa- 
mara and Globe freelancer 
Gary Chafetz have published books offering 
widely divergent analyses. 

The King show, to begin at 9 p.m., is 
shaping up as titillating tag-team television. 
On one side are Bean-Bayog’s advocates, 
Chafetz and his co-author/father, noted 
psychiatrist Morris Chafetz. On the other 
are the Lozano family’s proponents, Mc- 
Namara and Andrew “Drew” Meyer, the 
Lozanos’ shrewd medical-malpractice at- 
torney whose firm reportedly won at least 
$20 million in settlements and judgments 
in the year prior to the Bean-Bayog case. 
(At press time, Meyer’s participation was 
still uncertain.) 

It was Meyer who opened the media 
floodgates on March 26, 1992, by filing 
reams of irresistibly juicy documents sug- 
gesting steamy sex between the middle-age, 
blonde, female psychiatrist and her young, 
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MYSTERY: Bean. 
Bayog’s role is unclear. 


Hispanic patient. Meyer, who proudly dis- 
plays the fruits of his labors in his Boston 
office’s ostentatious “Trophy Room” — 
chock-full of headlines like BOSTON MAN 
WINS RECORD INJURY SUIT OVER BROKEN AN- 
KLE — said his strategy was simply to light 
a fire under the state’s Board of Registra- 
tion in Medicine. But according to one col- 
league interviewed at the time, Meyer had 
another motive in mind: “To win minds 
and hearts of potential jurors, to scare the 
hell out of the insurance company, and to 
create a circus.” 

The circus came to town quickly. The 
New York Post’s headline — LURID LAWSUIT: 
KINKY SHRINK, SUICIDE, SEX AND HARVARD — 
pretty much said it all. Locally, even before 
the dailies sank in their talons, 
the story broke on television, 
on Channels 4 and 5. In his 
book, Chafetz recalls being 
jolted by the powerful initial 
Channel 5 report, which fea- 
tured allegations that Bean- 
Bayog masturbated in front of 
Lozano and told him she was 
his mom. 

The feeding frenzy was on. 
In the first few days, Bean-Ba- 
yog and her allies were mum, 
while Meyer and Lozano’s sis- 
ter, Pilar Williams, went on 
the offensive. The graphic 
television reports, the early 
coverage, and the quick-to-in- 
dict talk-show culture carried 
their message. And Bean-Bayog was con- 
victed in the court of public opinion. 

After about a week, a backlash sympa- 
thetic to Bean-Bayog developed, particu- 
larly at the Globe. While the rival Boston 
Herald continued to press the case against 
the doctor, the broadsheet, with Chafetz in 
a lead reporting role, began to question the 
rush to judgment. Channel 5’s then-news 
director, Emily Rooney (recently dismissed 
as executive producer at ABC’s World 
News Tonight), was so sensitive to charges 
that her station had initially pilloried Bean- 
Bayog that she appeared on a New Eng- 
land Cable News talk show clutching a 
foot-high pile of documents. 

Time has done little to clarify the issues, 
as the two new books indicate.

concludes that she was a dedicated practi- 
tioner who tried desperately to save a 
doomed patient. “This is the case,” Gary 
Chafetz said in a recent Phoenix interview, 
“of a person who continues to be alive, but 
has been put to death.” 

McNamara’s Breakdown: Sex, Suicide 
and the Harvard Psychiatrist (Pocket 
Books, 289 pages, $22) portrays Lozano 
as the hapless victim of a boundary-smash- 
ing therapist who submerged him in a fa- 
tally dependent relationship. “It’s vile,” 
McNamara told the Phoenix. “We've taken 
the victim and put him on trial.” 

Their literary battle has spilled onto 
Morrissey Boulevard, resulting in a news- 
room political hassle (“Newsroom Ten- 
sions,” page 16). And in a tune-up for the 
Larry King battle, Morris Chafetz and Mc- 
Namara slugged it out on the March 14 
Today show. The elder Chafetz, coming 
across as overwrought, did most of the at- 
tacking, questioning McNamara’s credibil- 
ity as a psychiatric expert. But he hurt his 
case by suggesting Lozano may have done 
himself in to make money for his family. 

The Today confrontation, along with 
other media appearances prior to the King 
show, represents the kind of publicity that 
money can’t buy. But that doesn’t mean ei- 
ther book is headed for the bestseller lists. 
Crown has initially printed 20,000 copies 
of Obsession and Pocket, 50,000 copies of 
Breakdown; both houses are officially opti- 
mistic about sales. But it remains to be 
seen how much of a market is there for a 
book about a complex scandal that took 
place two years ago, was resolved without 
a trial and the attendant national coverage 
by Court TV, and is described by one ob- 
server as awfully “Boston-centric.” 

Obsession and Breakdown are very dif- 
ferent books. Writing in a jarring first-per- 
son style, Chafetz attempts to make villains 
out of McNamara’s chief witnesses and use 
the evidence to build a case for Bean- 
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Bayog. With her more stylish, sweeping ap- 
proach, McNamara brings moral certitude 
to the Lozanos’ side, arguing that they 
were victims of cultural elitism and the va- 
garies of psychiatric medicine. It’s the mi- 
cro versus the macro approach. 

The one thing both authors agree on is 
that the truth will probably never be known. 
The patient is dead, and he left a trail of 
contradictory stories. The experts differ 
over accepted psychiatric practice. And the 
two authors differ on key facts and issues. 
Thus the salient question — did 
Bean-Bayog lose her professional 
moorings in a tragic relationship 
with Lozano? — is unanswered. 


Two of a kind 

Eileen McNamara and Gary 
Chafetz don’t know each other, 
but they have a good deal in com- 
mon. Both made their mark as 
skilled investigative reporters. 
McNamara, a former Nieman 
Fellow and Robert F. Kennedy 
Foundation Award winner, has 
won praise for muckraking series 
on everything from bad district- 
court judges to infant-mortality 
rates. Chafetz, named the city’s 
top investigative reporter by Bos- 
ton magazine in 1992, played a key role in 
unraveling stories such as the second- 
mortgage scandal, in which homeowners 
were duped into taking out loans they 
couldn’t afford, and State Representative 
Kevin Fitzgerald’s inheriting a small for- 
tune from a seemingly penniless bag lady 
he’d befriended. 

They both fit the role of journalistic 
sleuth: passionate, cocky, and tough. Mc- 
Namara, a 15-year veteran at the Globe, is a 
Sunday-magazine writer, and Chafetz, a 
relative newcomer to journalism, is a free- 
lancer assigned to Steve Kurkjian’s inves- 
tigative unit. Both are virtual novices in the 
book business; Breakdown is McNamara’s 
first, and Chafetz’s only previous experience 
was an obscure 1974 novel about hashish- 
smuggling, Katmandu. (He also received a 
1978 fiction prize from the Massachusetts 
Artists Foundation for an unpublished nov- 
el, The Jaundiced Eye, about multinational 
corporate skulduggery.) 

Despite their differences, both claimed 
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clear-eyed objectivity and a reverence only 
for the facts. 

“It was important to me, in doing this 
book, not to do journalistically what Dr. 
Bean-Bayog did therapeutically,” said Mc- 
Namara. “Which is to assume what you 
don’t know.” 

Said Chafetz: “It is not my job to let my 
opinion in this book. I’m just a dumb-shit 
little investigative reporter that looks at the 
evidence.”

role of journalist and confidante during his 
interviews with Bean-Bayog, Chafetz 
writes, “I was more comfortable as Joe Fri- 
day, just wanting the facts, ma’am.” 

In fact, much of Obsession reads like an 
old Dragnet script, with Chafetz often 
making himself the central character, por- 
traying himself as a trained gumshoe de- 
termined to get to the bottom of things — 
a man whose findings can therefore be 
trusted. In a typical passage, describing his 
efforts to digest the voluminous notes in 
the case, he writes: “I brewed a pot of 
strong coffee, shut off the phone, and be- 
gan to read.” Dum, da DUM-dum. 

McNamara’s tack is best illustrated by 
this description of Lozano’s sister, Pilar 
Williams, flying into Logan Airport: 


For someone else, Boston might be 
the City on the Hill, an educational 
and medical mecca, hugging the 
shoreline that once welcomed the na- 
tion’s first immigrants. For Pilar 
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Williams, it was the end of the earth, a 
place so elitist and tradition-bound 
that it could extend no welcoming em- 
brace to the outsiders she and her fam- 
ily felt themselves to be. 


McNamara builds her story on overar- 
ching themes of prejudice and cultural ar- 
rogance. Her basic argument is that Paul 
Lozano was done in by a Boston cabal that 
included the insular psychiatric profession, 
haughty Harvard, and media powers — 
including the Boston Globe. 

Sitting in a Chestnut Hill restaurant on 
Route 9, McNamara argued passionately 
that Bean-Bayog had the latitude to de- 
stroy Lozano because she “acted in a field 
that gave her the running room.” What's 
important about her book, she added, is 
“what this story reflects about that field.” 

Bean-Bayog’s treatment was premised 
on her disputed theory that Lozano’s prob- 
lems stemmed from childhood sexual 
abuse at the hands of his mother, Epifania 
Lozano. Asked about that controversial 
thesis, McNamara recalled the feminists 
who claimed the press had subjected the 
female psychiatrist to a sexist double stan- 
dard and shook her head angrily. 

“Where are the feminists screaming 
about what we’ve done to Epifania 
Lozano’s reputation?” she asked. 

Talking at his Harvard Square condo, 
Chafetz focused his passion on the docu- 
ments, the death-scene photos, and the 
notes spread over his kitchen table. 

“I know the evidence very, very well,” 
he said, “and I take issue with a number 
of misrepresentations, omissions, and 
mischaracterizations in [McNamara’s] 
book that are very troubling.” (McNama- 
ra responds that her work is thoroughly 
documented in the chapter notes, and 
adds: “I have 20 years if the business and 
a reputation for accuraey. Let the review- 
ers decide.”) 

In his book, Chafetz seems to have come 
to an epiphany about Bean-Bayog after 
reading the notes she took during her first 
year as Lozano’s therapist: 


The notes imparted the inescapable 
impression that Bean-Bayog was an 
industrious psychiatrist who was un-

Whereas McNamara is a ad staffer, Chafetz’s relationship with the Globe 
has been rockier. A friend and protégé of former Metro editor Ben Bradlee — who 
now directs projects and investigations — Chafetz has emerged in the past few years 
as a kind of super freelancer, playing a key role in some top investigative efforts. 
(Bradlee has never been on McNamara’s Christmas-card list.) Former editor Jack 
Driscoll was uncomfortable, though, with a freelance byline atop major stories, and 
Chafetz’s role became a source of some controversy inside the newsroom. The fecal 
matter reportedly hit the fan when an early version of Obsession listed the author as 
a “senior reporter” for the paper. (There is no mention of Chafetz’s Globe connec- 





tion in the finished product.) 


And Chafetz is miffed about the Globe’s showcasing Breakdown. 
“Why would the Globe excerpt a book that basically is a repetition of the plaintiff's 


case that filled the newspaper in the first few days of coverage?” he asks. 


“Why 


couldn’t the Globe excerpt a book which for the very first time has extensive, exclu- 
sive interviews with the only central living character who has never spoken to the 


press? My answer is, ‘No comment.’ ”

daunted by challenges. . . . The press 
had painted her as a sexual deviant 
who had employed bizarre therapeutic 
techniques. I realized that whatever 
else was true, Bean-Bayog had worked 
very hard to keep her patient alive. 


McNamara, though, vigorously disputes 
the notion — central to the Bean-Bayog de- 
fense — that the doctor was forced to take 
dramatic and even unorthodox steps to try 
to save a deeply disturbed patient who was 
headed for disaster. “I think I take apart this 
‘patient from hell’ theory,” she told the 
Phoenix. “There is no empirical evidence to 
support the notion that he was a raving ma- 
niac, except from Dr. Bean-Bayog.” 

To McNamara, the fact that Bean-Bayog 
suffered through nine miscarriages and 
then adopted a Hispanic baby boy provides 
a key insight into her mother-and-son rela- 
tionship with Lozano. “If that’s mental 
health,” she said, “we need a new defini- 
tion of mental health.” 


The key issues 

From day one, the most consuming 
question has been whether Lozano and 
Bean-Bayog actually had sex. “I don’t 
know,” said McNamara. But in her book, 
she makes the case that the relationship 
was dangerously sexualized: “What is im- 
portant is that the eroticized atmosphere of 
the therapy session and the ambiguous na- 
ture of the relationship between therapist 
and patient went unchecked.” 

Countered Chafetz: “I could pick up no 
hint of sex. I have to give her the benefit 
of the doubt.” In his book, he notes that 
Bean-Bayog “reminded him [Lozano] 
over and over that they could not touch, 
and despite his earnest requests, could 
not* have sex because of the damage it 
would do to ‘all the work.’ ” 

As to whether Lozano was sexually mo- 
lested by his mother, Chafetz tends to be- 
lieve the doctor. “I just don’t know,” he 
said in the interview. “I’ve talked to a 
number of psychiatrists who think that he 


. was.. Bean-Bayog knew Paul Lozano better

than anyone else.” 

McNamara’s disdain for that view is 
clearly expressed in this passage from her 
book, in which Pilar informs her family of 
Bean-Bayog’s sexual molestation theory: 


“There was a long period of silence in the | 
room as the gravity of situation sank in. | 
Dr. Bean-Bayog was not the one who 


would be on trial; they would be on trial.” 

“There is no evidence that Paul Lozano 
was sexually molested as a child,” McNa- 
mara said in the interview. “I spent a lot of 
time with the Lozano family. They can 
baby-sit for my family anytime.” 

Whose version of events you believe de- 
pends largely on which portrayal of Pilar 
Williams seems more accurate. Williams, 


who after the story broke emerged as a fam- | 


ily spokeswoman and Bean-Bayog’s primary 
antagonist, is practically canonized by Mc- 
Namara. At one point, Pilar is seen as even 
putting her love for her brother second to 
her concern for others, telling Paul: “If you 
cannot straighten yourself out, if you cannot 
get better, then I must turn you in. Because 
no one else will do it. I can’t let you treat in- 
nocent people if you are not well.” 

Throughout Obsession, however, 
Chafetz repeatedly attacks her credibility 
on a number of critical issues. Williams’s 
depiction of the death scene as neat and 
orderly is contradicted by police photos 
showing the dead and bloodied Lozano 
sprawled amid a messy array of books, pa- 
pers, and other belongings, and bloody 
vials and syringes. Chafetz depicts Pilar as 
a confused, lying manipulator. 

“She’s a human being. She has a strong 
sense of family pride,” he declared in the 
interview, suggesting that she could have 
been motivated by everything from the 
prospect of monetary gain to amnesia 
brought on by the ugly secrets buried in- 
side a dysfunctional family. “I find her tes- 
timony dubious.” 

Even the details of Paul Lozano’s death 


remain a point of contention. Though 











noting that the medical examiner declared | 


Lozano the victim of an accidental co- | 


caine overdose, McNamara writes that 


“his family and friends were convinced it | 


was suicide.”

replied, producing a lab report that indi- | 
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cates the syringe was actually filled with Lidocaine, a drug 
he speculates Lozano might have injected at the last mo- 
ment to try and mitigate the impact of the cocaine. “He was 
skin-popping. He was a drug addict.” 


Pros and cons 

“I knew a little about psychotherapy,” Chafetz writes, 
“because I’d seen three therapists, all couples counselors, 
to explore my reluctance to marry my girlfriend, now my 
wife, of 12 years.” That passage is emblematic of the single 
biggest problem with Obsession. 

Chafetz, a flamboyant character who drives a vintage car 
and who once led an expedition through the Sahara desert 
looking for the 2500-year-old remains of a lost Persian 
army, gives himself far too big a role in the book. Personal 
revelations and musings, combined with the Joe Friday dia- 
logue, throw the reader off balance while at the same time 
raising — perhaps unfairly — credibility questions about 
the material. (The book includes a moment in which his 
editor orders him to photocopy records, declaring, “This 
yarn has legs.” Does anybody really talk like that?) 

It’s embarrassing to read Chafetz’s recollection of his fa- 
ther’s painfully clumsy efforts to strike up a conversation at 
the outset of the first interview with Bean-Bayog. And it’s 
just plain infuriating to read Morris Chafetz’s preface, in 
which he brazenly suggests that since Gary spent a year liv- 
ing in Mexico City as a three-year-old, he has an “innate 
identification with the Lozano family.” 

Obviously, Obsession’s strongest point is the exclusive 
interviews with Bean-Bayog. (McNamara failed to get an 
interview with Bean-Bayog, although she did have access 
to hundreds of pages of her depositions.) Those discus- 
sions make for often riveting, occasionally pedestrian read- 
ing. But more fundamentally, what they represent is a vital 
— and heretofore missing — piece of the puzzle. 

In perhaps her most unguarded moment, Bean-Bayog ad- 
mits there’s room for honest debate over whether her thera- 
py was leading Lozano “toward a psychotic conviction that I 
was his mother, which would have been very bad for him” or 
if she was simply using that “mom” concept to try and keep 
him alive while she went on a three-week vacation. 

Though a good chunk of the interviews involve Bean- 
Bayog’s sense of personal victimization, she basically 
comes across as defiant and tough-minded, with all the ca- 
sual self-confidence of a high-powered professional. It 
doesn’t always engender sympathy. 

Asked how she felt when Lozano started broaching the 
idea of a lawsuit against her, her answer is stunningly em- 
phatic and self-assured. 

“There was no way he could face me on the stand. . . . I 
had gone the extra mile for him a thousand times,” she 
says. Then, recounting a conversation they’d had about 
possible litigation, she recalls Lozano saying: “ ‘After all 
you’ve done for me? I would take an eye out first before 
I’d sue you.’ Well, he took his life out first.” 

Despite Chafetz’s sympathetic handling of Bean-Bayog 
— indeed, he told the Phoenix that it would have been dif- 
ficult for a court to find her guilty of “sex, medical mal- 
practice, or direct causality” — he nonetheless raises 
doubts about her. At one point he wonders whether Bean- 
Bayog erred in not referring Lozano to a male doctor. 
Though Obsession is clearly a defense of Bean-Bayog, it 
leaves the door open for an alternative interpretation, 
which seems fair given the complexity of'the case. 

McNamara doesn’t have those qualms. Powerfully writ- 
ten — and considerably broader in scope than Obsession 
— Breakdown is an unflinching indictment of Bean-Bayog 
and the system that allowed her to flourish. It offers well-re- 
searched and detailed arguments in the debate over “biolog- 
ical psychiatry” versus “psychotherapy” — the former being 
the notion that mental illness stems primarily from chemical 
imbalances in the brain, the latter being the traditional 
Freudian fixation on childhood traumas. McNamara said 
she intends her book to be “an indictment of psychiatry,” 
and she makes an effective case for more-rigorous stan- 
dards for a profession that seems dangerously unregulated. 

Yet in certain ways Breakdown’s strengths are also its 
weaknesses. One can believe that Bean-Bayog did serious 
harm to Lozano without buying McNamara’s theory that a 
working-class Hispanic family from the Southwest was 
done in by wealthy, white professionals from the North- 
east. And McNamara’s reprinting of a 1932 tract — writ- 
ten by Bean-Bayog’s grandfather on the varying mental ca- 
pacities of the races — to subtly suggest Bean-Bayog’s cul- 
tural ignorance seems unfair. 

At some points, the writing, although lively, is too glib, 
too pat to ring true. One example is McNamara’s assertion 
that as the media descended on the family, Pilar “heard ev- 
ery thunderclap or cloudburst that punctuated an interview 
as a heavenly protest from Paul.” 

To her credit, McNamara dedicates a sizable chunk of 
one chapter to a tough critique of her employer. Not only 
does she criticize the Globe’s 1992 coverage, but she also at- 
tacks it for cultural arrogance, asserting that the paper was 
too “Harvard-centric” and too concerned with “liberal, bet- 
ter-educated subscribers” to give the Lozanos a fair shake. 

Still, McNamara is somewhat disingenuous when she 
portrays the Lozanos as the beleaguered victims of pack 
journalism. Public opinion about Bean-Bayog was decided 
during those first few days, when reporters ran amok with 
the “kinky shrink” angle. 

Who was the victim? In the final analysis, that judgment 
probably depends on one’s view of the murky science of 
psychiatry. 

It’s unlikely that anyone who reads the two books will 
change his or her mind about whether Margaret Bean- 
Bayog is a hero or a villain. Two pretty good investigative 
reporters, giving it their best efforts, have failed to unearth 
the smoking gun — or in this case, the smoking couch. 
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entered the lobby of the 
Saltonstall Building, home of 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Revenue, and strode pur- 
posefully over to the directory. 
I scanned the list. “Abatements.” 
“Appeals.” “Criminal Investigations.” 
But not what I was looking for. I 
hopped the elevator to thé second 
floor — “Taxpayer Assistance” — 
and stood in line for about five min- 
utes before approaching an attendant. 

“I'd like to buy the new drug 
stamps,” I said, darting my eyes the- 
atrically as I spoke. 

“The what?” 

“The drug stamps. You know, to 
pay taxes on illegal drugs.” I exam- 
ined my fingernails intently. “It’s a 
new state law,” I mumbled, not look- 
ing up. 

“I’m sorry, but I’ve never heard of 
it.” The attendant conferred with a 
co-worker. “We haven’t gotten word 
on this yet — no memo or anything,” 
he said. “It sounds to me like an act 
of legislature. If you want information 
on it, you should try the State 
House.”

The first shot in the war on drugs 
was fired in 1909, when Congress 
slappéd restrictions on™narcotic sub- 
stances. Since then, from Richard 
Nixon’s deputizing Elvis to Nancy 
Reagan’s “just say no” crusade, gov- 
_ ernment has been obsessed with fer- 
reting out citizens who like to get 
high. Hundreds, if not thousands, of 
ordinances — federal, state, and local 
— have been enacted to eradicate 
recreational drug use, despite over- 
whelming evidence that criminalizing 
what is, at worst, a public-health 
problem just doesn’t work. 

One of the most perverse examples 
of this desire to legislate away drugs 
came out of the Massachu- 
setts legisla- 
ture last year 
— the Drug 
Stamp Tax Act 
of 1993. 

As of last July 
1, illegal drugs 
in Massachusetts 
became subject 
to a sales tax. The 
onus is on the 
dealer, who must 
buy tax stamps and 
affix them to his 
contraband. Levies 
are set at $3.50 per 
gram of marijuana, 
$200 per gram-of 
cocaine and other 
items sold by weight, 
and $40 per dose of 
LSD and other prod- 
ucts sold by unit. Drug 
peddlers must pur- 
chase their stickers smo 
from the Department of nast’t 
Revenue (DOR), either 
in person or by mail. 

For many, the appeal of the statute 
lies in its simplicity. Imagine: state 
coffers overflowing from an ill-got- 
ten-gains tax, and prison doors slam- 
ming behind any trafficker with the 
temerity to ignore the law. In one 
bold swipe, a solution to both the fis- 
cal crisis and the drug problem!

Taking the taxman one toke over the line

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and the DOR is prohibited from shar- 
ing any information with outside 
agencies, including police. Presum- 
ably, the stamps would come in 
handy in the event of a bust: a dealer 
might be put away for his illegal ac- 
tivities, but as long as he can produce 
his stamps he wouldn’t face addition- 
al time for tax evasion. 

The law raises some interesting 
possibilities. Will the staid offices of 
the DOR now teem with shady char- 
acters fidgeting in line? Will the cloy- 
ing odor of burning hemp seep from 
the rest rooms and waft 
down the corridors? 

Clearly, executing the 
law will test the mettle 
of the tax agency, a fact 
not lost on Kevin John 
Sowyrda, a top DOR 
official.

To find out, I 
would pose as a 
dealer and buy 
some drug 
stamps. 

I considered my mission 
and immediately faced a dilemma — 
appearance.

Hackneyed images of dan- 
gling gold chains and designer sun- 
glasses came to mind, but, really, I 
had no clue. Turning to my computer 
for assistance, I dialed up a newspa- 
per database service and typed in the 
words “drug dealer.” Soon the news 
items scrolled across my screen.

Following my unsuccessful ex- 
change with the Taxpayer Assistance 
people, I trudged back to the lobby 
for another look at the directory. 
Scanning the list again, I spotted a 
department with promise. +, “Reales 
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Thomas Cook 


and Regulations.” Again I rode the 
elevator, this time to the seventh 
floor. 

The R&R office was bulging with 
file cabinets. Naturally — they’ve got 
to keep all those rules somewhere. 
But this one, I was told, was not in 
their files. 

Discouraged, I wandered listlessly 
back toward the elevators. Suddenly, 
I heard a voice behind me. “Can I 
help you find something?” 

I wheeled to face a clean-cut, well- 
tailored man with a subtle hint of 
cologne. I sensed immediately that he 
knew the score. 

“I’m looking for the office that sells 
the drug stamps,” I told him. 

“You’re in the right place,” he 
replied. “Actually, you’re the 
first person who’s 

asked to buy 

them, so we 
don’t really have 
our procedures 

together yet.” 

I followed him to 
his office. He chat- 
ted amiably: “These 
stamps are expensive, 
you know. The real 
big-time ones cost 
hundreds of dollars.” 

I was astounded by his 

matter-of-fact manner. 
You’d think I was buying 
postage stamps. 

“What kind of stamps do 
you need?” he asked. I took an invol- 
untary breath. This was a crucial 
question, one with the potential to ex- 
pose me as a fraud. 

Although I had wanted to make a 
large purchase of “glamour” stamps, 
believing that such a buy was essen- 
tial for credibility, my editor balked at 
the cost. He whittled away at my 
original request for several hundred 
dollars; we finally settled on a $35 
chit. 

“I'd like stamps for 10 grams of 
marijuana,” I said, grimacing inward- 
ly over the bush-league nature of my 
request. Fortunately, the taxman was 
a professional. If he knew this was a 
trivial amount of stamps, he never let 
on. I had passed muster. 

Of course, no transaction at a 
state bureaucracy is complete with- 
out a form. Even drug dealers can 
get bogged down in paperwork. 

The man led me to another office, 
where a co-worker handed me 
Form CST-1, “Controlled Sub- 
stance Tax.” 

As I filled in the blanks, more 
evidence cropped up that the 
DOR was grappling with an un- 
familiar issue: the form sported 

a charmingly outdated spelling 

— “marihuana.” 

The taxman was versed in 
the details of the law. “You 
don’t have to write your 
name and address,” he said 

agreeably. 

I completed my order sheet, paid in 
cash (the DOR does not accept credit 
cards), and received my stamps. 

The marijuana stamp, thoughtfully 
designed with a peel-and-stick back, 
was emblazoned with a cannabis leaf; 
the deadlier drugs, I learned, are rep- 
resented by a skull-and-crossbones. 

Thus, without undue fanfare, with- 
out evident acrimony, I had done my 
duty, paid my drug tax, and was on 
my way. No one followed me as I left 
the building. 

Mr. Drug Dealer, take note. Tax 
evasion is a serious crime. Don’t be a 
chump: pay your drug tax. Q

Only Rep. Kennedy can stop 
Weld — and save Uncle Ted

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oe Kennedy, you are 42 
years old, and your destiny 
beckons. You are the last 
man standing between Gov- 
ernor Bill Weld and re-elec- 
tion, and perhaps even the White House. 
You’re the kind of candidate who can beat 
Weld: economic populist, pro-choice, 
pro-death penalty. You are a leader who 
has the ability — and the desire — to 
stand up to Billy Bulger, if he continues as 
Senate president. You appeal to urban, 
suburban, and rural voters alike. You have 
the youth and vigor that your family name 
embodies. You have ideas, and a capacity 
for innovation. 

The implosion of Ray Flynn’s guberna- 
torial-campaign-in-the-making may have 
removed from the race the only other 
Democrat who could have made Weld 
sweat on his stroll to re-election — and 
has left Massachusetts Democrats danger- 
ously overexposed. 

Without a strong challenge, Weld is free 
to pursue his presidential dreams. His re- 
cent change of emphasis, bashing poor 
people and scapegoating them for his fail- 





ures, makes it clear that he’s already look- 
ing past November and plotting his bid for 
the White House. Gone, for now, is the 
libertarian rhetoric, the noble championing 
of gay rights and of a woman’s right to 
choose. And though tough talk on welfare 
and crime has become a favorite sport for 
Democrats ranging from Bill Clinton to 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan, Weld has ap- 
proached the subjects with a disturbing, 
Rush Limbaugh-like venom. 

With no governor’s race to cover, the 
press will look for another contest to build 
up. And there is only one possible 
prospect: Teddy’s last stand. 

Joe, unbeatable though your uncle may 
appear as he begins his quest for a seventh 
term in the US Senate, the signs for a ma- 
jor upset are there: 

¢ Republican candidate Mitt Romney, 
the choice of most Weldites, is young, 
handsome, and rich. If he gets the nomi- 
nation, and he well may, he’ll spend a for- 
tune to bring about the end of Camelot. 

¢ In a recent Boston Globe op-ed-page 
column, former state representative Nick 
Paleologos, a Woburn Democrat, urged 
Teddy to retire. Paleologos, now a Holly- 
wood producer, has always had a solid 
grasp of the public psyche. He’s a media- 
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MARCH 18, 
savvy guy, the public official most respon- 
sible for bringing gavel-to-gavel television 
coverage to the Massachusetts House. So 
perhaps he sees what a few others see: 
Teddy does not have youth. He does not 
have vigor. He does not present an image 
that offers renewal. 

* Senator Kennedy’s poll numbers, 
though improving, are softer than they 
were at the peak of his career. An early- 
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KENNEDY could stop the Weld juggernaut 
before it can derail the Clinton express. 


February Globe poll pegged his rating at 
63 percent favorable, as compared to 41 
percent a year ago. But the poll found that 
even though 47 percent of the respondents 
believed he deserves re-election, a full 44 
percent said that “it’s time to give some- 
oné else a chance.” 

¢ Even if he carries a lead into Election 
Day, the turnout may be against him. 
Democrats may stay home because of a 
non-existent governor’s race and a mistak- 
en belief that Ted’s re-election is a sure 
thing. At the same time, Weld’s formidable 
political organization will pull out the sub- 
urban vote, and Republican congressmen 
Peter Blute, of Shrewsbury, and Peter 
Torkildsen, of Danvers, will stage massive 
get-out-the-vote efforts among Republi- 
cans and conservative independents in 
Worcester County and on the North 
Shore.

All of which places a heavy burden upon 
your shoulders. Because only you — by 
entering the governor’s race — can take 
the heat off Ted, thus ensuring the contin- 
uation of his distinguished, if rocky, Sen- 
ate career. And if you beat Weld — a task 
that will require every bit of your family’s 
legendary charisma and aggressiveness — 
you'll stop the Weld juggernaut long be- 
fore it can derail the Clinton express in 
1996. 

You’ve said repeatedly 
that you don’t plan to 
run for governor. But 
you’ve always left the 
door open a crack. Now 
is the time for Democrats 
to stick their foot in the 
opening, and persuade 
you that it’s time to show 
some real leadership.

The Democrats cur- 
rently running for gover- 
nor — Mark Roosevelt, 
Mike Barrett, and 
George Bachrach — 
have positive qualities.

Last week, he 
punched the governor in 
the gut by resurrecting 
statements Weld made against casino 
gambling when he was US attorney.

And Bachrach 
jumps in and out of the tank like one of 
those trained seals at Sea World, with 
State Senate President Billy Bulger cast as 
the trainer. 

To put it bluntly, each of these three 
men lacks fire and. stature. None can 
mount a serious challenge to Weld. And if 
the governor’s race slips off the radar 
screen, press and public attention will turn

to the efforts of the state’s senior senator to extend his 32- 
year career by another six years. 

Ted Kennedy still has much to offer. He is a statesman, 
a shrewd and effective one at that. A generation ago, he in- 
troduced two big ideas that are only today coming into 
their own: gun control and national health care. And under 
Clinton, his ability to shape the national agenda has grown. 

Kennedy’s advisers are confident of victory — perhaps 
overconfident. What if they’re wrong, Joe? What if the 
same kind of mean-spirited, anti-liberal tide that swept the 
nation in 1980 with Ronald Reagan’s presidential cam- 
paign is re-awakened by the new, right-wing Bill Weld 
rhetoric? Remember Birch Bayh? Frank Church? The oth- 
er Senate victims of the Reagan revolution? Doesn’t Teddy 
Kennedy fit the profile of these former incumbents? 

The easy path for you is to run for re-election to Con- 
gress, and take your uncle’s place in six years, at the turn 
of the century. That’s if Teddy wins re-election this year. 

Or you can run for governor, beat Weld, show your ex- 
ecutive abilities (talents you displayed at the helm of the 
Citizens Energy Corporation), and seek re-election in 
1998. When 2000 comes around there will be a presiden- 
tial race. You’ll either be seeking your first term in the Sen- 


| ate, or you'll be a big-state governor, age 48, well-posi- 


tioned for a national bid. 
Some of your family’s political advisers will resist a 1994 


Kennedy-for-governor campaign. Political consultants 


Charlie Baker and John Marttila are already invested in 
Roosevelt’s campaign. Are they able to assess the situation 
without bias? They, no doubt, believe Roosevelt can win. 
Think hard, Joe. Do you? 

And if you run for governor, your congressional seat 
opens up. Funny coincidence, but Barrett, Bachrach, and 
Roosevelt all live in your district. Bachrach won’t want to 
run against you for governor — you beat him in the 1986 
congressional race by 50 percent to 30 percent. But surely 
he’d relish a chance to run for Congress again, this time 
with no Kennedys to worry about. Barrett and Roosevelt 
may join him. Suddenly there’s a race in the Eighth Dis- 
trict — the most Democratic in the state. Voter interest, 
and turnout, will be high. That’s good for you, and good 
for Ted. And that is very bad for Bill Weld. 

You don’t have the financial problems or anti-choice his- 
tory of a Ray Flynn, or the charisma deficiencies of the 
three remaining Democrats. Your presence in the race 
might even create enough of a buzz to unseat the two 
freshmen Republican congressmen, Torkildsen and Blute. 

Think about the potential for a coordinated campaign: 
Ted Kennedy and Joe Kennedy running statewide. The ap- 
paratus is already in place. You could get your 10,000 
nominating signatures in a week. This is the age of political 
teamwork, and Clinton-Gore and Weld-Cellucci have test- 
ed such campaigns. You would create so much trouble for 
Weld that Mitt Romney, or whoever, would not be able to 
get.a word in edgewise while he tries to unseat Senator 
Kennedy. You would restore the Kennedy myth, which can 
only help your family and yourself. 

One of two Massachusetts political figures could emerge 
this year as presidential timber: Bill Weld or Joe Kennedy. 
There is some confusion about whether it’s Weld or his 
staff that propels him toward the White House. But if 
Weld’s coattails carry Mitt Romney into Teddy’s job, Weld 
will emerge as the Republicans’ reigning Kennedy-beater, 
and thus could become unstoppable. 

Imagine that it’s the day after the 1996 election, and 
suddenly we have President Weld and Vice-President Dick 
Cheney — or, perhaps more likely, President Cheney and 
Vice-President Weld. Back home, there’s Governor Celluc- 
ci, Senator Romney, and maybe even Senator Joe Malone. 
This is not a fantasy. This, Joe, is their plan. How else to 
explain the new peace pact between long-time adversaries 
Cellucci and Malone? They’ve divvied up the turf, and the 
assault on Camelot is under way. 

If it happens, Joe, your own political legacy will be en- 
dangered. A loss this year by Teddy would rip open the 
Kennedy armor. It would reduce the Kennedy mystique to 
the level of other past political legacies. That of, say, the 
Roosevelts. Would US House Majority Leader Dick 
Gephardt have appeared at a recent fundraiser for Patrick 
Kennedy’s congressional campaign, in Rhode Island, if not 
for the fact that you and Ted have clout in DC? 

You might say, “Why me?” Here’s why: ultimately you 
want to run the show, not be one of 435 or even one of 
100 in the clubhouse. And looking down the road, you 
must know that Reagan, Carter, and Clinton all got there 
from the position of governor. Senators and House mem- 
bers have not gone directly to the White House for a long, 
long time. 

A Weld re-election victory coupled with the defeat of 
Senator Kennedy could open up a Pandora’s box. And the 
principles you believe in may well get swept under, as they 
did in 1980, bringing forth another long, dark chapter in 
American politics.

This is not the Bill Weld we knew in 1990, Joe. The new 
Weld threatens all that you stand for, all that you and yours 
have built. He is Rush Limbaugh in liberal-Republican 
clothing. The rap on you, Joe, is that you won’t run this 
race because it’s a difficult one.

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Justice on hold 
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Debra Reid’s case raises the 
profile of lesbian battering

itting in the day room of 
MCI-Lancaster’s women’s 
unit, in her white dieti- 
cian’s-aide uniform and a 
pair of pink-trimmed bun- 
ny slippers, inmate Debra Reid is tired and 
frustrated. Her work, part of a pre-release 
program at a nearby nursing home, has 
her pooped. 

But she’s angry, too, and has been since 
March 3, when the state’s Advisory Board 
on Pardons voted against commutation. 

Reid, the sole lesbian member of the 
Framingham Eight — eight women jailed 
originally at MCI-Framingham for killing 
their batterers — is serving nine to 14 
years for the 1989 manslaughter death of 
her girlfriend, Jackie Gary. 

“When I first heard about the vote, I 
was mad,” she says, the indignation still 
clear in her voice. 

“T just see that they don’t want to deal 
with me, because it was a lesbian situa- 
tion. I know that, and they know that. 





When I heard about the vote” — five to 
one against commuting her sentence — 


“I said, ‘Here we go; 1990 [the year of 
her trial] all over again.’ ” 


By the traditional standards for commu- 
tation, Reid is a prime candidate. Correc- 
tions officials describe her as a model pris- 
oner. She works a 40-hour week, reads 
the Bible, and studies for her GED. Reid is 
filled with remorse over the loss of Jackie 
Gary, who died as the result of a knife 
wound, possibly inflicted by Reid, when 
the two women struggled in the kitchen of 
their Fitchburg apartment on the night of 
August 12, 1989. 

That fight began when the 190-pound 
Gary pinned Reid, half Gary’s size at 100 
pounds, against the washing machine, 
raised a wine bottle up above Reid’s head, 
and threatened, “I’m going to fuck you 
up.” It was the culmination of two and a 
half years of steady battering, Reid alleges. 

Battered-women’s syndrome has already 
been considered a reason for commutation 
or early release in four of the Framingham 
Eight cases. And the advisory board ad- 
mits that Reid’s 1990 trial was marred by 
homophobic innuendo and failed -to in- 
clude any discussion of the battering Reid 
alleges Gary inflicted. 

But none of these facts seemed to hold 
much sway. “[T]Jhere is insufficient evi- 
dence that Ms. Reid was a battered wom- 
an, suffering from battered woman syn- 
drome at the time of the offense,” wrote

the five-member majority in their opinion. 
“The Board acknowledges that there ap- 
pears to be some evidence of a battering 
relationship. However, it appears that both 
the victim [Gary] and the petitioner [Reid] 
participated in a mutual battering relation- 
ship.” 

Advocates for battered lesbians, and for 
Debra Reid in particular, say that “mutual 
battering relationships” don’t exist. 
Straight or gay couples may be involved in 
mutually violent relationships. But batter- 
ing is a distinct phenomenon in which one

partner controls the life of the other 
through violence, intimidation, and 
threats. The advisory board’s use of the 
phrase “mutual battering relationship,” say 
advocates, highlights its inability to ad- 
dress lesbian battering. 

Still, Reid’s supporters continue to hope 
for commutation, in part because the rec- 
ommendations of the advisory board are 
not binding on the governor, who makes a 
final recommendation to the Governor’s 
Council in all pardon cases. Bill Weld has 
so far enjoyed a good reputation in many 
gay and lesbian circles, and if, in this elec- 
tion year, Reid’s advocates can turn 
Weld’s decision into a litmus test for his 
commitment to gay rights, Reid could 
walk free, just months before she’s eligible 
for parole. (Weld spokeswoman Pam Jon- 
ah says the governor is reviewing Reid’s 
petition: “He scrutinizes every case. 
There’s no particular time frame.”)

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Jealous and violent 

There are certain facts of Debra Reid’s 
case no one disputes: on August 12, 1989, 
Jackie Gary, Reid’s partner of four years, 
was angry and high on cocaine. Also be- 
yond dispute is that Reid, who’d had a lit- 
tle to drink, was chopping vegetables for 
the couple’s dinner with a seven-inch knife 
when Gary picked a fight with her. 

Gary was furious because Reid had given 
a friend a glass of wine, and because she be- 
lieved Reid had been flirting with Gary’s 
g _ adult nephew Junie Baldwin. At the 
height of her rage, Gary, who is de- 
scribed in various affidavits as a 
jealous and violent person, pinned 
Reid against the couple’s washing 
machine, grabbed an open wine 
bottle, held it up above her head, 
and threatened to attack Reid. 

Reid screamed to the other peo- 
ple in the kitchen to pull Gary off 
of her. Junie Baldwin tried, but to 
no avail. The other two witnesses, 
both in the kitchen, did nothing. 

A struggle ensued. Reid tried to 
push Gary away. 

The next thing Reid knew, Gary 
lay bleeding on the kitchen floor, 
already wet with the spilled wine. 
But no one — not even Baldwin 
— remembers seeing Reid stab 
Gary. It’s possible that during the 
struggle, Gary slipped in the spilled wine 
and fell on the knife. 

In fact, both Reid and Baldwin testified 
that at first they did not know Gary had 
been stabbed. They saw Gary on the floor; 
Baldwin said he asked Reid when dinner was 
going to be ready, and Reid testified that she 
didn’t realize Gary had been stabbed until 
she turned and saw blood on the floor. 

A neighbor called the police; Gary died 
in the hospital. Reid, who is African-Amer- 
ican, was arrested on charges of murder 
by Fitchburg police, and later, in April 
1990, convicted of manslaughter by an all- 
white Worcester County jury. 

At the trial, Reid’s court-appointed at- 
torney, Lawrence O’Connor, decided 
against introducing evidence about what 
Reid alleges was several years of battering. 
“He said because we don’t have any wit- 
nesses, it would be my word against 
theirs,” Reid says. 
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In fact, there were several witnesses to 
Gary’s attacks, as many of the incidents 
had taken place in public. But Gary’s fami- 
ly had a reputation for violence in Fitch- 
burg; none of the witness would come for- 
ward voluntarily, and O’Connor didn’t 
subpoena them. (At the commutation 
hearing, 14 months ago, several confiden- 
tial affidavits were submitted by witnesses 
who had seen Gary beat Reid in a number 
of public places. Gary’s family has since 
left the Fitchburg area, and could not be 
reached for comment for this article.) 

Moreover, O’Connor attempted to bar 
any allusion to the fact that Reid and Gary 
were lovers, thinking such mentions would 
unduly prejudice the jury against Reid. 
When Judge George C. Keady Jr. overruled 
that attempt, O’Connor told the jurors to ig- 
nore Gary and Reid’s romantic involvement. 

The prosecution, on the other hand, 
harped on it. “Where did you sleep?”, 
Worcester Country assistant DA. Joseph 
Lostracco asked Reid in front of the jury, 

“A room, in a middle room.” 

“Where did Ms. Gary sleep?” he 
continued. 

“In the middle room.” 

Recalls Reid: “I felt like I was on trial 
for being a lesbian. Like the death didn’t 
matter. 

“And I had no one to help me. My 
brother was against my being gay. He 
{O’Connor] said to me that I couldn’t 
prove it [the battering]. He said to me that 
we was going to go a totally different way. 
I had no one to help me fight. I was hurt, 
she was dead. And then I felt like ‘I lost 
her; I killed her; I have to pay for it.’” 

That’s the reason, Reid says, that when 
O’Connor asked her on the witness stand 
if Gary had ever attacked her before Au- 
gust 12, 1989, she answered, “No.” 


Stranger in a strange land 

Val Kanuha, a therapist and activist 
who’s been working with battered lesbians 
for more than a dozen years, says Reid’s 
Case is “the perfect case history to describe 
how race, gender, class, and homophobia 
all work together in lesbian battering.” 

To begin with, Reid had never identified 
as a-lesbian and had never been romanti- 
cally involved with women before she 
hooked up with Jackie Gary. She was new 
to the almost entirely white Gardner area, 
where she moved to live with her brother 
after fleeing an abusive husband in her 
hometown of Norfolk, Virginia. Later she 
moved to Fitchburg to be with Gary. 

“Being here in Massachusetts,” Reid says, 
“I just didn’t feel comfortable. Everywhere I 
went, it was white people. I was from a 
black neighborhood, so [when the battering 
was occurring] I’m like, ‘How am I going to 
tell a white person that this is happening to 
me? They don’t care, anyway.’ ” 

After Reid became involved with Gary, in 
1985, her family condemned her. There was 
no open lesbian or gay community to be part 
of in Gardner, and Reid never developed any 
lesbian or gay friends — any friends at all, 
in fact, because Gary intentionally isolated 
Reid by embarrassing her and people she 
met, or threatening them with violence. 

Moreover, Reid had no experience living 
as a lesbian, and Gary was able to take ad- 
vantage of that. “She started saying the 
way I was dressing wasn’t the way you’re 
supposed to dress when you was gay,” 
Reid says. “And I was like, “What do you 
mean? I got to change?’ 

“She was like, ‘Yeah.’ Which I was will- 
ing to, because I thought you had to live a 
different lifestyle. And if she said you had 
to dress a different way, it was okay.” 

Essentially, Gary narrowed almost all of 
Reid’s options, and because Reid had so 
few options, she couldn’t leave the rela- 
tionship, even when she wanted to, “I nev- 
er heard of battered-women’s shelters,” 
Reid recalls. “But I think just being in a 
gay situation — she made it seem that if I 
ever tell anybody, they’d look down on me. 
I thought I couldn’t let anybody know.” 

In fact, few battered-women’s shelters 
are open to lesbians. “There are some 
shelters that have done a fair amount of 
work to be accessible,” says Beth Leven- 
thal, coordinator of the Network for Bat- 
tered Lesbians, a Boston-based service 
group. “But most still refuse lesbians. Or 
they say that women can come for shelter, 
but they can’t come out. They end up hav- 
ing to talk about their ‘boyfriends.’ ” 

In addition, Leventhal says, those relative- 
ly few shelters that do provide space for les- 
bians don’t do outreach, so even lesbians 
and bisexuals with connections to the lesbian 
community aren’t aware of their services. 

Moreover, the organized lesbian com- 
munity is loath to admit that battering 
takes fet in its midst, even though stud- 
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prevalent as battering within heterosexual 
relationships. “One of the reasons the 
myth exists is that the feminist analysis of 
battering was based on heterosexual rela- 
tionships,” says Leventhal. “It sees batter- 
ing as a perpetuation of male domination 
over women. It places the perpetrator out- 
side of women’s communities. 

“There’s this mythology of a sort of les- 
bian utopia, that relationships between 
women will be, automatically, more 
equal,” she continues. 

Leventhal also believes many lesbians 
are reluctant to acknowledge battering 
among their peers because, in the face of a 
dangerous, homophobic world, they need 
to view the community as protective. “To 
look at battering within our communities 
is to say there’s no place that’s inherently 
safe. And that’s a really frightening thing,” 
Leventhal says. 

Outside the lesbian community, there’s 
further misunderstanding of same-sex bat- 
tering. Often, the term “mutual battering” 
is applied to lesbian relationships because 
a battered woman is more likely to fight 
back if her partner is also a woman. 

“Women don’t tend to hit men back. 
They do other things,” says Dr. Claire 
Renzetti, a professor of sociology at St. 
Joseph’s University, in Philadelphia, and a 
nationally recognized expert on domestic 
violence. “If a lesbian victim hits back, or 
even, say, holds the batterer’s wrists, then 
the perpetrator will say they were abused.” 

This situation leaves even well-meaning 
fact-finders — like some police, or juries — 
with a lot of trouble identifying which wom- 
an is the perpetrator. But, Renzetti says, 
trained investigators can easily tell who’s 
doing the battering. “Perpetrators, when 
they identify themselves as victims, tend to 
be very, very assertive. They'll admit they 
used violence, but they'll claim they were 
victimized. “Yes, I hit her, but you know 
what she did to me?’ They tend to be very 
self-righteous, whereas survivors are very 
ashamed and meek. They frequently blame 
themselves and adopt the perspective of the 
perpetrator. And they’re not angry at all.” 


Of course, this presupposes a sympa- | 


thetic fact-finder. When Debra Reid was 
arrested, she says, the Fitchburg cop who 
booked her sneered, “If I was Hitler, I’d 
put you in front of a firing squad.” 


It’s up to the governor 

The amount of time Reid spends in prison 
is now up to Governor Weld. Already, he’s 
granted pardons to two of the Framingham 
Eight, and another two are out of jail, one 
on early parole, the other because of a 
court-ordered sentence reduction. 

And in an election year, one would sus- 
pect he’d want to shore up his support in 
the gay-and-lesbian community. “The 
point we’re trying to make is that this is 
about support of gay families,” says Sandy 
Lundy, who replaced O’Connor as Reid’s 
attorney. “If he wants to prove he’s really 
supportive of us and that he really under- 
stands our issues, he could let Debra out of 
jail. It’s clear that she’s battered, and she 
should be judged by the same standards as 
women who are battered by men.” 

Already, many lesbians and some gay 
men around the state and the nation are 
working to support Reid’s petition for 
commutation. “Organizations from Hawaii 
to Massachusetts have submitted letters on 
her behalf,” says Lundy. “WAC [the Wom- 
en’s Action Coalition] has been heavily in- 
volved. NOW is lobbying the governor and 
getting petitions signed. The Greater Bos- 
ton Lesbian/Gay Political Alliance. There’s 
a woman in Ohio who’s got a quilt project 
for Debra, and a group of women in Texas 
are collecting money for her when she gets 
out.” Yet to sign on are Weld’s most ardent 
gay admirers, the Log Cabin Club. 

Still, if Reid is released early, she won’t see 
the commutation as a symbolic victory. The 
time for victory, she says, was back in 1989 
and ’90, during her trial. But, she says, her 
struggle has brought to light the little-dis- 
cussed issue of lesbian battering. “I’m proud 
of myself,” she says, “because no matter 
what nobody say about me, what has hap- 
pened to me is out there. It’s bad that society 
rejects it; it’s bad that the system don’t want 
to hear it, because it’s a lesbian situation.” 

She talks about a Fall River lesbian she’s 
in touch with who’s soon to be on trial for 
killing her alleged batterer. “And what if 
another girl will come in in a lesbian situa- 
tion?” she asks. “What are people going to 
tell her? “We never heard of it’? I’ve experi- 
enced that. And I want people to know and 
the system to know, too, so they won’t say 
if they were Hitler, they'd put me in front 
of a firing squad. The cops won't look at 
each other and laugh. They won't close the 
door in my face, they won’t call me ‘other,’ 
they won’t call me ‘different? ‘g

The Clintonistas want to know 
if you’ve been bad or good

BI Director Louis Freeh is a 

certified good guy, a former 

federal judge who, as a 

young G-man, was a crime- 

busting legend. So when he 
argues that the government needs to force 
telephone companies, on-line-service 
providers, cable-TV operators, and soft- 
ware developers to help it spy on citizens, 
it’s time to sit up and take notice. 

And when Phyllis Schlafly is one of the 
most prominent voices defending privacy 
rights, it’s time to try and figure out what 
the hell’s going on. 

There was Freeh in the New York Times 
recently, defending the Digital Telephony 
and Communications Privacy Improve- 
ment Act of 1994, which would “improve 
privacy” by forcing cable and phone com- 
panies to install software that would enable 
government agents to snoop on users. His 
tactic was a familiar one: fear. “The dam-

age to the World Trade tower and the eco- 
nomic interests of the country are conser- 
vatively estimated at $5 billion,” he said. “I 
think the American people will agree that 
this is a credible solution to the problem 
we face.” 

Writing in the Washington Times, 
Schlafly sneered: “I suppose the federal 
snoops are tired of sending out field 
agents with alligator clips — they just 
want to flip a switch in the comfort of their 
Washington and regional offices and listen 
in on your phone calls. Their bill has not 
yet been introduced this year, but one of 
its previous sponsors is Delaware Demo- 
crat Joe Biden, the same senator who lec- 
tured Robert Bork on privacy.” 

When Bill Clinton entered the White 
House after 12 years of security-obsessed 
Republican administrations, civil libertari- 
ans thought they’d be able to relax. But the 
assault on privacy continues unabated — 
with cyberspace being the latest battle- 
ground. 

The Clinton administration is moving in 
two broad areas. 

The first, the telephony bill, is needed, 
administration officials say, because mod- 
ern digital transmission makes traditional

THE IMAGE STILL HAUNTS LINDA BOLDT. 
There was her 24-year-old daughter, lying 
in a closed casket that was little more than 
a cardboard box. Friends and family had 
gathered at the M.H. McDonough Sons 
funeral home, in Lowell, shortly before 
the wake; funeral director John Mc- 
Donough told them that was the only 
chance they’d have to see Susan Huard’s 
body. But when a family friend asked Mc- 
Donough to place rosary beads inside the 
casket, McDonough resisted. Now, Boldt 
almost wishes she hadn’t pressed Mc- 
Donough to open the coffin. 

As he lifted the casket lid, McDonough 
blocked his face with his hand and dra- 
matically turned his head away, as if a foul 
smell were emanating from the coffin, 
Boldt says. It was then that she discovered 
that her HIV-positive daughter was appar- 
ently in the same body bag workers at 
Lowell’s St. John’s Hospital had used to 
transport her to the funeral home. 

When McDonough partially unzipped 
the bag, Boldt says it was evident her 
daughter had not been embalmed, and 
nothing had been done to prepare her for 
burial: she was nude, her hair was di- 
sheveled, and trails of dried tears were still 
visible on her face. 

McDonough’s explanation was equally 
disturbing, Boldt says. Noting in front of 
mourners that Huard’s body was found in 
a Lowell neighborhood frequented by drug 
abusers, Boldt says McDonough declared 
her daughter had AIDS. 

“He said she was ‘contaminated,’ and 
he wouldn’t touch her body,” Boldt recalls. 
“I’ve never been so humiliated in my life.” 

(It is unclear how Huard, an IV-drug 
user who was visiting friends in Lowell, 
died. State toxicology reports don’t sup-

port the medical examiner’s assertion that 
a deadly combination of cocaine and alco- 
hol caused her death, on September 14, 
1991. Though she carried HIV, her family 
says AIDS had not set in.) 

The funeral-home incident is at the 
heart of what is believed to be the first 
AIDS-related discrimination case against 
a funeral home in Massachusetts. Sched- 
uled to be heard this summer in Middle-

sex Superior Court, in Cambridge, the 
civil suit alleges that McDonough 
breached his contract with Boldt by de- 
ceiving her and by failing to meet the min- 
imum service and fair-treatment stan- 
dards prescribed by state law. 

Jan Platner, an attorney with tie Bos- 
ton-based AIDS Law Project, says 
McDonough’s actions violated consumer- 
protection laws and were rooted in dis- 
crimination. 

“If she didn’t have HIV, but died of 
heart failure, this would never have hap- 
pened,” she says. The AIDS Law Project 
is filing the suit on Boldt’s behalf and

perts also say that HIV can survive in an 
unembalmed corpse only for a short time 
— anywhere from a few to 24 hours, de- 
pending on the degree of infection. 

Moreover, the federal Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration requires 
morticians to use so-called universal pre- 
cautions — disinfectants, protective gloves, 
goggles, and suits — when handling any 
body, because it’s not often apparent when 
a corpse carries a contagious disease.

the cheap casket, which was paid for by 
the state Department of Public Welfare. 

* Never gave Boldt the requisite state- 
ment of funeral goods and services and 
angrily challenged Boldt when she asked 
for one. 

* Physically pushed Boldt and other 
mourners out of the funeral home at the 
precise time he had scheduled the wake to 
end, saying, “C’mon, time to go,” and 
“Right behind you.” 

McDonough declined to returned phone 
calls from the Phoenix. His funeral home 
has hired two lawyers from separate firms 
to respond to Boldt’s suit: Kenneth Galica, 
of Lowell, and Paul Cummings, of New- 
ton. Both declined to discuss the case. Re- 
ferring to McDonough’s response to the 
suit, Cummings said only, “We have de- 
nied the allegations.” 

McDonough’s formal response to the 
allegations is missing from the case file at 
the courthouse, but a six-page letter from 
Galica to the AIDS Law Project in 1992 
refutes Boldt’s claims: 

“It is the position of M.H. Mc- 


Donough Sons, Inc. that it did not fail to 
provide certain services as promised, it 
did not deceive Ms. Boldt by failing to 
inform her that services had not been 
provided, and it did not fail to provide 
Ms. Boldt with an itemized bill of funeral 
expenses as required by federal law. Fur- 
ther, M.H. McDonough Sons, Inc. ex- 
plicitly denies it subjected Ms. Boldt 
and/or her family to humiliating, degrad-

ing, and unreasonable treatment.” 


Universal precautions 

Health officials and funeral-industry ex- 
perts agree that no medical rationale justi- 
fies handling a corpse carrying HIV — 
the virus believed to cause AIDS — any 
differently from other bodies. The formal- 
dehyde used during embalming and expo- 
sure to air both kill the virus. Medical ex- 


For all of those reasons, the Milwau- 
kee-based National Funeral Directors As- 
sociation, to which M.H. McDonough 
Sons belongs, has distributed to its 
18,500 members a considerable amount 
of literature that dispels the medical myths 
associated with handling bodies infected 
with HIV. The material also warns of legal 
repercussions. 

“The word had been fairly widely dis- 
seminated that it is discriminatory to 


refuse services or charge extra fees when 
handling an AIDS case,” says Doug Her- 
nan, publisher of Funeral Service Insider, a 
Maryland-based trade publication and fu- 
neral-industry watchdog. Most funeral di- 
rectors are now well versed on AIDS as it 
applies to their business, Hernan says. 
But, he notes, “This is a fairly conservative 
profession, and it hasn’t been an easy or 
overnight thing getting funeral directors

enlightened on AIDS-related issues. There 
is a lot of fear.” 

If McDonough wasn’t aware of the ac- 
cepted practices for handling bodies in- 
fected with HIV, it was certainly made 
clear to him several months after Huard 
was buried — when Boldt filed a com- 
plaint against him with the Massachusetts 
Funeral Service Board. Summarizing a 
January 1992 hearing prompted by that 
complaint, then-secretary John Ka- 
zlauskas (now a board member) wrote: 
“The Board expressed concern with Mr. 
McDonough’s statement that ‘he does not 
embalm bodies who die of contagious dis- 
eases’ and advised him that this action is 
discriminatory, as well as being a violation 
of the Board’s regulations.” 

The Funeral Service Board advised Mc- 
Donough to use universal precautions with 
all future clients and reminded him that no 
additional costs for handling bodies carry- 
ing HIV could be tacked on to service bills 
(“Grave Robbers,” News, March 12, 1993). 

“Also, a stern warning was given to Mr. 


Frustrated by what she deemed to be a 
slap on McDonough’s wrist by the Funeral 
Service Board, Boldt soon after contacted 
the AIDS Law Project, which initiated le- 
gal action last year. 

Boldt’s is one of several lawsuits filed 
nationwide, and among the first suits filed 
since a spate of similar cases surfaced in 
the early 1980s, virtually all of which were 
decided against funeral directors. 

In Buffalo, the New York Human Rights 





Division has filed complaints against two 
funeral homes for allegedly refusing tradi- 
tional services to a 64-year-old man who 
had AIDS and died of a heart attack in 
July 1992. One undertaker purportedly 
told the man’s relatives she would “have to 
burn everything in the funeral home” if he 
were embalmed there. Both funeral homes 
dispute the allegations. 

And in Pennsylvania, the sister of a 67- 
year-old man who died of AIDS-related 
pneumonia and his companion of 20 years 
are in the midst of a contentious legal bat-

Vraim has in- 
structed his attorney to file a defamation 
countersuit against his accusers. Along 
with his denial, Vraim says funeral direc- 
tors have a fight to turn away people car- 
rying HIV. 

“There is no law that requires a funeral 
home to undertake burial arrangements of 
an individual who has died as a result of 
AIDS,” he states in one court document. 


Legal protection 

But the 1990 Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act (ADA) states that it’s discrimina- 
tory for funeral homes, and any other en- 
terprise conducting public business, to 
refuse services to people who die from 
AIDS-related complications. In Massachu- 
setts, that federal law is reinforced by the 
state constitution and the public-accom- 
modations law, according to Attorney 
General Scott Harshbarger’s office. The 
AG’s office and lawyers for the National 
Funeral Directors Association also agree 
that survivors who do not have AIDS, but 
who are affected by a funeral home’s ac-

tions, are protected under the discrimina- 
tion section of the ADA. 

Last October, the US Department of 
Justice also weighed in on the AIDS-dis- 
crimination issue, filing its first lawsuits on 
behalf of HIV-infected people (see “Giving 
the Law Teeth”). In announcing two ac- 
tions against dentists in Houston and New 
Orleans, Attorney General Janet Reno cit- 
ed the ADA and said, “Such discrimina- 
tion is based on unfounded fear and factu- 
al misunderstandings. There is no medical 
or legal justification for discrimination 
against HIV-positive individuals.” 

Though the Justice Department and the 
New York Human Rights Division are 
basing their actions on alleged violations 
of anti-discrimination laws, the cases in 
Lowell and Philadelphia cite violations of 
consumer-protection statutes as the basis 
for their claims. One reason for choosing 
the consumer-protection route is financial, 
says Denise McWilliams, director of legal 
programs at the Justice Resource Institute, 
in Boston. 

“One of the advantages, from a tactical 


point of view, is that you can get awarded |

tually filed Boldt’s suit, back when she 
worked for the AIDS Law Project. And, 
McWilliams says, the larger the monetary 
award, the greater the impact on the fu- 
neral industry.

Giving the law teeth 


’ 

As the US Justice Department pursues its first AIDS-discrimination cases, fed- 
eral judges are beginning to make precedent-setting rulings that will ultimately 
govern the way such suits are decided on the state level. 

At the end of January, for example, the US District Court in the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Louisiana ruled that the government may request compensatory damages 
on behalf of a dead person who was allegedly discriminated against, but who died 
before a lawsuit could be filed. The ruling was made in the case of New Orleans 
dentist Drew B. Morvant, who is accused of violating the Americans with Disabil- 
ities Act by refusing to treat patients with HIV and AIDS. 

The American Dental Association and the federal Centers for Disease Control 
have stated that there is no medical or scientific justification for excluding people 
with HIV or AIDS from dental treatment if so-called universal precautions — 
protective gloves, glasses, clothing, and disinfectants — are used. 

But Morvant, the Justice Department’s Civil Rights Division claims, refused to 
treat a long-time patient, Ismael Pena, once he learned that Pena was HIV-posi- 
tive. The department’s suit says Morvant’s refusal was part of a pattern of dis- 
crimination against HIV-positive people that he had exhibited over several years, 
Pena died last year from AIDS-related complications. 

In a pretrial motion, Morvant’s attorney argued that monetary damages were 
unwarranted because Pena is dead, and because the government does not identi- 
fy in its suit the “other aggrieved persons” it says were affected by the alleged 
discrimination. Morvant also argued that since he practices dentistry as a profes- 
sional dental corporation, he is not subject to individual liability. 

US District Court Judge Patrick E. Carr ruled against Morvant on both 
counts. Noting that Morvant was the only dentist practicing in his corporation, 
he said that it would undercut the remedial provisions of the disabilities act if 
Morvant were allowed to use his corporate status to shield himself. 

Moreover, Carr said the government is entitled to recover damages for the de- 
ceased’s loved ones within the time-frame set by a state’s “survivorship law.” In 
Louisiana, that’s up to one year. (In Massachusetts, it’s at least two years, and in 
some cases longer.) 

A preliminary conference, during which time Morvant’s trial date will be set, is 
scheduled for this September.

What exactly is meant by “anal retentive”? I think I 
am that. I saw a T-shirt that said “You are anal retentive 
if you wonder if there should be hyphen.” I wonder if 
there should be a hyphen in “anal retentive.” I have 
looked some of this stuff up at the library, but got tired. I 
would appreciate your help.

Maybe you'd get less tired if you did less retaining. 
Anal retentiveness is an elaboration of Freud’s ideas on 
anality, published in 1908. Freud wrote that people 
with “anal character” were meticulous, parsimonious, 
and obstinate. Though it is not clear who first used the 
term “anal retentive,” in 1924 a student of Freud’s 
named Karl Abraham distinguished anal retentiveness 
from anal expulsiveness, which is pretty much what it 
sounds like, the predisposition to make a mess. 
Parsimony and obstinacy are thought to be core A-R 
traits, while meticulousness is thought to be a reaction 
against anal expulsiveness. 

Freud talked about anality in part because he thought 
toilet training was a major factor in personality develop- 
ment. However, though “anal retentive” survives in com- 
mon usage (undoubtedly because it seems like an upscale 
way of calling someone an A-hole), the concept is not 
taken very seriously by psychoanalysts today. I quote 
from Chicago psychoanalyst Robert Galatzer- Levy: 

“Although experiences with feces and toilet training 
may serve as models for psychological functioning later 
in life, toilet training per se is usually not so important as 
why such a model was chosen and how it functions cur- 
rently. There may be less emphasis on ‘anality’ due to the 
fact that indoor plumbing has become more available. 
The invention of indoor plumbing at the end of the last 
century was a major source of misery in that it demand- 
ed much more control of defecation than was necessary 
in a world of chamber pots and outhouses. Large fami- 
lies such as Freud’s (eight to 10 people) had to share a 
single toilet, and Anna and Sigmund were evidently 
plagued by constipation. Attempts at early toilet training 
may have made things worse. As the number of toilets 
per person grew and ideas about toilet training became 
more liberal (promoted not only by Dr. Spock, but also 
by the washing machine and Pampers), anal retention 
came to seem less central to psychological life.” 

It may seem a little comical to you that Freud erected 
an impressive theoretical edifice on the fact that he 
couldn’t get into the bathroom in the morning. In fact, 
there has been a bitter debate over the last couple 
decades about the extent to which Freudian theory and 
psychoanalysis generally are (or were) based on similar 
bits of half-baked speculation. Some argue-that psycho- 
analysis lacks any scientific basis, and Cecil must say he 
does not see much effort on the part of the great 
psychoanalytic theorists to come up with testable 
hypotheses, the hallmark of the scientific method. No 
need to get into that now, but all parties to the debate 
apparently agree that “anal retentive” is slung about 
today strictly for its comic value, not because it has any 
intellectual heft. 

. 

Since no one else will give me a straight answer, I 
thought I’d ask you. Exactly what does the code word

If you are’ really broke and need a few 
wrappers, walk into your local communi- 
ty-health center. Not only can you get reg- 
ular, free checkups, but you may also find 
high-quality condoms, like Rias, passed 
out for free. 

Later, at home, Pia delivered care pack- 
ages to several of our neighbors and 
friends, and by nightfall, our normally se- 
date North End building had been turned 
into a Tunnel of Love. Here are the results 
of our collective research. 


Kimonos, a Japanese brand, are big sell- 
ers at Condom World. The consensus 
from our panel: if you aren’t thick as a ba- 
nana, this is the rubber for you. The sheer- 
ness often found in Japanese condoms has 
many American brands beat, but, if it 
doesn’t fit the meat you'll be squealing in 
pain, and Kimonos run small. 

Sagami Rubber Industries makes 
many brands under contract to various 
Japanese and American companies, Under 
its own name, it markets a green monster 
called the “Type E.” It’s dimpled for part- 
ner’s pleasure. Both the color and the 
pimpled complexion turned some of us 
off, raising bad memories of bygone St. 











Patrick’s Day parades. But it is thin and | 


doesn’t smell like a rubber glove, which is 
more than you can say about most generic 
brands. 

Buy a few Japanese condoms and see 


what you think — it’s cheaper than a 
movie! 
Giving a blowjob with a safe is no easy 


task. Chomping on a Lifestyle can leave 
you with a chewed-Barbie taste on your 
tongue. Rias, from Malaysia, are tops for 


blowjobs, in our opinion, especially for the | 
giver. If you’re into fake flavors that re- | 


mind you of high school, try Trustex, an- | 


other line from Ria. Vanilla was tolerable, 


but the strawberry was particularly piquant | 


— worse than Nestlé Quick, but better 
than Trojan 2. 

Condoms that are ribbed for her plea- 
sure definitely rub some gals the right way. 


After trying condom after condom market- | 


ed with claims of ultra-thin sensitivity, it 
was a thrill to welcome a studded Rough 
Rider into the corral. Lifestyles Vibra- 
Ribbed are also well worth a ride now and 
then. And their thickness can help your 
rider stay in the saddle longer. 

Trojan Plus 2 is a form-fitting spermi- 
cidal latex sack. We heard gripes about 
loose fit (“feels like last year’s sweat 
socks”) and jibes about the sloppy amount 
of Nonoxynol goo. 

Probably because of their arrogant 
name, Trojan’s Magnum have been the 
brunt of many jokes. They are better for 
girthier men, but we heard lots of com- 
plaints about their lack of lubricant. They 
showed okay sensitivity after a dose of As- 
troGlide and heating up a bit. 

An interesting bone baggy: Pleasure 


Plus. It has a patented extra pouch that is | 


supposed to slip around the head while the 
rest fits tightly. John loved this gizmo. And

The condom 

After calling Condom 
World (“None on shelves”), 
the AIDS Action Clinic (“I 
saw one once, two years 
ago”), Planned Parenthood 
(“Want to look at our display 
model?”), and six other fam- 
ily-planning and public- 
health establishments in Bos- 
ton and New York, I went 
right to the source — Wisconsin Pharma- 
cal Company in Jackson, Wisconsin. Sev- 
eral calls later, I reached Reality’s 
spokeswoman, in Chicago, and, after con- 
vincing her that I was not just trying to 
scam free sex toys, she agreed to mail me 
three condoms. 

“Do you know why we send them out in 
threes?” she asked. “So you can practice 
before you try one with your partner.” 

I came home one day to a stuffed manila 
envelope on the stoop. The first thing I 
pulled out was an eight-by-11-inch black- 
and-white glossy photo. A pair of hand- 
model hands was holding out this condom 
for the camera. I lay down with the picture 
on my stomach and imagined it inside me. 


| That’s when I got worried. 


Reality is not a good-looking thing. It’s 
a vagina liner — a slicked-up poly- 
urethane pouch, open on one end, closed 
on the other, and anchored down (inside 
and out) by two squishy rings as big as 
bangles. 

Imagine a diaphragm caught in the end 
of a Sasquatch-sized condom. Make that 
a used condom. Now imagine inserting 
the diaphragm and letting the other end 
spread over the labia. This outer part, 
while not at all attractive, prevents skin- 
to-skin contact, providing protection 
against herpes and other STDs. It makes 
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you wonder: why not just load up sand- 
wich Baggies with Nonoxynol-9? 

The kitchen table became my lab. But 
eating dinner amid the pouches and bot- 
tles of goo felt strange, and I got to 
thinking about the reality behind the con- 
dom.

Male condoms may be less awk- 
ward, less expensive, less silly, less intru- 
sive — but until now, women have had 
only two AIDS-proof options: ask men to 
wear them or ask men to leave. All too of- 
ten, neither works. 

When Reality hits drugstores this 
spring, there may be no big lines, but 
there will be big statements. For $2.50 
any woman will be able to say, “You 
won’t wear your condom? I’ll wear 
mine.” 

This prospect of condom equality put 
me in a mood to compare. Two hours be- 
fore the boy was to arrive on the midnight 
bus from New York, I scrambled for a box

Pen Club, he’s also organized the 1994 Boston Pen Show, to be held at the Swissotel 










Boston (formerly the Lafayette Hotel) this.weekend. So when he lets you sample from 





his personal collection of more than 2000 fountain pens, you scribbie until you find 





one that suits you. And you keep your Paper Mate ball-point stashed away in a pocket. 











“Let me give you a different one,” Gustafson says in 
a patient, but insistent, voice. A tall, man dressed in 
jeans and a maroon cotton shirt, he rises from the table 
in the breakfast nook of his studio-loft and goes to a 
wooden chest. Sliding open a drawer filled with foun- 
tain pens in many sizes and colors, he asks, “Do you 
think you’d like a bigger pen? This one’s kind of 
girthy,” and hands over a thick, black Waterman. “It 
has a nice balance.” 

I try the new pen, drawing fat, squiggly lines on the 
page of an old sketch book Gustafson has laid on the 
table-top. Then I try a few more, until one — a Parker 
“51,” made in 1942 — feels just right. Not too heavy, 
not too light. Black ink flows from its point evenly and 
smoothly, although I’m applying hardly any pressure. 
My homely cursive suddenly takes on a friendly ele- 
gance. 

As I begin to wish I was the kind of person who ab- 
sent-mindedly walks off with other people’s pens, 
Gustafson mentions that this particular Parker “51” is 
worth $250. Not bad for a pen that originally sold for 
under $10, but a mere ink spot compared to the thou- 
sands routinely spilled by avid fountain-pen collectors 
searching for rare, old writing implements. Gustafson 
hopes the Boston Pen Show will attract devotees from 
around the nation and convert a few members of the 
city’s ball-point-dependent community as well. 

He’s spent much of this winter preparing for the 
show, which will feature small and large dealers, foun- 
tain-pen appraisers (for anyone wondering what 
Grandpa’s old Sheaffer is worth), an auction, and cal- 
ligraphy exhibits. Several weeks before the event, 
Gustafson’s loft in Somerville’s Brickbottom Artists 
Building, an urban-campus-like haven for Boston-area 
artists, is littered with invitations waiting to be mailed. 
In his studio one finds freshly painted posters that he 
plans to hang at the show, bearing messages like END 
WRITER'S CRAMP AND ITS ASSOCIATED DEMENTIA and 
PROLETARIAT AND GENTRY AGREE: BALL-POINTS ARE 
BOURGEOISE. 

Clearly, the ball-point pen is a source of irritation for 
Gustafson. He says of its introduction, in 1941, “It was 
a dark day. A gloomy day.” For Gustafson, that year 
marks the beginning of the end of an era when fountain 




















































pens reigned as the best way to write with ink. 

A crude version of the fountain pen was described in 
the mid 1600s; the modern version was developed by 
insurance salesman Lewis Edson Waterman in 1884. 
Waterman’s invention quickly replaced the old dip pen, 
which a writer had to plunge into an ink bottle after ev- 
ery few lines to re-moisten the tip. The new writing im- 
plement had a built-in reservoir that fed ink to the pen’s 
sharp, delicate nib, which was shaped like a bishop’s 
miter. 

By the turn of the century, fountain pens were being 
hand-made on a large scale in the United States. Pre- 
ball-point America was a place where every man and 
woman knew the joys of writing with a fine-nibbed pen, 
and no two were exactly alike. 

Ball-points — with their rugged spherical tips, ideal 
for making carbon copies — were just as expensive as 
fountain pens at first, but quickly plummeted in price. 
To remain competitive, makers of fountain pens started 
using cheaper materials, stopped making pens one at a 
time, and began producing them by machine. 

Today, people who use vintage fountain pens are 
looked upon by some as mildly eccentric types you 
might want to avoid, especially if they’re given to dra- 
matic gesticulation; many can tell at least one horror 
story of spraying ink about a room with a simple wave 
of the hand. 

But Gustafson thinks America has fallen victim to 
propaganda, that if more people knew the joys of the 
fountain pen, they’d forget about its deficient, erratic 
cousin. 

“The thing about a ball-point is that, because you’re 
writing with a ball, it wants to travel in any direction as 
likely as the direction you want it to go in,” he says, 
dipping the nib of a fountain pen into an ink bottle. 
“You aim it, but in order to keep it steady, you’re using 
all sorts of extra muscles.” 

Gustafson likes to use analogies to illustrate the infe- 
riority of writing with a ball-point. “I don’t know if 
you're a yachtsman at all, but it’s like sailing a boat 
without a keel,” he says. “It’s sluggish. You’re always 
correcting for its wayward action.” 

Felt-tips aren’t much better. “The way the felt-tip 
‘greets’ the page is very unpleasant to me,” he says. “I 
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can’t help but think you’re writing with a mop. It’s a 
sponge with ink.” 

The fountain pen, meanwhile, especially one with a 
pliant nib, presents a challenge and perhaps a hint of 
danger for the writer or illustrator. Flexible nibs are 
more versatile; they also break more easily if dropped 
or if the user bears down too hard. 

“To me, using a fountain pen with a flexible nib is 
like driving a car with a stick shift,” Gustafson says. 
“You’re very aware when you drive a stick shift. You 
don’t just point the pedal and go. You’re closer to the 
motor. You can feel the acceleration. You can sense 
that with a fountain pen.” . 

Soon, two members of the Commonwealth Pen Club 
drop by for lunch and an informal meeting. Craig 
Robertson is an artist and poet who also lives in Brick- 
bottom. John Vale is a patent attorney at Polaroid. 
Robertson uses his 20 or so fountain pens primarily for 
writing and illustrating. Vale started collecting four years 
ago, and has developed a preference for Carter pens. 

Like Gustafson, both men love the way old fountain 
pens write. Not all buffs care so much about a pen’s 
performance — many don’t even bother to fill their 
pens with ink. Some collectors are old enough to have 
used fountain pens in their youth, and buy vintage 
models for sentimental reasons. Others hunt for old 
fountain pens as investments — rare styles can sell for 
$20,000 and up — although the market is said to have 
peaked several years ago. 

But then there are those who simply believe that the 
care and attention to detail of a handmade product is 
far superior to the issue of a robotic assembly line. That 
the old pens offer more variety of nib styles. That 
there’s a sensuality in the way a vintage fountain pen 
“greets” the page that’s often missing from the finest 
modern fountain pens, even $300 Mont Blancs. 

Vale has four dark, cigar-size pens clipped to his 
shirt pocket. He slips one out, unscrews the cap, and 
begins adding loops to the page on which Gustafson 
and I have been doodling, alternating lush downstrokes 
with spindly upstrokes. Gustafson looks on. “Oh, my 
God. I sold you that nib, didn’t I?” he asks. “I must 
have been drunk.” 

I ask Vale if he ever worries that carrying so many 


fountain pens might look ostentatious. 

“I don’t walk around carrying four pens because I 
think it’s a cool thing to do,” he says. 

“We’re not nerds!” exclaims Gustafson, barely sup- 
pressing a chuckle. 

“They’re for very different types of writing,” contin- 
ues Vale. One is for sketching, he explains, another for 
note taking, “and one I probably throw in there because 
I haven’t used it in a while.” 

Gustafson says he likes to use a Parker “51” with a 
firm nib when he writes; it forces him to pay attention 
to what he’s saying, he says, “because it doesn’t allow 
me to do anything fun.” 

“Really? I’m just the opposite,” says Robertson. “I 
use a soft nib when I write poetry because it slows me 
down and I can’t write too fast. I have to think more 
about what I’m writing.” 

“And then you come up with those rhyming words 
better,” says Gustafson, playfully. 

“Right,” answers Robertson, “and if they don’t 
rhyme, at least they look good.” 

Just as there’s a wine for every meal, it seems there’s 
a pen for every writer — which is appropriate. Foun- 
tain-pen aficionados, like oenophiles, even have their 
Own special language. Wine lovers often attribute hu- 
man qualities to their favorite vintages, calling them 
“bold” or “youthful,” and some pen lovers think of nibs 
in the same way. A smooth point, for instance, might be 
described as “fast” or “eager”; a sharp one could be 
called “hesitant” or “shy.” 

The anthropomorphizing of nibs can take extremes. 
Gustafson reads aloud from a pamphlet he co-wrote 
with Pen Club member Ted Clausen, in which his co- 
author described the nib on a Waterman this way: “A 
very quiet spinster — well educated, anxious, miserly, 
and with a tense sophistication. As much a sense of re- 
finement as is possible given the basic nature of arrest- 
ed development.” 

There’s a bit of shrugging and grinning in the room, 
but you get the sense that the three men know precisely 
what Clausen was trying to convey. Each has encoun- 
tered a spinsterish nib in his day.

a 
Vale and Robertson leave, and Gustafson recalls his 
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introduction to fountain pens. It was National Hand- 
writing Day, 15 years ago. National Public Radio fea- 
tured a story about the Good Service Pen Company, in 
Minneapolis. Gustafson, who grew up outside the city 
and was studying art at Gustavus Adolphus College, in 
nearby St. Peter, heard the story and decided to visit 
the shop. 

He walked away with a $12, gold-nibbed fountain 
pen, created by Raymond Loewy, better known as a de- 
signer of locomotives. “An ugly pen,” recalls Gustafson 
“But I was hooked.” 

As an artist, Gustafson was thrilled with his new 
fountain pen’s versatility; the lines it produced were un- 
like those that came from the steel-nibbed illustrator’s 
pens he’d been using. “It was able to write very finely, 
like this, and then with just a little bit of pressure, you 
get this thick line,” he says, drawing loops with lines 
that go from broad to near invisible. “I thought: my 
God, I can’t believe it can actually do this.” 

Gustafson became a regular customer at the Good 
Service shop. By the time he decided to leave Minneso- 
ta for Boston, where he hoped to find a livelier art 
scene, Gustafson owned more than 100 fountain pens, 
which he used mostly for drawing and calligraphy. 

In Boston, he set up a studio on A Street, in South 
Boston, and waited tables on the side. One day, eight 
years ago, Gustafson was contacted by a Vermont cou- 
ple. A few years earlier, the woman who owned the 
Good Service shop had died and they had taken over 
the business. Now the couple wanted to know: would 
he be interested in buying the company? 

“What the hell did I know about buying a pen com- 
pany?” he asks. But he borrowed some cash from his 
father, wrote a check for $8500, and became the pro- 
prietor of Good Service. “It filled a van. Just parts and 
more parts. ... I was like a kid in a candy store.” 

At first, Gustafson figured he could make a profit on 
his investment by using the odds and ends to assemble 
about 1000 pens, then sell them for $10 apiece. But a 
Chicago pen collector contacted Gustafson and asked if 
he could come to Boston and look over the contents of 
the van. The collector spent two days sifting through 
the inventory and filled a shoebox with parts and a few

pens, for which he gave Gustafson 
$3000. 

With more than a third of his invest- 
ment already returned and a van still 
chock-full of fountain pens and parts, 
Gustafson realized he may have under- 
estimated the fountain-pen market. He 
began attending pen shows around the 
country, getting to know the dealers, 
eventually becoming one himself. 

Five years ago, Gustafson moved his 
studio and the Good Service shop to 
Brickbottom. His apartment is filled 
with examples of the sculptures he ex- 
hibits at Gallery NAGA. It’s also dotted 
with assorted ephemera picked up at flea 
markets, old issues of Pen World, and 
the odd beer bottle. 

His phone rings frequently, and often 
the caller is a recent fountain-pen con- 
vert who’s eager to add to his or her 
collection. “I feel like a drug pusher on 
the other end,” he says with a trace of 
guilt in his voice. “I get them addicted 
to $50 pens, and in very short order, 
some of them only want the rarest of 
the rare.” 

The Good Service Pen Company is 
now housed in a small, sunny room with 
a view of the Boston skyline, a few 
floors up from his loft. When customers 
arrive for appointments, Gustafson 
stands before an antique cabinet, origi- 
nally designed to hold spools of thread, 


| that’s now jammed with fountain pens. 
| He fishes through the cabinet and 
plucks out pens with nibs he thinks will 


fit the customer’s writing style and 
needs. “They usually say the first pen I 
give them is too broad or too scratchy,” 
he says. “Then they try every single pen 
in my shop and end up buying the sec- 
ond pen I gave them.” 

First-time customers usually spend 
between $50 and $80 on a pen, but, 
Gustafson says, “There’s always a way 
to make a pen cheaper.” In other words, 
he often mixes and matches pen parts, 
swapping handles and nibs in order to 
suit the customer, which many purist 
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The columns with the real talk-show subjects, and the respective hosts or shows . 
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collectors consider blasphemy. 

The shop, like his apartment, is clut- 
tered with flea-market finds: old leather 
suitcases, old books, an Underwood 
manual typewriter. Friends say that 
when Gustafson travels he uses Baedek- 
er guides published during the Taft ad- 
ministration. He’s been known to enter- 
tain guests by playing Bing Crosby 
records on a Victrola. He owns a com- 
plete set of the 1912 Encyclopedia Brit- 
tanica. 

Gustafson’s fascination with things 
old can make him seem like a man born 
in the wrong era. Friends tell a story 
about a mid-September day when 
Gustafson set out for a walk downtown 
dressed in white flannel trousers and a 
straw boater, carrying a silver-tipped 
walking stick. People stared and 
Gustafson remarked to a companion, “I 
knew I shouldn’t have worn white after | 
Labor Day.” 

Gustafson says the anecdote isn’t ex- 
actly true, claiming, “I’m pretty good 
about not wearing white after Labor 
Day.” And although his quirky tastes 
give the impression of a man trapped in 
the past, Gustafson says he’s more sen- 
sualist than sentimentalist. “I do like old 
things, sure,” he says. “But if modern 
fountain pens did what old ones would 
do, I might be more than happy using 
modern fountain pens. But I know that 
they don’t.” 

Gustafson swears that if he lost the 
sensation in his hands, he’d sell his pefi 
collection in a minute. “But if I was sud- 
denly colorblind or didn’t care that this 
pen was green or that one was blue, I 
would still keep the pens — because of 
the way they write.” 

He uncap& a fountain pen and press- 
es its nib to a sketch pad, drawing a 
pattern of loops. “And I don’t even 
write, really,” he says. “I could go page 
after page and just scribble. And it’s a 
lot of fun.” QO

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In Brookline, a taste of Turkish 
cuisine both familiar and unique

or about 20 years, this estab- 
lishment was the Taurus 
restaurant. Now it has been 
upgraded to the Atlas Kit- 
chen, with a full Turkish 
menu. Although Turkish food has a con- 
siderable reputation as far away from 
Turkey as the United Kingdom, there is 
only one other openly Turkish restaurant 
in Boston, the Sultan’s Kitchen, down- 
town, which is usually open only for lunch. 

It takes some courage to run a Turk- 
ish restaurant around Boston, and not 
only because some idiots can’t tell the 
difference between a Turkish-American 
family and Saddam Hussein. Boston also 
has one of the largest communities of 
the Armenian diaspora, and a large 
Greek population. Old World tensions 
needn’t be an issue in America, but there 
was once a bomb set off at 
a Turkish gift shop in 
Cambridge, reportedly by 
Armenian terrorists. 

The incident was doubt- 
less well-reported in the 
Turkish-language newspa- 
pers stacked up near the 
front door of Atlas Kitchen, 
along with appeals for 
Bosnian relief printed on 
orange paper and a few 
local English-language 
dailies: Turkish cuisine is 
mentioned in the window, 
there is Turkish back- 
ground music, and the 
menu is bilingual. The only 
note of confusion is an Ori- 
ental rug on the wall with a 
Persian pattern. 

Not all the food is 
unique. First of all, there is 
a culinary continuum from 
Greece to Northern India 
and from Bulgaria to Sudan. A fair argu- 
ment holds that Turkish cooking is the 
mother cuisine of much of that, but Bos- 
ton diners may have first encountered 
doner kebap under the Greek designation 
of gyro or the Lebanese (and now, Is- 
raeli) term, shawarma. Also, Atlas has a 
number of Turkish dishes that are suspi- 
ciously similar to Italo-American platters. 

However, many dishes are new to me, 
and deserve a bow. One you won’t want 
to miss is translated as “cigar pies” 

($4.50). They’re cigar-shaped fried pies, 
actually. Rather small cigars, like tiny 
spring rolls, but filled with sweet cheese, 
like tiny blintzes. Five of them on salad is 
the serving, and it was an instant hit with 
all ages in my party. 

Lentil soup ($3.50) is made from fine 
lentils, producing a flavor and texture like 
puréed split-pea soup, with a little pepper 
in the mix, and mint sprinkled on top. 
The lemon slice on the side adds some- 
thing, too. Tripe soup ($3.50) doesn’t 
have the hot pepper or tomato used in 
many cuisines to quell the aroma of tripe. 
Instead, it relies on a vinegar-garlic 
sauce, served in a little side cup. I’d pour 
about half of that in right away. 

The familiar Middle East appetizers are 
all here, some with different spellings. Fe- 
lafel ($3.95) has the same spelling as usu- 
al, and a better portion — six golf balls of 
fried goodness, perhaps overripe on one 
visit, but served with a sprightly tahini dip 
and salad. I also liked the frying on a dif- 
ficult entry of sliced eggplant ($8.95), dif- 
ficult because it was not battered or even 
sealed with egg. In my house, that means 
major grease absorption, but here it 
meant merely a richer, fuller eggplant fla- 
vor (with some-oil; of course), further-en-

hanced with a yogurt sauce. 

I was less pleased with the Anatolian 
mixed grill ($14.95), my sampler for a 
full page of meat dishes and kebabs. The 
best item was the most unusual, adana 
kebab, a flattened sausage that tasted like 
beef and lamb with onion and some chili 
pepper ground in. I found the shish kebab 
dull and tough, and the lamb chop some- 
where between muttony and gamey in fla- 
vor, with an overtone of musty spice, like 
last year’s cardamom. The doner kebap 
seemed to consist of trimmings from real 
slices of meat, but was too greasy, and 
had an odd, cheesy aftertaste. These may 
be the traditional Turkish flavors of these 
meats, but most will disappoint American 
carnivores. The garnish on this platter re- 
minded me of barbecue joints in the 
American South — a pilaf with ground 
meat, like New Orleans “dirty rice,” and a 
long, grilled, incredibly hot green chili 
pepper. I do like a cuisine where they give 
you your own chili pepper 
on every plate. 

Wade through the Turk- 
ish names and Atlas Kit- 
chen will serve you some- 
thing like a grilled chicken 
caesar salad ($5.95), with 
rather good grilled chicken 
on a perfunctory salad with 
creamy, slightly garlicky 
dressing. Or vegetable 
Mediterranean macaroni 
($10.75), which is pretty 
much fettuccine with mari- 
nara sauce, although bits of 
broccoli and green pepper 
add some interest to the 
sauce. 

Anatolian cheese maca- 
roni ($8.95) is pretty 
much tortellini alfredo 
with (likely) frozen baby 
carrots and broccoli. 
These dishes are filling, 
large, and edible, but rem- 
iniscent of the diner/luncheonette food 
of the old Taurus. 

Desserts are still settling down, I’d 
guess. On one visit, our only choices 
were rice pudding ($2.50), a creamy no- 
custard version with lots of cinnamon 
and a little bit of lemon peel, and kazan 
dibi ($2.50), translated as “milk cake.” 
This was a thickened slab of something 
like the filling of a Maine buttermilk pie, 
only with more cinnamon. I liked it a lot. 
Cream caramel ($2.50) was granular and 
very sweet, maybe one-quarter of the way 
down the road to cheesecake. 

All of these desserts were ideally de- 
signed for Turkish coffee ($1.25), a tiny 
cup, intense, sweetened (by option, you 
can order it without sugar), and full bod- 
ied. It is served on the grounds, so when 
you have sipped off the last, you can turn 
the cup upside down and tell fortunes in 
the puddle patterns. Most of the grounds 
will stay glued to the bottom of the tiny 
cup. American coffee was also very good 
here. 

Service at the Atlas is simple and reli- 
able at lunch and dinner. I didn’t see the 
dining room tested by a full house, but it 
is a large enough dining room that they 
may not have to fill it. Smoke was not a 
problem, despite the lack of partitions. 
Brookline is in the process of banning 
even Turkish tobacco. 

I think the background music may be a 
little too loud, although the Turkish-lan- 
guage version of the old Mary Hopkin 
hit, “Those Were the Days,” is something 
very special, indeed. The space takes odd 
comfort from a pine ceiling like a ski 
lodge, and every effort has been expend- 
ed on some nice large plants, both real 
and cloth. ALLRED 
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if you work near Downtown Crossing, you know that it’s nearly impossi- 
ble to find a reasonably priced and reasonably civilized place for a sit- 
down lunch with a friend. That’s why Penn’s Pub is a pleasant surpelee. 
A long, narrow room dominated by a blond-wood bar, Penn’s is not to be 
mistaken for one of those beer-’n’-a-shot taverns you sometimes pass on 
shady side streets. The atmosphere is surprisingly warm, and the friendly 


waitresses admonish you to “sit wherever yuz want.” You'll find above- 


average bar fare here, too. Basic stuff might be the best. Chopped sirloin

burgers ($4.75) are popular; 


they’re oversize, not too 





greasy — and they come with 
a pile of crisp French fries. The fish and chips ($6.95) are good, too. And 
there are plenty of sandwiches to choose from (the roast beef is cooked on 
the premises daily), most in the $5 to $6 range. When the kitchen gets ad- 
venturous, Penn’s Pub produces some curious dishes: the blackened Ca- 
jun chicken ($5.95) was plenty peppery, but it had a gooey texture, like it 
was either topped with cheese before broiling or cooked at such high heat 
that the chicken melted. Keep it simple and you’re more apt to keep com- 
ing back for more. 

Penn’s Pub, located at 16 Bromfield Street, is open Monday 
through Saturday from 11 a.m. to 9 p.m. Call 426-7827.

Kalifornia (1993). Queen-of-the-serial- 
killer-movies Juliette Lewis and ex-paramour 
Brad Pitt go on a cross-country murder spree, 
sharing a car with two clueless yuppies. 

Mr. Nanny (1993). Not to be confused with 
Mrs. Doubtfire, although star Hulk Hogan 
does get to wear a dress. 

The Meteor Man (1993). Robert Townsend 
(Hollywood Shuffle) directed and stars in this 
mild satire about a schoolteacher who uses his 
modest, newly acquired superpowers to clean 
up his ’hood. 

Polyester (1981). This new laserdisc version 
of John Waters’s disgusto-classic (starring Di- 
vine and Tab Hunter) comes with the scratch 
’n’ sniff “Odorama” cards that accompanied 
the film’s theatrical release. The numbered 
scents cued to specific scenes add a new di- 
mension to the phrase “director’s cut” (watch 
out for number two). 

That Night (1993). One of those coming-of- 
age tales set in the early 60s, in which the ex- 
ploits of perpetual nymphet Juliette Lewis and 
bad-boy beau C. Thomas Howell are seen 
through the eyes of Lewis’s 10-year-old neigh- 
bor (Eliza Dushku). It wasn’t released theatri- 
cally in Boston. 

The Program (1993). This pedestrian film 
about a beleaguered college football coach and 
his drug- ‘and steroid-plagued players is most 
famous for what it’s missing: a scene of 
drunken jocks tempting fate by lying down in 
the middle of the road, which Disney snipped 
from the theatrical and video versions after 
some idiotic teens died by apparently imitating 
the stunt. If Disney really wanted to avoid in- 
spiring people to do dangerous things, it 
would cut the sequence out of The Hand That 
®Rocks the Cradle in which Annabella Sciorra 
hires Rebecca De Mornay to be her nanny 
without checking her references. 

Bad Behavior (1993). Tart-tongued Sinéad 
Cusack (Waterland) and sly Stephen Rea (The 
Crying Game) are a London mum and dad 
confronting a variety of comical domestic 
crises — notably, the unscrupulous contrac- 
tors fixing their bathroom. Director Les Blair 
was criticized for making a “Mike Leigh-lite” 
film, but its modest charms are well suited to 
video. 

The Real McCoy (1993). Kim Basinger is a 
master cat burglar forced to pull one last job 
with inept partner Val Kilmer. The principals 
behind this production have all disavowed it, 
so consider yourself warned. 

In the Line of Fire (1993). Sorta the same 
story as The Bodyguard, only here, the pas de 
deux is not between the guilt-ridden human 
shield and the target, but between the guardian 
(Clint Eastwood, in top self-mocking form) 
and the would-be assassin (John Malkovich, in 
top polymorphously perverse form). 

The Secret Garden (1993). Another fine, 
dark exploration of childhood from Agnieszka 
Holland (Europa Europa), based on the classic 
children’s novel about a sour-tempered girl 
(talented Kate Maberly) who restores life to a 
twisted family in a creepy Yorkshire mansion. 
It’s Rebecca for kids. 

The Thing Called Love (1993). Singles goes 
to Nashville. Samantha Mathis and River 
Phoenix try to make it big as country singers. 
This Peter Bogdanovich-directed romance 
never played theaters north of the Mason- 
Dixon line. 

Benefit of the Doubt (1993). Scuzzy, tawdry 
Cape Fear knock-off in which a blonde-tressed 
Amy Irving and her son are menaced by an ex- 
con (Donald Sutherland) who may be a killer 
— and is also Irving’s father. 

Me & Veronica (1993). Elizabeth McGovern 
and thirtysomething’s Patricia Wettig play es- 
tranged New Jersey sisters undergoing life- 
changing traumas in this half-hearted drama. 
Calendar Girl (1993). Jason Priestley, appar- 
ently cast for his skill at playing characters 
with sideburns, plays a youth who seeks to 
meet Marilyn Monroe (played by his 90210 
co-star Tori Spelling — well, no, but that 
would have been more entertaining). 

The Man Without a Face (1993). Mel Gib- 
son makes a sensitive directing debut and 
proves he can act without relying on his fa- 
mous features (fore or aft). He’s a disfigured 
tutor who helps a lonely boy (Nick Stahl) get 
into prep school. Cautious Mel downplays the 
homoerotic nature of their relationship, appar- 
ent in Isabelle Holland’s novel. 

Romper Stomper (1993). Racist skinheads in 
Australia are the subject of this NC-17 drama 
from the Henry: Portrait of a Serial Killer 
school. Its nonjudgmental tone makes it hard 
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Amongst Friends (1993). It’s tempting to dismiss this stunning drama 
about young Jewish gangsters on Long Island and its 26-year-old writ- 
er/director, Rob Weiss, as Scorsese/Tarantino wanna-bes. Yet beneath 
the characters’ macho posturing and Mametesque, machine-gun dia- 
logue, Weiss fruitfully explores such themes as the limits of loyalty, the 
loss of respect for the comfortable lives of one’s parents, the fear of be- 
ing left behind in the race of one’s peers to succeed, the corresponding 
shame of being an underachiever, and the way one drifts apart from 
one’s friends as life’s paths diverge. Aided by Mick Jones’s evocative 
score, Weiss brings surprising poignance to the lives of his antiheroes. 
Forget Reality Bites. This is the movie that gets closest to the heart of 


twentysomething angst. 








King of the Hill (1993). Writer/director Steven Soderbergh (sex, lies, and 
videotape) triumphs with this adaptation of A.E. Hotchner’s memoirs 
about growing up in a hotel in St. Louis during the Depression. In a year 
full of strong debuts by child actors, Jesse Bradford gives one of the 
year’s most moving performances as the young Hotchner, who sees his 
family members taken from him one by one and watches the other resi- 
dents (including Spalding Gray and Elizabeth McGovern) as their dignity 
and self-respect are similarly stripped away. He also becomes painfully 
aware of the difference between his life and that of his insensitive, 
well-off schoolmates. Soderbergh refuses to sentimentalize the horror, 
always keeping a sense of (often black) humor and childlike wonder. 
When the movie finally delivers a catharsis, it feels earned. 


to tell whether the film is condemning or glori- 
fying its subjects’ crimes. 

Indochine (1992). French director/co-screen- 
writer Régis Wargnier’s lushly photographed 
and grandly acted epic means to be the Gone 
with the Wind of the French colonial experi- 
ence, with all-'the soap-operatic gaudiness, his- 
torical pageantry, and convoluted politics that 
aspiration implies. The incomparable Cather- 
ine Deneuve is a rubber baroness who vies 
with her adopted Vietnamese daughter for the 
affections of a French soldier. The bourgeois 


girl pursues him into the deep countryside, re- 
discovers her roots, and becomes a folk hero- 
ine, while her mother embarks on an unending 
quest to find her and bring her back into the 
fold. 

Demolition Man (1993). Guilty pleasure ac- 
tioner in which cryogenically frozen cop 
Sylvester Stallone and bad-guy Wesley Snipes 
are defrosted and play cat and mouse in a ster- 
ile, futuristic LA. The Blade Runner rips are 
meant to satirize the current PC trend, but 
since Sly and Wes and their wanton destruc- 
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tiveness are so out of place, the joke’s on them 
and their testosterone-poisoned genre. 

Much Ado About Nothing (1993). Kenneth 
Branagh, Emma Thompson, Denzel Washing- 
ton, and Michael Keaton go sunbathing in 
Tuscany in this Branagh-directed travelogue in 
the guise of a robust romantic comedy. Keanu 
Reeves proves, as he did in My Own Private 
Idaho, that he has no business attempting 
Shakespearean dialogue. 

For Love or Money (1993). Underrated farce 
directed by misanthropic ironist Barry Son- 
nenfeld (The Addams Family films) and featur- 
ing Michael J. Fox doing the flustered, fast- 
talking, sarcastic shtick he does best. He’s a 
resourceful concierge who licks the boots of 
the ruthless investor he hopes will back his 
dream to buy his own hotel. Unfortunately, he 
blunders into an affair with the man’s mistress 
(Gabrielle Anwar, in her Audrey Hepburn 
mode from Scent of a Woman). 

Strictly Ballroom (1992). Australian direc- 
tor/choreographer Baz Luhrmann brings the 
sort of drama to the sport of competitive ball- 
room dancing that it took Tonya and Nancy to 
bring to figure skating. It’s a campy, candy- 
colored hoot of a musical, about a dashing, 
iconoclastic dancer (Paul Mercurio) who takes 
on a new, Cinderella-like partner (Tara 
Morice). Imagine Rocky directed by Pedro 
Almodévar. 

So I Married an Axe Murderer (1993). Sur- 
prisingly funny, in an extended-Saturday 
Night Live-sketch sort of way. In this 
Suspicion with a sex change, SNL's Mike My- 
ers plays a bad beat-poet who fears that his 
new bride (Nancy Travis) is a serial husband- 
slayer. As the mystery woman, Travis mistakes 
blankness for ambiguity, but Myers mines 
good, dumb laughs from his dual role as the 
hero and his thick-burred Scottish father. Fine 
deadpan support comes from the likes of Alan 
Arkin, Michael Richards, Steven Wright, and 
Charles Grodin. 

Manhattan Murder Mystery (1993). Woody 
Allen tries on straight comedy and Diane 
Keaton again for the first time in years and 
finds them both as comfortable as old shoes. 
Allen and Keaton play a middle-aged couple 
who put spice back into their marriage when 
they turn amateur sleuths to solve a Rear Win- 
dow-like murder. Now if only Allen would stop 
whining and quit using that nausea-inducing 
SteadiCam. 

Boxing Helena (1993). Jennifer Lynch’s no- 
torious directorial debut (and perhaps swan 
song), best known for its lawsuit that 
bankrupted Kim Basinger when she dropped 
out of the project. Kim got off easy. Julian 
Sands limns new depths as the incredibly 
wussy surgeon who turns snotty dream girl 
Sherilyn Fenn into his own personal Venus de 
Milo. Like her father, David, Jennifer Lynch 
has a knack for weirdly beautiful images, and 
one senses a twisted love story and a feminist 
parable struggling to emerge from beneath her 
ultimately sophomoric vision and inept execu- 
tion. A riveting fiasco. 

Son of the Pink Panther (1993). That thud 
is the sound of Blake Edwards beating a dead 
horse, as he wastes the talents of the usually 
hilarious Roberto Benigni (Night on Earth, 
Johnny Stecchino) as Inspector Clouseau, Jr. 
Fortress (1993). Even though it stars Christo- 
pher Lambert, this is a not-bad futuristic 
prison movie, thanks mostly to veteran horror- 
comedy director Stuart Gordon (The Re-Ani- 
mator). 

Striking Distance (1993). Cop Bruce Willis 
takes time off from speedboating through 
Pittsburgh in pursuit of a serial killer to cuddle 
with partner Sarah Jessica Parker. Further 
proof that this genre is dead in the water. 

La Discréte (1990). French writer/director 
Christian Vincent’s Eric Rohmer-style philoso- 
farce, about a rake who gets more than he bar- 
gained for when he plots to seduce and aban- 
don an arbitrarily selected woman, as revenge 
against his perceived mistreatment at the 
hands of women in general. 

Son-in-Law (1993). Pauly Shore, wee-zul, 
duuh-hude! You’re well into your, like, 16th 
minute of celebrit-age, bud-dy. 

The Good Son (1993). Macaulay Culkin’s 
ruthless stage dad all but blackmailed Twenti- 
eth Century-Fox into casting him as the ruth- 
less tyke in this Bad Seed update, directed with 
ruthless manipulation by Joseph Ruben (The 
Stepfather, Sleeping with the Enemy). And af- 
ter all that, little Elijah Wood (Forever Young), 
as the kid who sees through Mac, all but acts 
him off the screen. Not for kids.

have a confession. I like trash. 
Sure, I’m supposed to be an artsy- 
fartsy kind of guy, seeing how I’m 
an editor at the Phoenix ’n’ all. But 
the truth is, I’m a pop-culture vul- 
ture — and vultures are partial to roadkill. 

Just last weekend, for example, I was 
swooping through the mall and caught the 
scent. It was the “$3.99 AND UP” sign at 
Suncoast Video. That’s the joy of the 
hunt; never spend more than $10. A little 
pecking and scratching and 15 minutes 
later I left with two morsels: 1933’s The 
Vampire Bat (Good Times, $3.99) and 
1955’s It Came from Beneath the Sea (also 
Good Times, $7.99), the former a lesser- 
| known entry from Universal Studio’s 
| breathtakingly atmospheric monster man- 
| ufactory of the "30s and ’40s, the latter 
| boasting a five-tentacled giant octopus that 
pulls down the Golden Gate Bridge. The 
magnificent pentapus is a creation of the 
late stop-motion animation giant Ray Har- 
ryhausen — which, for those of us with a 
monster problem, is a big score. 

See, the deal is, there’s a wonderful heap 
of junk out there ripe for the plundering at 
$9.99 or less. All you’ve gotta do is know 
where to look, be shameless about foraging, 
and have a love for stuff that Siskel & 
Ebert, hell, Peter Keough, for that matter, 
just won’t give a shit about. And that in- 
cludes the work of some pretty big stars. 
Like Godzilla. Name a larger talent. When’s 
the last time you saw Hopkins or Sarandon 
take down a major Japanese city? 

I mention the Original Green Monster to 
make this point: you don’t need to stick to 
the video stores to find world-class mind- 
rot. One of my best Godzilla safaris was at 
the Ocean State Job Lot in Warren, Rhode 
Island. Job Lot’s one of those chain we-dis- 
count-everything-’cause-we-got-it-from-a- 


foreclosure-sale kind of joints, like Rail- - 


road Salvage and Building 19. And it’s at 
these places that tenacity pays off. Con- 
fronted with a pile of 300 or so tapes 
stacked on a shelf in a manner that only 
permitted the front dozen to be seen, | 
plucked each from the shelf, stacked them 
on the floor, and restacked them on the 
shelf after sifting out my gold: Charlie 
Chaplin’s The Gold Rush for $1.99; The 
Terror, a Roger Corman film with Boris 
Karloff ia a eh sie Pitot (and 
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tom of the Opera ($2.99); The Blue Angel 
($3.99); Return of the Vampire, a 1943 
Lugosi ($2.99); Night of the Living Dead 
($3.99); Francis Ford Coppola’s directorial 
debut, Dementia 13 ($1.99); and, best of 
all, Godzilla Raids Again, Godzilla vs. the 
Sea Monster, and Godzilla vs. Megalon at 
two bucks a pop. The labels have names 
like Star Classics, United American, and 
Video Treasures, but a bargain’s a bargain. 

Don’t pooh-pooh the discount stores, 
either; trips to Caldor’s and Bradlees have 
yielded gems like Curse of the Demon, a 
1958 British creeper with Dana Andrews 
that, for under four bucks, has repaid its 
price in chills, and Godzilla vs. King Kong, 
another $3.99 beauty that’s the equivalent 
of a ringside seat for a battle royal between 
Hulk Hogan and Rowdy Roddy Piper. 
You’ve just gotta be willing to get down 
and dirty, to sift and flip and scan and dig 


through racks and bins until your spouse | 


and friends beg you to stop so they can get 
on with their lives. 

Shop used, too, because any place that 
sells used video and is worth its salt will 
take back defective merchandise. And 
here’s another unlikely source to consid- 
er: used record stores. Joints like Nuggets 
and Planet Records and Disc Diggers, in 
the Boston area, have expanded into 
video. It’s hit and miss, because you’re 
hoping somebody’s sold off what you’re 
jonesing for. But I’ve found the science- 
fiction classic Forbidden Planet, A Night- 
mare on Elm Street, King Kong, the origi- 
nal Universal versions of Dracula and 
Frankenstein, and The Creature from the 
Black Lagoon for a fin. Even Rainman 
and Wall Street and (sigh) the original 
Adam West Batman movie. 

I’ve got to admit that occasionally the 
lure of an especially coveted flick will pull 
me kicking and screaming across the mag- 
ic $10 price line. And these days, it’s the 
new MCA/Universal series of classic hor- 
ror movies that tugs the hardest. For 
$9.99 to $14.99, it’s now possible to col- 
lect all three Creature from the Black La- 
goon films, The Werewolf of London, Boris 
Karloff’s The Mummy, The Wolf Man, 
House of Dracula, and most of Universal’s 
other classic beasties from the ’30s and

Prince and Bowie’s greatest 
and latest; plus Raquel Welch

n the MTV era, it’s the designer, not 

the song. You don’t have to watch 

House of Style to know that music 

video is all about shopping for an 

image — trying one on, making it 
your own, and discarding it before it wears 
out. To distinguish yourself, it helps to wear 
a persona that’s outrageous. 

Few rockers have been more outrageous 
than Prince, whose fashion parade gets an- 
other run-through in the 15 videos in the 
hour-long anthology The Hits Collection 
(Warner/Reprise Video). More than any 
performer since Little Richard (rock’s first 
fashion plate), Prince has proven himself 
adept at breaking taboos that separate mas- 
culine and feminine, sacred and profane, 
and black and white pop. 

Prince’s image has always been fluid and 
elusive. Here’s his flowing-haired, open- 
shirted, panty-wearing, falsetto-singing an- 
drogyny (“Dirty Mind,” “I Wanna Be Your 
Lover”). Here’s his be-ruffled, Revolution- 


"ary hedonism (“1999,” “Little Red 


Corvette”). Here’s his MGM-musical ele- 
gance (“Cream,” “Diamonds and Pearls”). 
Here’s his latest phase as a straight-ahead 
rocker (the new single “Peach”). Except for 
the Sesame Street-style, cartoon-graphic 
simplicity of some of the videos (“Sign ‘o’ 
the Times,” “Alphabet City”), most of the 
clips are shot in concert settings, offering a 
reminder that Prince has always been fore- 
most a charismatic performer. 

One thing Prince has seldom been is re- 
spectable, but the Joffrey Ballet’s Bill- 
boards (Warner/Reprise Video) brings 
him new highbrow cachet. Four choreog- 
raphers have created 20-minute works, 
each set to several Prince songs, fusing 
classical ballet with the modern, hip- 
swiveling moves that the Purple One’s 
funk tends to inspire. Highlights include 
Laura Dean’s stately, elegiac interpreta- 
tion of “Sometimes It Snows in April,” 
Charles Moulton’s commedia dell’arte 
presentation (with out- 
landish punk/fairy/ 
harlequin costumes) of 
“Thunder” and “Purple 
Rain,” Margo Sapping- 
ton’s flirtatious slide 
through “Computer 
Blue,” and Peter Pucci’s 
unabashedly steamy 
“The Question of U,” 
featuring the sizzling 
coupling of dancers Meg 
Gurin and Pierre Lock- 
ett. Billboards was taped 
last summer before an 
enthusiastic audience 
that greets each acrobat- 
ic flourish with the sort 
of whoops and whistles 
generally reserved for 
rock concerts. 

Rock’s champion fash- 
ion chameleon is David 
Bowie. Watching the 25 
videos in the nearly two- 
hour retrospective Bowie:

(Rykovision), I find it

“Space Oddity,” “The Jean Genie”), Bowie 
and his frequent director David Mallet 
grasped instinctively the grammar of a 
medium that wouldn’t come into its own 
for another decade. All the clips display 
Bowie’s canny, theatrical detachment, as if 
he were the coolest, most aloof creature 
ever to visit the planet. 

Bowie’s frequent sloughing-off of images 
was merely part of the unending process of 
artistic search, he claims in one of the inter- 
view segments in Black Tie White Noise 
(BMG Video), the making-of video behind 
his latest album. This hour-long film is 
strictly for fans, since the songs are only fair 
and many of the studio performance clips 
are duplicated in fancier videos at the end 
of the tape. Still, Bowiephiles will appreciate 
his discussion of his shifting personae (“I 
was a Closet heterosexual,” he quips), his 
recent marriage to Iman, and his (mea- 
sured) response to the LA riots, which in- 
spired this album. 

When it comes to outrageous rock fash- 
ions, no period was more gloriously garish 
than the early 70s, when Bob Mackie (best 
known for his beaded creations that barely 
covered Cher) ruled. V.I.E.W. Video has a 
new series (available via mail; phone 1-800- | 
843-9843) called “The Sounds of the 
70s,” consisting of hour-long TV variety 
specials from around 1970, featuring the 
5th Dimension, Sonny & Cher, Lou Rawls, 
Bobby Darin, and Kenny Rogers & the 
First Edition. 

But the gem of the collection is Raquel’, 
featuring La Welch with Tom Jones, John 
Wayne, and Bob Hope. This is a camp- 
classic of jaw-dropping tackiness, with | 
Raquel crooning late-’60s hits in a pleasant, | 
inflection-free voice; shimmying to a Little | 
Richard medley with Tom Jones; romping 
through a worldwide variety of exotic lo- | 
cales with all the pensiveness of Anita Ek- 
berg in La Dolce Vita; and changing into 
about 200 different Mackie eye-poppers. If 
she hadn’t been so successful as a movie 
star and exercise-tape queen, she could 
have become an MTV star. oO

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F lambards gallops and flies 
into the 20th century

here are times. when a regu- 
lation-length movie just 
won't do — not even Dances 
with Wolves or The Last Em- 
peror. Like the song says, the 
weather outside is frightful, and you just 
want to shove something in the VCR and 
let it show, let it show, let it show. One 
| good answer might be Flambards, 11-and- 
| a-half hours’ worth of horse flesh, flying 
| machines, true romance, and class strug- 
| gle, culminating in the meek (betrothed, at 
last, to the feisty!) inheriting the earth — 

| or, in any event, as much verdant scenery 
| as a camera, dollying back a few English- 
| horse-country counties, can accommodate. 
This 13-episode, Yorkshire Television- 

| produced series, based on K.M. Peyton’s 
| Flambards trilogy (published in the late 
| 1960s and very popular with teenage 
| girls), was shown locally, on WGBH, in 
| 1980 and is available either from BFS 
| Video of Ontario, Canada, or through 
Public Television’s Signals catalogue, for 
$139. It’s a beautifully executed, delirious- 
ly romantic saga of motherless children 
caught up in the twilight of a crude En- 

| glish aristocracy and the dawn of aeronau- 
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tics. Spanning the decade between 1908 
and 1918, it’s as much about the breaking 
down of the old order (accelerated, of 
course, by World War I) as it is about the 
horse-riding, hunt-balling, and marriage- 
proposal-hopping of its increasingly gutsy 
young heroine. In other words, Upstairs, 
Downstairs in jodhpurs — though less 
genteel and wearing its challenge to social 
inequity rather on its sleeve. 

Christina Parsons is a wealthy orphan 
(the wealth not to kick in until she’s 21) 
who’s been shunted from auntie to auntie 
until she comes to live with her surly and 
crippled Uncle Russell and his two teenage 
sons — one a chip off the old equestrian 
block, the other a sensitive lad who thinks 
the only thing worse than horses are the 
horse’s asses who adore them — at the 
ancient family seat of Flambards. The 
mansion’s an ivy-covered ruin, and what’s 
left of the family fortune goes into the 
nags’ feedbags rather than into upkeep, 
gracious living, or — God forbid — cul- 
tural pursuits. (The only publications that 
make an appearance at Flambards are 
Horse and Hound and Country Life.) 

The television series fails, of necessity, to 
capture the mix of Secret Garden magic and 
Dickensian terror that characterizes the first 
book of the Flambards series. That’s because 
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the actors playing Christina (Christine 
McKenna), her cousins Mark (Steven 
Grives) and William (Alan Parnaby), and 
doe-eyed but seething stable boy Dick (Se- 
bastian Abineri) are the young adults they 
need to be for the rest of the story rather 
than the helpless children terrorized by cane- 
and bottle-wielding Uncle Russell in Peyton’s 
Flambards. Moreover, Edward Judd’s 
apoplectic, wheelchair-bound Russell, though 
brutal and bitter, is also rather pathetic — 
and, every once in a great while, convivial. 
That is, until William — a passionate 
aficionado of those newfangled flying ma- 
chines who routinely escapes to the neigh- 
boring estate of pioneering plane designer 
Mr. Dermot (Anton Diffring) to glide 
about in something that looks like it’s 
made of Kleenex and balsa wood — ruins 
an important riding event by scaring 
bloody hell out of the galloping partici- 
pants with his airborne shenanigans. Unc 
goes ballistic, and William and Christina, 
at last acknowledging their tender bond, 
escape to the world of “The Edge of the 
Cloud” (the second book of the trilogy). 
This part of Flambards, though leaving 
the titular homestead in the dust kicked up 
by its most respected residents, is quite won- 
derful, capturing as it does not just the barn- 
storming beauty and rough-and-tumble mi- 
lieu of the infant aviation industry but also 
the intoxicating new freedoms being experi- 
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enced by the “independent” young men and 
women in its thrall. The sequences that re- 
create the 1913 air-deviltry of “looping the 
loop,” the wobbly ballet of the planes backed 
by classical music, are magical. (Less so is 
the one in which William and Christina fly 
over the English Channel to the jauntily 
inane voice-over ditty “Christina at Flam- 
bards,” which makes several annoying, al- 
though less perky, reappearances.) 
Eventually Christina is lured — possibly 
by David Fanshawe’s whistly siren-song of a 
theme — back to tumble-down Flambards. 
A young and surprisingly plucky war widow 
regathering her life, she uses her bucks like 
CPR for the real estate. Naturally, she re- 
stores it without climbing over the backs of 
the servant class (warmly, crustily represent- 
ed by Rosalie Williams and Frank Mills as | 
faithful retainers of hearth and stable). 
In fact, McKenna’s scrappy Cinderel- | 
la/Scarlett leaps class barriers at a single | 
bound, discovering a second love as true 
as her first. But then, Flambards is the sort 
of long-running, irresistible yarn that, hav- 
ing bounced among the birth of a century, 
the burgeoning of young love, the winds of 
war, and the long arm of coincidence, de- | 
serves a happy ending. After almost 12 
hours of rooting, fuming, riding, flying, 
mourning, and rebirthing — not to men- 
tion having-that insistent theme music 
etched into our heads — so do we. QO 
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Checking the résumés of

ll the hoopla surrounds the 
films nominated for Best 
Picture, but the Oscar’s 
true barometer of great- 
ness lies in the Best Direc- 
tor category. Everyone in the Academy 
votes for the Best Picture nominations — 
that includes technicians and washed-up 
actors with right-wing leanings — and the 
overall range of taste tends to embrace lit- 
tle more than the multiplex mentality. 

The Best Director nominees, on the oth- 
er hand, are selected by their peers: fellow 


| directors. Although there are a lot of hacks

behind the camera in Hollywood, most of 
them can detect quality and sub-par work 
among their fellows. Hence their refusal to 
include Jonathan Demme, whose shallow 
and manipulative Philadelphia vies for the 
top-film Oscar, and their nod to Robert 
Altman, whose Short Cuts would otherwise 
have been totally snubbed even though it 
was one of the best films of 1993. 

Nonetheless, the Academy’s choices 
couldn’t have been easy, with almost every 
major American director turning out su- 
perlative efforts this year. As a result, those 
selected are, almost without exception, di- 
rectors whose films are their very best — 
the consummation of their talent, preoccu- 
pations, and vision. 





‘Flashing back on Hopkins, 
‘Day-Lewis, and company

ay what you want about 
Oscar: he’s blind, he’s fick- 
le, his taste lies in the rim 
of his barely discernible 
mouth. And isn’t he the fel- 
low who, back in 1972, rewarded Jack 
Lemmon in Save the Tiger instead of Mar- 
lon Brando in Last Tango in Paris, then ig- 
nored Lemmon in this year’s Short Cuts? 
Indeed, he’s no more a barometer of a good 
performance than your Uncle Irv. Say what 
you will. Just don’t deny that the golden ho- 
munculus can be good for an actor’s career. 

Thanks to Oscar, we'll be seeing lots 
more of Hopkins, Day-Lewis, and compa- 
ny. But in case you’ve forgotten the earli- 
er, less Oscar-friendly performances of 
this year’s Academy Award nominees for 
Best Actor, here are a few reminders — 
especially this year when the field is so 





| strong — that the Best Actor doesn’t just 
| fall from the heavens perfectly formed. 


Watch them and remember that you knew 
Oscar material the first time you saw it. 


(1985). Eight years before Tom Hanks 
starred as a homosexual in a mainstream 
Hollywood release, Daniel Day-Lewis made 
his own breakthrough as Johnny in My 
Beautiful Laundrette. The story’s about the 
partnership between Johnny and Omar 
(Gordon Warnecke), two lovers who go in 
together on a storefront laundromat. Writ- 
ten by Hanif Kureishi, the film was one of 
the first indicators that London was no 
longer the center of our father’s British Em- 
pire but a multicultural, boiling-over melt- 
ing pot in which Johnny and Omar can’t 
entirely get the dirt out of the class preju- 
dices and homophobia that surround them. 
Day-Lewis plays Johnny as a fellow 
who’s both passionate and happy-go- 
lucky; there’s nothing squeamish or inar- 
ticulate about the sexual pull between him 
and Omar. But what’s equally astonishing 
is how different Johnny, with his bleached 
blond hair and muscular beanpole bod, is 
from Cecil, the impotent fop he played the 
same year in A Room with a View, or 
Christy Brown, the crippled artist hero of 
1989’s My Left Foot.

The one exception might be Altman. 
Despite the triumphs of The Player and 
Short Cuts, his best films are still those 
from the ’70s: the lyrical, brilliant McCabe 
and Mrs. Miller or the profound and dia- 
bolical The Long Goodbye. Short Cuts is a 
tour de force in its weaving together of 
nine Raymond Carver stories. But its su- 
perb balancing of black comedy and 
tragedy, and its evocation of Oscar-worthy 
performances from each of its 24 major 
players, is territory Altman has already 
covered in Nashville (1975). 

The ingredients are all there, but they 
seem fresher and better mixed in 
Nashville. Twelve characters with dis- 
parate desires, secrets, vices, and virtues 
combine and collide in the environs of the 
country-music capital, their synchronistic 
destinies fused by a jangling soundtrack 
and general disasters. The difference is 
that there is more passion and less bitter- 
ness (20 years of being snubbed by the 
Oscars might account for some of that) in 
Nashville. Also, whereas Altman takes his 
biggest short cut in the ending to his new 
movie, Nashville has one of the most mov- 
ing climaxes of any film ever made. 

Meanwhile, Jane Campion is in the posi- 
tion Altman held in 1975: she may have al- 
ready made her masterpiece. The Piano is

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can find the seeds of his muscular perfor- 
mance as Ike Turner (now billed as Lau- 
rence Fishburne) by looking back at the 
conflicted characters he played earlier: an 
undercover narc paired with Jeff Gold- 
blum in Deep Cover (1992), a divorced fa- 
ther in Boyz N the Hood (1991). He’s put 
in appearances and character roles in films 
as disparate as King of New York (1990) 
and Nightmare on Elm Street 3 (1987). 
But Fishburne has rarely been as endear- 
ing as he was during his stint as Cowboy 
Curtis on the television show Pee-wee’s 
Playhouse. Outfitted in black and white 
chaps and a mess of long black curls, Cow- 
boy Curtis regularly showed up at the play-

only her third film, but it brings to fruition 
the theme of all her work: the struggle be- 
tween individual freedom and social tyran- 
ny, a conflict most deeply experienced by 
women. Although more accessible than her 
weird and ragged debut Sweetie, The Piano 
does pose problems for some because of its 
mystifying excesses and eccentricities. 

They might want to check out An Angel 
at My Table (1991), the closest Campion 
will ever come to making a conventional 
movie. Made for TV, it’s the story of Janet 
Frame, the New Zealand author who spent 
much of her life in insane asylums endur- 
ing shock treatments after being falsely di- 
agnosed as a schizophrenic. Like Holly 
Hunter in The Piano, Frame (portrayed 
with aching honesty by Kerry Fox) is a 
willful woman from a benighted back- 
ground handicapped in her ability to ex- 
press herself. When she finally finds her 
voice, it’s unforgettable. 

For years James Ivory has been trying to 
get the same themes right in his adapta- 
tions of great literature by the likes of 
Henry James and E.M. Forster. Tales of 
repression and wasted desire, they have 
been repressed themselves by the direc- 








tor’s superb eye for period decor. Until | 
this year’s masterpiece The Remains of the 


Day, his films have been more surface than

that Tom Hanks’s breakthrough role 
was the befuddled bachelor of 
Splash!, there’s another camp who 
believe the actor’s comic genius has 
never exceeded his glory days on 
television’s Bosom Buddies. If you 


look at Dragnet again. Hanks first 
caught the eye of the Academy in 
1988 for his work in Big. (A role 
marked by the actor’s liberating abili- 
ty to eat a piece of miniature corn at 
a cocktail party with the style of a kid 
at a Fourth of July picnic.) But for 
the teenage boy in all of us, what’s 
more fun than watching Hanks play 
the straight man to Dan Aykroyd’s 
Joe Friday in the 1987 remake of the 
popular ’50s television show? 

As Streebeck, Hanks helps 
Akroyd rescue a virgin, bust a crime 
ring, and set up countless puerile 
jokes, all the while driving a Yugo — a 
car that Friday describes as “on the cut- 
ting edge of Serbo-Croatian technology.” 
Aykroyd’s deadpanning may be the cen- 
terpiece of the film, but it’s Hanks who 
shows us how irony, sarcasm, and ridicule 
can all be reinvented by an impertinent 
twitch of the Adam’s apple.

The story of a prim Edwardian maiden’s 
awakening to the world of the senses and 
desire while on a chaperoned tour of Flo- 
rence, the film captures the light and energy 
of its setting, and on rare occasions pene- 
trates the sunny surface to catch a glimpse 
of something dark and menacing. Most im- 
portant, Ivory allows his cast to revel in the 
brilliant dialogue and nuanced emotions. 
Among a group that includes Maggie 
Smith, Helena Bonham-Carter, and Den- 
holm Elliot, Daniel Day-Lewis stands out in 
a small but hilarious role as a fop. 

Day-Lewis comes to the rescue of anoth- 
er director in In the Name of: the Father. 
Perhaps the most uneven director among 
those nominated is the Irishman Jim Sheri- 
dan. After the empty bombast of The Field 
(1992), it seemed like the control and in- 
spiration of his debut My Left Foot (1989) 
might have been a fluke. Luckily, with Jn 
the Name of the Father, he has returned to 
the more fertile turf of his first film: the tor- 
tured battleground of the Irish family and 
the thespian genius of Daniel Day-Lewis. 

Based on the true story of Irish writer 
Christy Brown, My Left Foot (like Campi- 
on’s films) concern brilliance struggling 
with handicaps. Born with cerebral palsy, 
Brown can only control the title ap- 
pendage, which he hones into a vicious 
weapon, a precise instrument for kicking 
soccer balls, and a means for writing prose. 
Like In the Name of the Father, this is no 
sentimental sob story but a brutal and pro- 
found exploration of human strength and 
limitations — and the bonds of family. In 
this case, it’s the mother who’s featured. 
Brenda Fricker won an Oscar for her por- 
trayal, as did Day-Lewis. 

See if this sounds familiar: a smooth-op- 
erating, sexy entrepreneur seeks personal 
gain at the expense of the Third Reich. 
While maneuvering through the evil sys- 
tem’s many treacheries and pitfalls, he is 
metamorphosed from selfishness to cru- 
sading altruism. Schindler’s List, right? Ac- 
tually, Steven Spielberg made a rough draft 
of his. masterpiece over 10 years ago with 
his box-office-busting Raiders of the Lost 
Ark (1981). Harrison Ford is a swashbuck- 
ling Schindler as Indiana Jones, a rip- 
snorting, bullwhip-wielding archaeologist 
out to find the legendary Ark of the 
Covenant before the Nazis can. 

A thorough, masterfully skilled, and only 
seemingly mindless entertainment, Raiders 
turns serious as Jones gets closer to his 
quarry, — which contains no less than the 
essential horror and evil of the universe. 
“Don’t look! Don’t look!” Jones tells his 
Karen Allen. With 
Schindler’s List, Spielberg has finally 
looked, and it’s made all the difference. QO

This year’s best have 
impressive track records

xcept for the embarrassing 
omission of Michelle Pfeif- 
fer’s portrayal of the Count- 
ess Olenska in The Age of In- 
nocence and the (pleasantly) 
surprising inclusion of Angela Bassett for 
What's Love Got To Do with It, the selec- 
tion of nominees for this year’s Best Actress 
Oscar couldn’t have been much of a shock 
to anyone. That isn’t to say that the five 
candidates for the prize necessarily gave the 
most interesting performances of the year; 
in fact, three of them — Holly Hunter, 
Emma Thompson and Debra Winger — 
have done more memorable work even 
within the past twelve months. All three 
have been unusually prolific; if you count 
Hunter in the TV-movie The Positively True 
Adventures of the Alleged Cheerleader Mur- 
dering Mom (for which she won an Emmy), 
among them they’re responsible for eight 
performances in 1993. And since Academy 
voters have notoriously poor memories and 
don’t appear to get out to the movies much, 
an actress who puts out more than her 
share of high-profile work in a given year is 
likely to get noticed. 

Actors almost never get Oscars for 
their most remarkable work: Katharine 
Hepburn won for Guess Who’s Com- 
ing to Dinner and The Lion in Win- 
ter and On Golden Pond (she was 
bad in all three) but not for 
Long Day’s Journey into Night

(A couple of my favorite 
gaffes: Luise Rainer for The Good Earth 
over Greta Garbo in Camille and Barbara 
Stanwyck in Stella Dallas; Ginger Rogers 
in Kitty Foyle over Bette Davis in The Let- 
ter and Hepburn in The Philadelphia Sto- 
ry.) Video can right some of these wrongs 
on an informal basis; we can return to the 
careers of classic and contemporary ac- 
tresses and place their Oscared work in 
perspective. But in two cases this year 
there’s little source for comparison. 


¢ Angela Bassett (What’s Love Got To 
Do with It): Malcolm X (1992). Bassett’s 
vivid, confident work in Brian Gibson’s 
sadly underattended Tina Turner bio is 
even more impressive when you consider 
that it’s only her second major role, and 
her first, as Betty Shabazz in Malcolm X, 
didn’t give career handicappers much to 
go on. It wasn’t her fault — women don’t 
generally make much of a mark in Spike 
Lee movies. The only thing I carried away 
from her performance was a modest — 
and rather pleasing — candied glamor. In 
What's Love Got To Do with It, she builds 
on both the modesty and the glamor.

* Emma Thompson (The Remains of the 
Day): Dead Again (1991). It’s tempting 


to say that everything Emma Thompson | 


has ever done is wonderful. Certainly 
that’s true about everything she’s done this 
year — not just The Remains of the Day 
and In the Name of the Father (like 
Hunter, she’s a double nominee), but es- 
pecially Much Ado About Nothing, where 
her Beatrice, opposite Kenneth Branagh’s 
Benedick, approaches the sublime.

Essentially playing a 
plot device in Shadowlands, Winger gives 
a sharp, clever performance; her other 
Oscar-season role, in A Dangerous Wom- 
an, is far more interesting (and a 
stretch). Winger’s best known for the 
forthright characters she created early in 
her career in Urban Cowboy, An Officer 
and a Gentleman and Terms of Endear- 
ment, and she’s splendid in all three. But 
playing women who are less sure of 
themselves draws out her most daring 
work (though it tends to be her least seen 
work) — in A Dangerous Woman, Ev- 
erybody Wins, Mike’s Murder. 
In Mike’s Murder, a compelling 
little picture by James Bridges that 
almost wasn’t released, Winger 
plays a woman with a normal 
imaginative range whose affair 
with a tennis instructor brings her 
out sexually; when he turns up 
dead, she’s stirred to find out 
what happened. Winger’s even 
sexier here than in Urban Cow- 
boy or An Officer and a Gentle- 
man, and the character’s meta- 
morphosis is both startling and 
perfectly logical — she shows 
us her sensual potential. Along 
with her exploration of a Mari- 
lyn Monroe type in Everybody 
Wins (Arthur Miller wrote the 
script), Winger’s work in Mike 
Murder is the finest acting

Shock troupes 


Salome and Bluebeard’s Castle: 
hair-raising short operas

pera on laserdisc or 
videotape doesn’t have to 
mean four hours in front 
of the tube watching 
Wagner and ordering out 
for schnitzel. There are some classy short 
works that you can see in an hour or two 
and still have time for an elegant late Eu- 
ropean supper. 

Classy but also hip. Richard Strauss’s 
Salome, after all, has opera’s original Ma- 
terial Girl. She’s fallen for the prophet 
Jochanaan (John the Baptist), who’s been 
imprisoned by her stepfather, Herod; but 
Jochanaan won’t give her a tumble. So 
when Herod promises her anything if she’ll 
dance for him, she performs the Dance of 
the Seven Veils, then demands the head of 
Jochanaan on a silver platter. She sings to 
the head and kisses it on the mouth; 
Herod, revulsed, orders his soldiers to kill 
her. The Barber of Seville it isn’t. 

And the Dance of the Seven Veils isn’t 
Saturday Night Fever. One by one, the 
veils come off. Deutsche Grammophon af- 
fords a glimpse of Teresa Stratas au na- 
turel; the Teldec production flaunts its at- 
tractive Salome, Catherine Malfitano, as 
well as a (PMRC-prompted?) warning la- 
bel on the front. The new Pioneer release 
has no such label, but director Peter Hall 
isn’t shy about showing off his wife, Maria

But as DG proves, less can be more. 
With Karl Bohm bringing out Strauss’s 
Middle Eastern rhythms, Stratas shakes,

Herod, and has her attendants eating out 
of her hand — even her mother, Herodias, 
gapes. Malfitano is draped in diaphanous 
veils from the beginning; she undulates 
enticingly, but the choreography lets her 
down — undulating is all she’s given to 
do.

tossing them off as if marking time till she 
gets to pose in the altogether. 

Overall DG boasts the most individual 
reading. Video director Brian Large has the 
camera going everywhere, creating imagi- 
native close-ups, sometimes working 
against the grain of the text. He’ll juxtapose 
Stratas’s head, with her silver cap, against 
the full moon, a symbol of purity but also 
desire, as if to suggest the two are sisters. 
The Teldec and Pioneer productions are 
more conventionally operatic, spotlighting 
the singers, who tend to declaim to the au- 
dience rather than to one another. 

Stratas’s Salome is a proud, spoilt young 
girl in whom innocence gives way to erotic 
discovery. BGhm supports her by stressing 
the German Romantic aspect of Strauss’s 
score, looking back to Wagner and Mahler 
rather than ahead to Berg and Schoenberg. 
Malfitano and Ewing bring out the hints of 
madness and perversion in the character, 
their eyes flashing dangerously; where 
Stratas becomes obsessed with her 
Jochanaan, they seem obsessed with their 
own feelings. (Malfitano does have one 
moving moment when she kneels at 
Jochanaan’s feet and takes his hand, as if 
she were Mary Magdalene kneeling before 
the man from Galilee.) Giuseppe Sinopoli 
provides Malfitano with a gorgeously deca- 
dent tapestry for her reading; Bwing -gets 
little help from the Covent Garden orches- 
tra, which sounds recessed, almost muffled. 

Jochanaan honors go to DG, whose 
shaggy Bernd Weikl radiates Old Testa- 
ment authority, and to Teldec, where Si- 
mon Estes conveys a controlled fury; Pi- 
oneer’s Michael Devlin is callow, even 
priggish, a youth in a loincloth who 
faints when Ewing sings about his 
body. On the other hand, DG’s 
Herod/Herodias pair of Hans 
Beirer and Astrid Varnay verge 
on stereotype, Beirer comic 
in his lust for his stepdaugh- 
ter, Varnay a nagging, bossy 
harridan. Teldec and Pioneer 
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do better, presenting a Herod (Horst 
Hiestermann; Kenneth Riegel) with a 
modicum of smarts and a Herodias 
(Leonie Rysanek; Gillian Knight) with a 
smidgen of attractiveness. 

Narraboth, the young soldier who’s 
smitten with Salome and who stabs himself 
(she hardly notices) when she becomes en- 
amored of Jochanaan, is earnest and en- 
gaging in the persons of Wieslaw Ochman 
(DG) and Clemens Bieber (Teldec); Pio- 
neer’s Robin Leggate looks like a refugee 
from a 19th-century Wagner production. 
As the Page, who’s attracted to Narraboth, 
Hanna Schwarz (DG) is unambiguously 
feminine. Teldec and Pioneer (Camille Ca- 
passo; Fiona Kimm) supply more androgy- 
nous characterization here, suggesting that 
the Page is a young boy and underlining 
Wilde’s homoeroticism. 

Ultimately a Salome stands or falls on 
its Salome. Stratas seems to me the most 
complex, both as singer and as actress; if 
you see the character as neurotic/psychot- 
ic, you may find Malfitano or Ewing more 
to the point. DG has the most realistic 
staging; Teldec and Pioneer opt for stan- 
dard Euromodern. As short as this opera 
is, you could watch two productions in an 
evening; renting the DG and setting it 
against the Teldec or the Pioneer would be 
illuminating. One oddity: in both DG and 
Teldec versions, Salome is killed by the 
soldiers’ spears. It’s.an obvious metaphor 
for Herod’s lust, but Strauss calls for her 
to be crushed by the soldiers’ shields — a 
metaphor for the sexual repression that 
drips from every note of the score. 

® 

A different kind of repression is on dis- 
play in Béla Bart6k’s nightmarish opera 
Duke Bluebeard’s Castle, which isn’t 
quite like the version your mother told 
you. Yes, Judith (named after the Biblical 
character who beheads Holofernes) has 
married widower Bluebeard against her 
family’s wishes. But this castle has not a 
single locked door but seven. One by one, 
Judith persuades him to open them: she 
finds a torture chamber; an arsenal; a 
treasure room whose jewels appear (to 
her) bloodstained; a garden with crimson- 
spotted lilies and roses; Bluebeard’s king- 
dom, its clouds casting red shadows; and 
a lake of tears. 

Bluebeard re- 
fuses to. unlock 
the seventh 
door till 






















































Judith accuses him of having murdered his 
three previous wives. Then he opens it and 
pushes her inside — where she indeed 
finds her predecessors, but they’re not 
dead, they’re alive, trapped in his castle. 
Judith seems mesmerized; Bluebeard 
places a crown on her head, leads her to 
the other wives, then goes out, locking the 


door behind him. Bluebeard’s castle, we | 


realize, is Bluebeard’s mind. And his wives 
suffer a fate far more horrifying than 
death: their lives are subsumed into Blue- 
beard’s imagination. 

It’s a chilling meditation on the incom- 
patibility of man and woman (Bluebeard is 
centered in F-sharp, Judith in C), or the in- 
evitability of human isolation. But the new 
Teldec production presents Robert Lloyd 
and Elizabeth Laurence as a late-Victorian 
couple in a gothic romance, a setting right 
out of Rebecca. Lloyd sports a wing collar 
and watch chain and drinks claret out of a 
crystal goblet; when Laurence asks for the 
keys to the doors, he sinks into an over- 
stuffed armchair and puts a weary hand to 
his head. We even see them arguing at the 
dinner table (he throws the goblet) and lat- 
er in their bedroom. 

Laurence is a fond-foolish clinging vine 
of a wife who never looks tough enough to 
stand up to her Bluebeard. She has some 
affectionate moments: asking for the first 
key, she places Lloyd’s hands on her 
shoulders and draws them slowly down to 
her breasts. But neither she nor Lloyd lo- 
cates the rhythms of the Hungarian text, 
and conductor Adam Fischer (who is 
Hungarian) sacrifices steel for grandeur 
— in Barték you need both. The depic- 
tions of Bluebeard’s rooms are vivid and 


often inappropriately literal — heavy Vic- | 


torian gold frames and Raphael’s Madon- 
na della sedia in the treasure room, for ex- 
ample. The production does give us the 
spooky spoken introduction, so essential 
to setting the right mood (even on CD, 
this is usually omitted). Thereafter it sacri- 
fices the mythic and the psychological to 
English middle-class melodrama. 

Decca introduces its production with 
what looks like snow falling against a blue 
backdrop. The cheerless stone castle and 
the characters’ robes seem timeless, and so 
do Kolos Kovats, impassive and inscrutable, 
as Bluebeard, and Sylvia Sass, dark and 
foreboding, looking like Buffy Sainte-Marie 


or Cher; as Judith. She’s almost too dark — | 


monochromatic in her strident importuning 
of her husband. But her face lights up when 
he gives her the first key and she whispers 
the word “Kész6n6m” — “Thanks” — 
to him. Kovats is unsettling in 
his repeated “Judith, love 
me — ask no ques- 
tions”; he makes you 
wonder whether the 
doors — all our 
doors —— shouldn’t 
remain closed. And 
whether the blood 


erywhere isn’t in her 
own mind. 
The LP/CD re- 
leases of this perfor- 
mance offered the 
spoken introduction; 
for some reason it’s 
omitted in the video. 
Solti can sound wood- 
en at slow tempos, 
and he misses out on 
the C-major majesty 
that accompanies the 
opening of the fifth 
door, but he does get to 
the implacable heart of 
the score. And Decca’s 
rooms open onto 
the deepest re- 
cesses of our 
souls. It’s an hour 
in that will take 
you farther than 
most evenings 
out.

Sounds dangerously close to the zone of self-indul- 
gent “performance art,” but Beckett promises it won't 
be formless or solipsistic ranting. The whining, wail- 
ing, and wonder have been corralled into a scripted, 
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60-minute journey through what, as the ti- 

tle says, women are taught. After an open- 

ing in unison, each woman will explore a 

subject through poetry, acting, and move- 

ment while the other four form a chorus, 

reacting with anger, humor, or empa- 
thy. The subjects will be some of the broad, com- 
mon denominators in women’s lives: abuse, love, 
growing into adulthood, music. 

The Foxes are Gail Burton, Lalenja Giddens, 
Lisa King, Laurie Schmidt, and Patricia Smith. 
They’re performance poets — slammers, 
shouters, soapbox standers — coming 
from a variety of perspectives. Smith, 
the Globe writer and nationally 
known poetry slam champ, is the 
only one-married with children.

Righteous nominee 
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‘This year the Oscars will be Spielberg’s list 


n Oscar night, Holly- 
wood’s commercial es- 
tablishment tries to cele- 
brate everything it hasn’t 
got: artistry, lofty ideals, 
| profound issues, uplifting sentiments, 
| good taste and overproduced musical 
| numbers. Making lots of money isn’t one 
| of those things, and neither is escapist en- 
| tertainment. Which is why Steven Spiel- 
| berg has been hypocritically snubbed for 
the past 20 years. 

That, of course, will all change this 
Monday night when Spielberg will walk 
away with an Oscar sweep — and not for 
Jurassic Park. Like the hero of Schindler’s 

_ List, he’s finally figured out how to play the 
| game, how to work a morally bankrupt sys- 
| tem to achieve beneficent results and also 
| earn rewards for himself. His first clue 
must have been 1982, when the sanctimo- 
nious Gandhi beat out his brilliant, zeit- 
| geist-invoking fantasy E.T. As Richard At- 
tenborough’s bloated epic demonstrated, 
the Academy wants noble struggles against 
social injustice, underdogs prevailing 
against great odds, and period costumes. 
He tried again in 1985 with the exe- 
' crable The Color Purple and in 1987 with 
| the underrated Empire of the Sun. But he 
| needed something far bigger to overcome 
the stigma of being the biggest-money- 
making filmmaker in Hollywood history. 
| So he did something remarkable — he 
peered within himself and confronted the 
horror that all his other films have so inge- 
niously escaped from, the horror that lurks 
in the bad dreams and consciences of us 
all: the Holocaust. And he made a work of 
art of it. 

The pity of it is that it had to happen the 
same year that a number of other people 
also made their masterpieces, all fulfilling 
the Oscar requirements of social injustice, 
underdogs, and costumes. Janc Campion, 
only the second woman ever nominated 
for Best Director, in almost any other year 
could have earned the greater distinction 
of being the first woman to win it with The 
Piano, a film as good as or better than 
Schindler’s List. With In the Name of the 

| Father and The Remains of the Day Jim 
Sheridan and James Ivory have made their 
best movies — tough luck, guys. Even The 
Fugitive could have lucked out in a lean 
year. As for Robert Altman and Short Cuts, 
he wouldn’t win no matter the opposition. 
The Academy’s animus against him is the 

| opposite of that against Spielberg — he 

| doesn’t make any money, and he’s not es- 
capist enough.

So Schindler and Spielberg are a cinch 
for Best Picture and Best Director. With 
the acting categories, though, things get a 
little more interesting. Conventional wis- 
dom says this is Tom Hanks’s year. The 
Academy loves its actors racked by physical 
or mental maladies, it loves those “Oscar 
moments” like the scene with Hanks danc- 
ing in tears with his IV unit while listening 
to an opera aria. And AIDS is so trendy 
these days in Tinseltown — witness all the 
red ribbons at last year’s ceremonies. 

What’s the competition? Daniel Day- 
Lewis and Anthony Hopkins are in peak 
form with their performances in In the 
Name of the Father and The Remains of 
the Day. But they both won fairly recently, 
and the Academy seems Britted out. Lau- 
rence Fishburne was frightening as Ike 
Turner in What’s Love Got To Do with It?, 
but the black year in Hollywood was 1991, 
and even then African-Americans didn’t 
win anything. 

That would seem to make Hanks a 
shoo-in, but not so fast. Irish actors are 
pretty chic these days, and though Liam 
Neeson’s presence in Schindler is sub- 


dued, his performance is masterful, and 
few can resist the teary histrionics of the 
dénouement. Invariably, too, when a film 
wins as big as Schindler will, every nomi- 
nee gets swept into the victory. Besides, 
how could anyone vote for Schindler’s List 
and not vote for Schindler? 

Similarly, the Best Supporting Actor 
award will ride on Schindler’s coattails. Not 
that Ralph Fiennes as the charming SS 
monster Amon Goeth doesn’t deserve it. 
But just about everyone else does too. 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s tour de force as a 
mentally disabled youth in What’s Eating 
Gilbert Grape would have ensured him an 
Oscar any other year — the Academy is a 
sucker for that Rain Man shtick. Tommy 
Lee Jones acts Harrison Ford off the screen 
in The Fugitive, John Malkovich gives great 
creep in In the Line of Fire, and Pete 
Postlethwaite is funny and heartbreaking in 
In the Name of the Father. Next year no 
one will remember they were nominated. 

The only categories untouched by the 
Schindler juggernaut are those for Best 
Actress and Best Supporting Actress — 
Spielberg may have come a long way with 


* Best Drag: This category really opened wide after The

The Firm’s 
Holly Hunter will be more than satisfied 
with her Best Actress trophy, which brings 
it down to Winona Ryder in Age of Inno- 
cence and Rosie Perez in Fearless. These 
supporting categories tend to be consola- 
tion prizes, and that bodes well for Ryder, 
since the glitzy Innocence has otherwise 
been shut out of the major categories. 
Plus, Hollywood seems about ready to 
promote the high-profile Ryder to the A- 
list of actresses. But these categories tend 
to be consolation for others locked out of 
the system — like minorities. If Perez’s 
ethnicity doesn’t win for her, her fabulous 
weeping scenes will. 

Finally we come to the category whose 
system seems beyond comprehension — 
Best Foreign Language Film. Usually the 
criteria seems to be that the film hasn’t 
been seen by anyone and never will be. 
This year, though, four of the five have 





achieved some domestic release. There’s a 


strong Asian flavor in the selections — too 
much so perhaps in Chinese director Chen 
Kaige’s Farewell My Concubine and Viet- 
namese director Tran Anh Hung’s The 
Scent of Green Papaya. Fernando True- 
ba’s randy and stylish Belle Epoque would 
seem the strong Mediterraneo-type con- 
tender this year, but I think another trend 
will dominate.

ot only are some of our favorite performers and 
a movies ignored every year by the Academy’s nomina- 

tors, but entire categories as well, like Best Bad Hair- 
cut, or Best Unlikely Action Hero. Here, then, are this year’s 
Phoenix Felixes, our alternative to the Oscars. 

* Best Airplane Crash. Alive and Fearless feature two of the 
most horrifyingly realistic-looking plane crashes ever filmed, 
but Alive gets the nod because Fearless’s survivors don’t have 
to turn one another into airplane food. Honorable mention: 
Cliffhanger. 

* Best Bad Haircut. The Eisenhower-era brush cut worn by 
Michael Douglas’s psychotic nerd in Falling Down. Runner- 
up: cokehead lawyer Sean Penn’s Alan Dershowitz ’do in Carl- 
ito’s Way. 

* Best Bratty Child Star. This was the toughest year ever in 
this competition, since every other movie had a whining com- 
ing-of-ager in it. Beating out perennial winner Macaulay 
Culkin (The Good Son), his ubiquitous co-star Elijah Wood, 
and the insufferable Thora Birch (Hocus Pocus) is Son-in- 
Law’s aging prepubescent Pauly Shore. 

* Best Cameo. Ted Turner, in the Turner-produced Gettys- 
burg, who makes an appearance as a Confederate captain and is 
promptly shot. Runner-up: Oliver Stone proves he has a sense 
of humor by spoofing his own conspiracy-mongering in Dave. 

* Best Dismemberment: Holly Hunter gives Sam Neill the 
finger in The Piano. A close second is The Piano’s fellow 
Palme d’Or winner at Cannes, Farewell My Concubine, which 
has a similar digital-detachment scene. (New criterion this 
year, evidently.) Honorable mention: Boxing Helena. 


Crying Game. Robin Williams (Mrs. Doubtfire) wins by accla- 
mation this year, but he had worthy competition from Suzy 
Amis (The Ballad of Little Jo), Leslie Cheung (Farewell My 
Concubine), Hulk Hogan (Mr. Nanny), John Lone (M. Butter- 
fly), Tilda Swinton (Orlando), Elijah Wood (The Adventures of 
Huck Finn), and the cast of Robin Hood: Men in Tights. 

* Best Foreign Language Film in English: Riff-Raff, by 
Ken Loach, stars real-life London construction workers whose 
various accents are so thick that the American release uses 
subtitles. Runner-up: The Snapper, which could stand to use 
subtitles. 

¢ Best Full-Frontal Nude Actor: The Piano’s Harvey Keitel 
takes this award for the second year in a row, after winning for 
Bad Lieutenant. In the post-Bobbitt era, it’s a tribute to Keitel 
that footage of his drooping, uh, physique doesn’t end up on 
the cutting-room floor. Runner-up: Huey Lewis, whose urina- 
tion scene in Short Cuts indicates a new arc in his career. 

* Best Full-Frontal Nude Actress: Julianne Moore in Short 
Cuts proves she’s a real redhead. Runner-up: Claudette Maille, 
who throws it all away to join the revolution in Like Water for 
Chocolate. 

* Best Supported Actress: The push-up-bra-wearing Patri- 
cia Arquette in True Romance. Runners-up: the entire female 
cast of the over-corseted The Age of Innocence. 

* Best Unlikely Action Hero: Giving Wilford Brimley this 
award is the right thing to do. He kicks Tom Cruise’s ass for 
20 minutes in The Firm, and as Jean Claude Van Damme’s 
wily Cajun uncle, he gets to shoot a crossbow at bad guys 
while he’s perched astride a galloping horse. See, oatmeal is 
good for you. Runner-up: scrawny Bridget Fonda, wearing a 
little black dress and toting a rifle bigger than she is, in Point of 
No Return.

HIGH SCHOOL II. Directed by Freder- 
ick Wiseman.

he last filmmaker you’d ex- 
pect a sequel from is the 
grand master of cinéma- 
vérité, Frederick Wiseman. 
Now entering his fourth 
decade of chronicling American institu- 
tions, from the mental-health system in the 
harrowing, long-banned Titicut Follies 
(1967) to public zoos in Zoo (1993), 
Wiseman perhaps sees the time as ripe to 
take a second look at some of his previous 
subjects. His second film, High School 
(1969), was a brief (75 minutes), brilliant 
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BENEATH THE MENACING SURFACE of an eR high school, growth and progress are achieved. 


High School reunion 


After 25 years, Wiseman gives passing grades 


glimpse at a system in crisis. Twenty-five 
years later, in High School II, he offers 
longwinded (220 minutes of talking 
heads) and painstaking evidence for hope. 

Unlike the older film, which exposed the 
social and cultural decay under the placid 
appearances of a middle-class suburban 
high school, High School II penetrates the 
menacing surface of an inner-city high 
school to show the growth and progress be- 
ing achieved. The curriculum in question is 
that of Central Park East Secondary High, 
an alternative, integrated, very successful 
(90 percent of its graduates go on to col- 
lege) school in Spanish Harlem that looks 
from the outside like a windowless and 
graffiti’d monolith but inside has the well- 
scrubbed, well-adjusted air of Room 222.

aked Gun 33-1/3: The Fi- 
nal Insult doesn’t get any 
funnier than its pre-credit 
opening sequence. A paro- 
dy of Brian De Palma’s 
train-station scene in The Untouchables, 
which is itself a parody of Sergei Eisen- 
stein’s “Odessa Steps” sequence in 
Potemkin, the film’s first few minutes 
mount to new heights of hilarity long be- 
fore the army of disgruntled postal workers 
swarms over beleaguered Lieutenant Frank 
Drebin and his fellow, feckless Police 
Squad members. 

It doesn’t get any less funny either, 
though it does get a lot stupider. The third 
in the series of David Zucker’s anarchic 
and puerile comedies featuring the unshak- 
able and clueless Leslie Nielsen as Drebin,

Naked Gun 33-1/3 exceeds its two prede- 
cessors in its layering of asinine, diabolical- 
ly clever gags, its parodying of countless 
films and film genres, and its relentless 
lampooning of macho idiocy. Unlike the 
other two installments, however, 
33-1/3 has a semblance of plot 
and even a theme that keeps the 
shameless madness in motion. 

Drebin and his lady love Jane 
Spencer, played by the imper- 
turbable Priscilla Presley, have 
gotten married. It’s a difficult 
adjustment for them both, 
though not for the moviemakers, 
as they exploit their woeful mar- 
ital state with crude glee. 

Jane has forced Frank to re- 
tire from the department, mak- 
ing him serve as househusband 
while she works late as a trial 
lawyer. Frank enjoys tooling 
around in an apron tidying up 
and making fudge for the boys 
at the station. But Jane, now 
Jane Spencer-Drebin, feels un- 
fulfilled. In a sequence that 
proves that you can’t have too 
many vomiting babies in court 
and not get a laugh, Jane real-

they pursue the school’s philosophy of de- 
veloping five “habits of mind”: empiricism, 
open-mindedness, synthesis, speculation, 
and evaluation. That those habits of mind 
are essentially the same ones Wiseman em- 
bodies in his filmmaking (and requires of 
his audience) makes this one of his most 
optimistic and challenging works. 

As in all Wiseman’s films, High School II 
offers no commentary, no obvious guide- 
lines through a series of seemingly random 
episodes that are in fact shrewdly edited to- 
gether. We’re thrust in medias res and 
must gain our bearings from what hap- 
pens, as in a scene in which a group of stu- 
dents make small talk during break. Their 
badinage grows pointed when it becomes 
clear that they’re referring to the beating of 
Reginald Denny during the Los Angeles ri- 
ots, then poignant when an 18-year-old ca- 
sually talks about his unplanned child and 


task; he misses his gun too much. His inad- 
equacies are exposed with uproarious can- 
dor in a meeting with a marriage counselor. 

Fortunately, arch terrorist Rocco (Fred 
Ward, in a dull and disappointing perfor- 
mance) has been sprung from jail by his 
gun-moll mother Muriel (Kathleen Free- 
man). The Police Squad needs Frank back, 
so Drebin swaps apron for gun and badge 
and, his manhood restored, sets out at once 
killing people, making a fool of himself, 
and creating chaos. 

His first assignment has him investigat- 
ing the statuesque Tanya (Guess? Jeans 
model Anna Nicole Smith, who proves that 
the term “dumb blonde” isn’t entirely a 
sexist cliché). She’s a nurse in a sperm 
bank, and Frank gets a chance to prove 
how revitalized he is, filling more vials than

his resultant unplanned marriage. 

Here and elsewhere the pressures of 
social reality threaten to burst the well- 
meaning, sometimes touchy-feely bubble | 
of positive discourse. The specter of the | 
Rodney King trial and subsequent violence | 
haunts otherwise unrelated conversations, | 
until finally a group of students meet to | 
discuss a march on city hall to protest. | 
Pensive faculty members meet to ponder | 
their insistence on having their students | 
think for themselves and be politicized, 
and whether such a policy should extend | 
beyond the safe environment of the school | 
and into the “real world.” 

This is the central tension in the film: | 
the “real world” of strife, racism, drugs, | 
and family breakdown is talked about but | 
never present. The insistence on sublimat- | 
ing conflict to discourse, on deferring to 
individual needs more than to dogmatic 
discipline, defuses violence and encour- 
ages personal growth but provides little 
preparation for what students will face 
once they leave the refuge of the school. 
One teacher admits that her students 
would be helpless before the standard AP 
English exam. True, she concludes, we 
want to change the world, but don’t we 
want to make our students ready for the 
world that exists? 

Similarly, Wiseman’s film portrays not | 
the “real world” but an abstracted attempt 
to deal with it. The closest he gets to the | 
streets are the long shots of the city that | 
divide the film into movements. Unlike a 
film like Meat (1976), in which the reality 
is thrust in your face bloody, wordless, and | 
screaming, here all events are secondhand; 
it’s the process of analysis that’s foremost. 
That cuts down a little on the immediate | 
impact, though there are dramatic and 
comic rewards. Two younger students, 
one black and one white, are brought be- 
fore a mediation board after a corridor 
scuffle. Without benefit of a Rodney | 
King—type videotape, their conflicting ac- | 
counts of the incident unfold like a pre- | 
adolescent Rashomon. And in an earnest, 
hilarious demonstration of condom usage, 
an otherwise straitlaced-looking member 
of the faculty shows she really knows her 
way around a penis. 

The concluding scene, in which an ad- | 
ministrator explains to a group of parents | 
the function of the school, epitomizes 
High School II. After some wearying, jar- 
gon-ridden rhetoric, she says that East | 
Central strives for the extremes of the | 
kindergarten and Oxford University envi- 
ronments; the educational stages between 
are the problem. High School II is a coura- 
geous, perhaps quixotic attempt to inte- | 
grate the innocence of childhood and the 
experience of academia in the chaos of 
modern life. = 





did Will Smith in Made in America. Naked 
Gun is no Naked, but it does make its point 
about testosterone poisoning. 

To suggest that the film has any serious 
message or socially redeeming value 
would, however, be the final insult. The 
gags are what make it, the synthesis of the 
truly sophisticated and utterly juvenile. 
Zucker and company delight in people 
drinking urine samples, in Frank’s absurd 
noir voiceovers such as “Like a midget at a 
urinal, I had to keep on my toes,” and in 
drop-the-soap jokes in the prison shower 
room. But they also exult in a postmod- 
ernist subversion of virtually every movie 
ever made, from White Heat to Saturday | 
Night Fever to Thelma & Louise. It’s com- | 
edy with depth — not just in meaning, but 
in sheer quantity of jokes per frame. | 
Naked Gun 33-1/3 contains more funny 
moments in the background than every 
other alleged comedy released this year 
combined. To get every joke you'll need to | 
see 33-1/3 more than once, or reduce it to 
a slower speed. 

Such relentless output must include a 
few clinkers, and though political correct- 
ness is death to comedy, there are a few in- 
stances where a joke’s offensiveness ex- | 
ceeds its humor potential. Also, the sup- 
porting cast seem to be getting tired. 
George Kennedy’s blustering, befuddled Ed 
Hocken and O.J. Simpson’s hapless Nord- 
berg shine in the Untouchables opening but 
then simply stumble through the rest of the 
movie. And the traditional disruption of a 
revered institution that climaxes each film 
in the series this time is anticlimactic. The 
misadventures culminate at the Academy 


Awards, a sequence that proves the low 


point of the film. It’s a send-up of The 
Bodyguard featuring the likes of Vanna 
White and Weird Al Yankovic as presenters 
and a dance routine by Pia Zadora. Some- 
times Zucker and company don’t realize 
that a thing can be its own self-parody.

With Stop Making Sense, Talking Heads 
singer/songwriter David Byrne proved that 
his knack for bringing off simple, offbeat 
concepts like wearing an extra-large suit 
was a big asset in translating complex mu- 
sic to an accessible feature-length film. Be- 
tween the Teeth relies on a similarly mini- 
malist aesthetic to capture the quirky ener- 
gy and charisma of a post-Talking Heads 
Byrne in Latin mode and a more conserva- 
tively tailored black suit. 

Directed by Byrne and David Wild, 
| who’s best known for the series of gritty 
| “Ten Second Films” he produced for 
| MTV, Between the Teeth self-consciously 
| avoids rock clichés, instead aiming to de- 
| mystify the concert experience. A stylized 
| simplicity pervades everything from Bruce 
| Ramos’s striking lighting backdrops to the 
| camera’s up-close interactions with Byrne 
| on a night in the life of his 1992 tour with 

10 Car Pile-Up, a stellar 10-piece band

Jr., Cuban drummer Oscar Salas, trum-

| er luminaries from Byrne’s Rei Momo and 
| Uh-Oh albums. 

Armed with only a drum machine and 
| an acoustic guitar, Byrne plays a few tunes 
| alone before the band join him for a 
| sweaty Latin and Afro-Cuban funk-inflect- 
| ed set that liberally samples Rei Momo and 
Uh-Oh, and includes a smattering of Talk- 
ing Heads favorites like “Life During 
Wartime” and “And She Was.” For Talk- 
ing Heads fans who have lost track of 
Byrne in the last few years, Between the 
Teeth is an accessible introduction to his 
latest multi-cultural passion. If nothing 
else, it’s a worthwhile document of anoth- 
er of Byrne’s compelling efforts to expand 
the boundaries of pop music. At the Brattle 
this Friday through Sunday, March 18-20.

THE LAST BUTTERFLY 

Made three years before Schindler’s List, 
The Last Butterfly uses a very different yet 
quietly effective approach to dramatizing 
the Holocaust and exploring questions of 
individual responsibility. Writer/director 
Karel Kachyna and co-screenwriter Ota 
Hofman have set their story in Terezin, a 
Czechoslovakian ghetto that was the stage 
for what was perhaps history’s largest 
play, with a literal cast of thousands. Pop- 
ulated largely by artists, performers, and 
creative children, Terezin was the city the 
Hitler “gave the Jews,” the site of a mon- 
strously elaborate Nazi hoax to convince 
the Red Cross that it was a thriving com- 
munity and not a prison where people 
starved while waiting to be sent to 
Auschwitz. 

To help create the illusion of interna- 
tional cultural life at Terezin, the Nazis 
capture Antoine (Tom Courtenay), a tal- 
ented, acerbic, arrogant French mime, and 
force him to give a children’s perfor- 
mance. Courtenay is effective and expres- 
sive as Antoine, who is humanized by his 
encounters with Jewish prisoners, espe- 
cially the children, as he (with the viewer) 
discovers the diabolical extent of the Nazi 
deception. Antoine comes up with a bril- 
liant way to obey his orders to the letter 
while conveying wordlessly the true horror 
of Terezin to his audience. The dubious 
effectiveness of his ploy doesn’t make his 
metaphor, or The Last Butterfly, any less 
powerful. At the Coolidge Corner.

Civilizing Conrad 


Nicolas Roeg does Heart of 
Darkness without the horror

hat we all dread 
most,” G.K. Chester- 
ton’s Father Brown 
suggests in “The Head 
of Caesar,” “is a maze 


| with no centre.” He’s referring to the 


nightmare of atheism, but he could as eas- 
ily have been talking about Heart of Dark- 
ness, the Joseph Conrad novella in which a 
seaman named Marlow is sent down the 
Congo to find the rogue trader Kurtz. Fa- 
mous for Kurtz’s last words — “The hor- 
ror! The horror” — the story defied Orson 
Welles and John Huston before becoming 
the basis for Francis Ford Coppola’s 1979 
Vietnam epic Apocalypse Now. The latest 
director to take it on is Nicolas Roeg, in a 
TNT Original Production that stars Tim 
Roth (Vincent & Theo; Reservoir Dogs) 
and John Malkovich (Of Mice and Men; In 
the Line of Fire) and will air Friday, Sun- 
day, and Wednesday of this coming week. 
Even for Roeg, who looked into the 
heart of the Australian Outback in his su- 
perb 1971 film Walkabout, Conrad’s story 
is a formidable challenge. Kurtz is present 
for just 10 of its 70 pages and hardly 
speaks. Marlow’s harrowing journey into 
African and personal darkness — the 
novella’s real subject — is mostly interior 
monologue. And mirror. Like Shake- 
speare, Conrad locates our human hearts. 
If you find racism in the world, you'll find 
it in Marlow’s description of a people who 
“howled and leaped and spun and made 


| horrid faces, but what thrilled was just the 


thought of their humanity.” If you bristle 
at social injustice, you’ll view the Africans 


| as the heroes and the white traders as the 


villains. And if you see the maze as having 
no center, you'll perceive that the real 
darkness is not the blackness of African 
skin, or the evil of white imperialism, but 


| the void at the heart of the universe. 


Since 1902, when Conrad’s novella first 
appeared, critics have been squabbling 
over the meaning of “the horror,” and 
they’ve missed the point. What makes 
Kurtz and Marlow heroic is not that they 
penetrate the secret of the abyss but that 
they walk to the very edge and face what- 


ever’s out there. Roeg doesn’t quite have 
the courage to join them. He gives us a 
civilized, Masterpiece Theatre-ish Heart of 
Darkness in which God’s in his Heaven 
and all is — or at least could be — right 
with the world. It’s a decent, watchable ef- 
fort that steers for the middle of the river. 

Decent is the key word. In place of Con- 
rad’s steamboat fireman, of whom Marlow 
says, “To look at him was as edifying as 
seeing a dog in a parody of breeches and a 
feather hat walking on his hind legs,” we 
get Isaach de Bankole as Mfumu, a noble 
savage/faithful guide who’s constant, com- 
forting, and, yes, trilingual (Oxford En- 
glish, French, and his own native tongue 
— he addresses Marlow as “Capitaine”). 
In place of Conrad’s “naked human be- 
ings .. . with wild glances and savage 
movements,” we get happy darkies out of 
30s Hollywood chanting a work song that 
sounds like “My Darling Clementine.” In 
place of Kurtz’s African woman, “savage 
and superb, wild-eyed and magnificent,” 
we get Iman (admittedly magnificent) 
picking up a paperweight and bopping 
Marlow on the head. And in place of the 
little cabin where the ailing Kurtz is laid 
(“just a room for a bed-place and a camp- 
stool or two”), we get French provincial 
appointments. It’s a wonder they don’t give 
over the collecting of ivory for cricket fol- 
lowed by afternoon tea. 

Tim Roth and John Malkovich do what 
they can. Where Conrad’s Marlow (his al- 
ter ego) is complex, perverse, finally as un- 
knowable as Kurtz, Roth is merely callow, 


a representative of British integrity in navy | 
stripes and cap and, at the end, a foil to the | 


Belgian traders when he orders them to cut 
loose the barge full of Kurtz’s ivory and 
leave it. Conrad’s Kurtz barely speaks at all 
(what could he say that wouldn’t dispel his 
air of mystery?); Malkovich, who’s on 
screen for the last third of this 90-minute 
production, has to bear the burden of white 
man’s platitudes (“I warn you that if you 
insist on seeing everything by means of the 
opinion of others, what you discover in 
yourself will be only the opinion of oth- 
ers”). Marlon Brando, doing far less in 
Apocalypse Now, made Kurtz far more. 
Too bad Roeg didn’t take his cue from 
Brando. He’s always been more effective 
with images than with words — Walka- 
bout could almost have been a silent film. 
Here it’s his silent montage that brings us 
closest to the heart of Conrad: the mist- 


shrouded jungle, the various portraits of | 


Kurtz’s Intended (when she finally ap- 
pears, Phoebe Nicholls is shot to look like 
a painting, as if she had no other reality), 
the eye of a dead elephant covered with 
maggots. That’s where Roeg verges on the 
novella’s immensity. The rest of his at- 
tempt at Conrad’s horror is simply not 
horrible enough. Q

espite the date span 

tagged to the title of his 

exhibition at the Photo- 

graphic Resource Center 

(PRC), Dennis Hopper 
doesn’t think of his photographs as period 
documents. He thinks of them as art — a 
point Hollywood’s infamous mad-boy ge- 
nius makes several times in the course of 
our phone interview. “I’m not looking at 
my work in a historical context. I critique 
the photographs as art. Every time I walk 
into a room where they’re being shown, I 
still question the compositions and wonder 
whether they work.” 

Hopper, a self-defined “compulsive cre- 
ator,” has what we used to call a “good 
eye” — a natural talent for processing 
what he sees into graphic coherence. His 
photographs are composed for maximum 
impact, their subjects competing (success- 
fully, but by a narrow margin) with con- 
text and composition for our attention, 
each print working on several levels, at- 
taching the viewer to the often casual, 
sometimes incongruous situation of the 
picture’s taking and simultaneously dis- 


playing the strength and confidence of a 
purposeful statement. 

“The creative process,” says Hopper, “is 
a mystery. When I’m directing, I don’t 
really understand why I move the camera a 
certain way. But once I do it, I figure 
that’s the way it had to be done.” 

Born in Kansas in 1936, Hopper began 
working in movies in his teens and had 
parts in both Rebel Without a Cause and 
Giant. (He credits James Dean with sug- 
gesting he take up still photography to 
learn framing as prep for an eventual di- 
recting career.) But then Hollywood 
“blackballed” him for being, as he puts it, 
“difficult to work with”; and photography 
became “the only creative outlet I had.” 
Hopper, now 57, put down his camera at 
age 31. Except for a recent photo project 
celebrating the anniversary of an ancient 
temple in Kyoto, Japan, and occasional 
portraits of camera-shy celebs like Sean 
Penn, he hasn’t taken photos since he di- 
rected 1969’s Easy Rider. 

“I was directing, and I couldn’t keep 
track of my camera any more,” he recalls. 
“Besides, I’d done everything I wanted to 
do in photography — except go to Viet- 
nam. By the time I wanted to go, they’d 
closed it down, so I couldn’t get in — 
which was probably a good thing.” 

The black and white pictures at the 
PRC, most of which were published in a 
1986 Hopper monograph, Out of the Six- 
ties (Twelvetrees Press), were selected 


from a recent Hopper/Andy Warhol show 
that toured Europe. (The large-format 
full-frame prints on display are decidedly 
superior to the book’s dark and murky re- 
productions, which make the photos seem 
badly taken.) Their subjects encompass 
Hopper’s then-young art-universe cohab- 
itors (Warhol and the Factory crew, Roy 
Lichtenstein, Robert Rauschenberg, Claes 
Oldenburg, etc.), his show-biz associates 
(Peter and Jane Fonda, Paul Newman, 
etc.), and ’60s icons (Allen Ginsberg, 
Martin Luther King, Rudy Gernreich, bik- 
ers, tattered posters, and on-the-road 
scenes). 

Hopper worked in the unschooled avail- 
able-light style made possible, in the late 
’50s, by the combination of new fast films 
and fast lenses on affordable hand-held 
cameras. The resulting liberation from 
technical constraints, then and now con- 
sidered an excuse for sloppy technique by 
formalists with no sense of adventure, was 
embraced by practitioners who found that 
working with Tri-X and available light 
made them less observers and more partic- 
ipants in the picture-making process. And 
the prints — though eventually evolving 
their own high-contrast, grainy, too often 
top-lit, sometimes fuzzy aesthetic — had a 
more natural and immediate feel. Like a 
filmmaker, Hopper did all his cropping in 
his camera, which he carried everywhere, 
as a security blanket, snapping away inces- 
santly amid fellow avant-gardists. “I was

The girth and integrity of the PRC show |

That returns us to the art-or-document 
issue. As art, Hopper’s work is clearly 
valid, filled with evidence of familiar (con- 
scious or unconscious) candid-documen- 
tary/informal portraiture influences dating 
from previous decades. His “blocks of un- 
nature” abstracts of peeling wall posters 
demonstrate a found-art phase that most 
photographers go through when they’re 
learning to see the world in terms of com- 
position; his subject-in-the-corner por- 
traits of Jasper Johns and Peter Fonda re- 


call, among many, Arnold Newman’s 1942 | 
shot of Max Ernst. What’s new in his work | 
— the loose technique and an honest, un- | 


abashed refusal to distance himself from 


his subjects — wasn’t unique among ’60s | 


documentarians, though he handled the 


boundless opportunities of the New Pho- | 


tography (adjunct of the New Left, the 
New Morality, etc.) better than many did. 


But the mystery is how Hopper, or any- | 
one, can see an exhibit with such bold his- | 


torical implications as art for art’s sake. 


This show, like the decade that produced | 


it, will be taken as sociopolitical statement. 
It should be no shock that yesterday’s 
snapshots or yesterday’s fine art can be re- 
defined as historical evidence. One as- 
sumes Hopper never set out to document 
the ’60s (he says he was only casually 
aware that what he photographed was so- 
cially momentous); he lived the decade 
(albeit at a rather rarefied movers-and- 
shakers level), and part of his participation 
was taking its picture. 

That his crowd were artists and per- 
formers and not members of, say, the 
Weather Underground, limits the show’s 
documentary scope. We’re shown Dean 
Stockwell as a friend would see him, 
clowning obliquely in a home setting; we 
see Martin Luther King, no closer than 
any member of the audience would, mak- 
ing a speech behind a bank of micro- 
phones. Are there surviving New Photog- 
raphy photojournalists who could mine 
their negative files for a more representa- 
tive "60s retrospective? Yes. But the 60s 
(Kennedy to the Fugs) defy single defini- 
tion anyway, so why quibble? This is a 
good look at Dennis Hopper’s young 
world, a circle that gave him entree to 
some formidable trendsetters. 

What’s striking here is that, at least to 
this reviewer’s 40-plus-year-old eyes, 
Hopper’s pictures don’t seem especially 
dated. Perhaps that’s because they show 


the world the way it looked when / first | 
learned to think visually. It would be inter- | 


esting to survey the reactions of gallery 
goers who don’t remember the ’60s first- 
hand. But except for the tender ages of 
recognizable (assuming you know them) 
personalities, Hopper’s collection of prints 
is timeless. If it imparts an obvious feeling 
for the decade it covers, that’s largely be- 
cause we know the subjects. 

A few details — Peter Fonda’s turtle- 
neck-shirt-windbreaker layered look and 
black-framed glasses, for example — date 


the shots, but the pictures that really evoke | 


nostalgia are the one that look as if they 
could have been taken in the 50s or even 
the 40s. Donald Factor at the Coca-Cola 


Factory (1964) smacks of vintage America | 


because its prop, a giant Coke bottle, | 


evokes a design genre that long predates 
the 60s. Daily News (1962) shows a black 
man in era-nonspecific urban dress plod- 
ding, like so many Works Progress Ad- 
ministration subjects, past a newspaper 
billboard that could have beeri a set from 
Citizen Kane. 

So Hopper may, in innocence, have de- 
fined the ’60s more than he knew. The pe- 
riod covered was, after all, a time of stac- 
cato changes that took us from the post- 
war complacency and conformity that 
linked America to the °30s and 40s to a 
less well-ordered new world order under 
which the line between a lot of things — 
including art and document — became 
fuzzy. QO

When the play was first to have been pro- 
duced, in the late 1940s, Laurence Olivier 
and Spencer Tracy were thought of for 
the role of Melody — though O’Neill 
thought even they’d be too minimal. 
“What this needs,” he said, “is an ac- 
tor like Maurice Barrymore or my old 
man. One of those big-chested, chis- 
eled-mug, romantic old boys who 
could walk onto a stage with all the 
aplomb and regal splendor with which 
they walked into the old Hoffman House 
bar, drunk or sober.” At the American 
Repertory Theatre, Daniel J. Travanti, 
best known as Captain Furillo on Hill 
Street Blues, is surprisingly fine as the 
Irishman who would be King’s English. 

Under the direction of onetime Abbey 
Theatre head Joe Dowling, Travanti — 
whose Furillo was rather a study in dead- 
pan subtlety — dares not only take the 
stage but strut it like a possessor self-dis- 
possessed. Sometimes the shambling din- 
ing room of the tavern (which, in Derek 
McLane’s atmospheric if Frank Gehry-es- 
que design, occupies only part of the ART 
stage) seems barely able to contain him as 
he thrashes and paces his way from one 
pompous, preening pose to the next, 
practically gargling his elocutionary en- 
comiums to Lord Byron, whose immortal 
disdain is Con’s mantra. Yet Travanti,

is Catholic audiences, Dan Goggin’s Nun- 
sense II: The Second Coming (at the 
Theatre Lobby, indefinitely) owes a lot to 
the performance traditions of the groom’s 
side. In this cabaret revue, the show’s five 
twisted sisters invoke the names (and pay 
homage to the performing styles) of such 
famous Jews as Barbra Streisand, Irving 
Berlin, Roseanne Arnold, and, of course, 
Whoopi Goldberg. The saltier, campier 
musical moments suggest a debt to Bette 
Midler; the saccharine ballads with their 
modulating climaxes are pure Barry 
Manilow. In the spirit of ecumenism, the 
nuns also do a polka, a can-can, a soft- 
shoe routine, a glitzy country tune (rhine- 
stone cowl-girl?), an Elvis-inspired rocka- 
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curling himself into a disheveled crouch 

worthy of Fagin, also captures the weasel- 

ly, pigs-herd con artist in Con, whose 

much-trumpeted scorn for the rabble is re- 

ally self-loathing. When, in the end, the 

bloody, beaten son-of-a-peasant symboli- 

cally slays his bogus dream of himself, the 

actor’s devastation is so zombie-like it’s 

scary. And, of course, tragic. In O’Neill, 

the truth does not so much set you free as 

deliver you, more docile, to the demons. 
As good as Travanti is, he may not have 

been necessary. Blunt, swaggering Jack 

Willis, strong as Con’s visiting enabler in 

drink and inflated memory Jamie Cregan, 

could have played the part. And the ART 

regulars, abetted by Irish actress Dearbhla 

Molloy, acquit themselves well in this un-

billy song, a ventriloquist bit (featuring a 
nun hand puppet called Sister Mary An- 
nette), an audience-participation game of 
bingo (“the next best thing to Heaven”), a 
gospel hymn, and a kickline. 

What plot there is begins with a dumb- 
show that recaps the first installment. (Af- 
ter eight years, Nunsense is Boston’s 
longest-running musical, and it continues 
to run in repertory with the sequel.) The 
original Nunsense, a benefit performance 
by the Little Sisters of Hoboken, climaxed 
with a deus ex McMahon: Sister Mary Am- 
nesia remembered not only who she was 
but that she’d won the Publisher’s Clear- 
inghouse sweepstakes. Nunsense II is the 
nuns’ thank-you performance a few weeks 
later, during which they learn that Ed 
McMahon has planted a Star Search talent 
scout in the audience, and that a rival 
Franciscan order is claiming Sister Mary 
Amnesia and her windfall belong to them. 

Frantic mugging ensues, as the ingrati- 
ating performers (Kerry Dowling, 
Maryann Zschau, Mary Callanan, Kat 
Mullins, and Joyce Avitabile) scramble to 
display their multiple talents. Direc- 
tor/choreographer Felton Smith stages a 
breezy evening of escapism, though some 
Catholic viewers may also find it purgative 
to hear nuns singing bathroom-humor 
songs about one another, or to see a nun 
on roller skates. 

If you’re looking for an all-female com- 
edy with more bite, check out Sandra 
Freeman’s Supporting Roles (at the Tri- 
angle Theater, Wednesdays through Sat- 
urdays through April 12). It’s a hilarious, 
farcical comedy of manners about six Lon- 
don lesbians going through enormous life 
changes. Menopause is wreaking hormon- 
al havoc upon three of them. Workaholic 


wife, to whom long suffering is a sort of 
ecstatic symphony — is quietly stunning 
in her proud martyr’s love. And Elizabeth 
Marvel, as craftily lovestruck Nora, is 
both her father’s feisty daughter and a 
youthful apprentice to her love-slave 
mom, boldly making a bed she will have to 
lie in in More Stately Mansions (the un- 
completed script that is the only other 
survivor of O’Neill’s cycle). Margaret 
Gibson, in the small role of Deborah Har- 
ford, mother of Nora’s Yankee-dreamer 
prey, manages a delicate combination of 
irony and ethereality. ; 

The ART’s only other outing into 
O’Neill territory was its near-operatic 
1984 staging, by the brilliant English di- 
rector David Leveaux, of A Moon for the 
Misbegotten. As enacted by a ghostly Ian 
Bannen and barefoot Kate Nelligan, it re- 
mains rooted, like the Irish national veg- 
etable, in my memory. This earthier and 
less stylized A Touch of the Poet, full of 

flinty immigrant aspiration, wrong- 
headed dreams, and ‘an almost rau- 
cous anguish, seems destined to grow 
there too. As for Travanti, he’s Potato 
Man, not Pizza Man, from now on. O

Lyn is trying hard to be more considerate 
to her longtime lover, Suzie, but Suzie, 
feeling stifled, panics one morning and 
bolts. She turns to their mutual friend Jo, 
who in a similar moment of midlife crisis 
has just quit her job. She has also em- 
barked on an affair with wild young thing 
Caro. Jo sets up a haven for Suzie in the 
flat of Rick, a worldly senior who is happy 
to have the company. Into the maelstrom 
drops Anna, Jo’s ex-lover’s now-grown 
daughter, whose struggle to find her sexu- 
al identity isn’t helped by her revulsion at 
her once-surrogate mother’s affair with a 
woman her own age. 

As soap-operatic as this sounds, Support- 
ing Roles is really a scream. Freeman’s dia- 
logue is filled with Wildean epigrams, yet 
her script benefits immeasurably from the 
warm, lively performances that director Kate 
Caffrey has coaxed from her cast. Genevieve 
Allison transforms the blunt Rick, with her | 
foreshortened sentences, into a feisty, Ruth | 
Gordon-—like life force. Jennifer Coan’s ra- | 
pacious Caro surprises with her capacity for | 
jealousy, astonishing herself with the | 
strength of her desire for Jo. Kate Movius’s | 
Suzie is pricelessly uptight; Maura O’Brien’s 
Lyn, clomping around in furry claw slippers, 
is an engaging control freak. 

Even Anna, the show’s most broadly 
comic and potentially annoying character, 
proves worthy of sympathy, thanks to the 
nuanced work of Sheila Egan, who repeat- 
edly draws laughs with just the word “So.” 
But the play belongs to Sidné Anderson’s 
Jo, who has the biggest supporting role of 
all, and whose clear-eyed deadpan makes 
her the production’s calm center. If that 
talent scout tires of watching fan-dancing 
nuns, he or she should come see these tru- 
ly funny women.

n 1901, journalist Frank Harris 
asked George Bernard Shaw for his 
honest opinion of GBS. Shaw 
replied that the persona was “one 
of my most successful fictions, but 
getting a bit tiresome, I should think. GBS 
gets on my nerves and bores me, except 
when he is working out something solid 
for.me, or saying what I want said. GBS 
be blowed!” There are those who would 
say that Donal Donnelly’s one-man show 
about Shaw, My Astonishing Self, which he 











has performed around the world since the 


| mid ’70s (and which is booked for the 
| Lyric Stage, March 18 through April 17), 


is a redundancy. After all, Shaw never 


| stopped performing, transforming himself 


from an awkward waif into a Boeing 


| 747-size gadfly on the tail of Victorian so- 


ciety. Who could play Shaw better than 
Shaw? 

For Donnelly, the issue isn’t doing GBS 
one better than Shaw could but creating 
an image of the playwright/Socialist/critic 


| that differs from the accepted picture of a 
| monumentally self-righteous windbag. Ego 
| Shaw had a-plenty, and Donnelly doesn’t 
| deny the writer’s mania for self-promotion 


or his eye for opportunism. But the actor 
feels that emphasis has been placed on the 
self-regarding iconoclast at the expense of 
Shaw the friend and benefactor. 

“Lindsay Anderson, the British director, 


| asked me after the show one night, ‘Donal, 


was he really as kind as that?’ I said to 


| Lindsay, ‘Well, if he was not, the world 
| has had enough of the garrulous and acer- 
| bic curmudgeon.’ In truth, his kindness to 


his friends was really overwhelming. It’s 
about bloody time, in fact it’s overdue, to 
know about his extraordinary compassion, 
not only for his friends but for acquain- 
tances crippled on the road of life. I do 
this show because we have had years of 
Shaw as the gabby basher, and it’s just not 
the whole picture.” 

Michael Holroyd’s recent three-volume 
biography of Shaw backs up Donnelly’s 
belief that Shaw was a great altruist. 
“Forty years after his death,” writes Hol- 
royd, Shaw “was at last becoming recog- 
nized, in the words of Dan H. Laurence,

paying rent, and he has brought the issue 
to the attention of the British Parliament. 

Although he admires Holroyd, Donnelly 
admits he has read only the first two vol- 
umes of the biography. “I thought the 
problem with the second volume,” the ac- 
tor says, “is that Holroyd kept wandering 
off and writing more about people on the 
periphery of Shaw’s life than about Shaw. 
He went into“dreas and couldn’t come out 
— there’s more written about Shaw than 
bloody Shakespeare.” 

Of course, the problem of confining a 
career as capacious as Shaw’s also con- 
fronted Donnelly in assembling My Aston- 
ishing Self. “How do you put 90 years into 
90 minutes?” he asks. “I’m giving a per- 
sonal Shaw, though I do go into his hob- 
byhorses, his commitments. But what I am 
trying to give is a personal introduction. | 
did not want to do any readings from the 
work of Shaw. I want you to feel that you 
are with him. There’s a lot of things that 
people may not know. There’s a lot about 
his personal life, glimpses of his back- 
ground — his relationship to his mother, 
to his father, to his sister, to the women in 
his life, Ellen Terry, Pat Campbell, the 
death of his wife. Audiences, particularly 
students, love hearing about Shaw from 
anecdotes, facts, and folklore.” 

To make you feel that GBS is in the 
room, Donnelly studied tapes Shaw made 
for the BBC. “The audio tapes are a 
tremendous guide to the older Shaw’s 
beautifully devilish inflections,” he con- 
fides. “No actor could invent them unless 
he heard them. Shaw began every BBC 
speech with a ‘Hellooo,’ and at the end he 
would slowly say, “Think it over. So long. 
So long.’ It is wonderful. At one point he 
talks about the terrible thing of seeing 
young men sing “Tipperary’ on the way to 
the slaughterhouse in the war. He says that 
old men, not young men, should be sent. 
He says, ‘Imagine the spectacle of octoge- 
narians hobbling to the front, waving their 
walking sticks and piping up to the tune of 
“We'll never come back no more, boys.” 
Wouldn’t you cheer enthusiastically?’ I 
couldn’t invent those inflections.” 

For Donnelly, it was Shaw’s immense 
charm and humanity, as much as his intel- 
lect and wit, that made him astonishing. 
“St John Irvine, an Orange conservative if 
you like, and a friend of the iconoclastic 
Shaw,” he explains, “wrote after the play- 
wright’s death, ‘Even though I differed 
from him so much, especially in politics, 
his kindness was beyond belief and I find 
myself bereft without it.’ Irvine was bereft 
without him, a man he constantly argued 
with, Both Irish Protestants, one from the 
North, one from the South, and what a 
wonderful thing to say. I share that feeling 
about Shaw.”

ill Hicks, who made 
scathing social and politi- 
cal satire as impulsively 
and gleefully funny as a 
great dirty joke, died three 
weeks ago at the age of 32, stolen away 
with little warning by pancreatic cancer. A 
| badass Texan with a heart, Hicks had per- 
haps reached his peak of fame last fall af- 
ter a set he performed on The Late Show 
with David Letterman was edited out in its 
entirety. 

It was not cut because the show ran 
long, and there was no cursing or slander 
in the act, which is detailed in the Novem- 
ber 1, 1993 issue of the New Yorker; essen- 
tially, his opinions were censored. The 
comic, who had appeared on Letterman 11 
times before, was surprised when he got 
the bad news a couple hours after the tap- 
ing, perhaps because he was not a sensa- 
tionalist whose purpose was to shock. He 
was doing what came naturally, and the 
sudden loss of someone so unconsciously 
bold is a horrible shame. He had broadcast 
serious comedy more widely than probably 
anyone other than George Carlin or Den- 
nis Miller — and he was funnier and less 
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compromising than them two, as admirable 
as they are in both departments. 

Hicks had ardent American fans, and 
Rolling Stone named him the Hot Comic 
in its May 1993 “Hot” issue. But he drew 
far more fans and media attention in Eng- 
land than here. And it’s unlikely, given his 
antipathy for commercials and network 
TV, that he ever would have become as fa- 
mous as Carlin or Miller. 

Satirist Barry Crimmins, whom Hicks 
quotes toward the end of that New Yorker 


| piece, says, “He reached a loftier goal than 


some sort of rubber-stamped universal ac- 
claim or household-name type stuff. He 


| may have done the ultimate thing that an 


artist can do, and that is play for the ages 
and not the age. Playing to the ages might 


| be more difficult for your contemporaries 


to understand, but he went right after it 
with verve and wit.” 

Talking about the Letterman incident, 
kindred comic Jimmy Tingle rues, “That 
kind of says it all. He was doing six min- 
utes. The average person watches 18,000 
acts of violence on television by the time 
they’re 21, interspersed with beer com-

comedian do in six minutes?” 

In fact, Hicks could do a lot of damage 
— the kind of damage a person needs 
done to his or her sanctuary of stereo- 
types, conventional wisdom, and easy an- 
swers. What made Hicks special was that 
he made it undeniably hilarious for audi- 
ence members to look past the glossy sur- 
face at truths they usually ignored. 

“Emotional honesty is why people con- 
nect with me, and the humor of course,” 
Hicks said in an interview with the 
Phoenix last summer, before his final Bos- 
ton appearance at the Comedy Connec- 
tion. “I leaven the medicine with humor; it 
makes it go down a little easier.” But 
Hicks was never a condescending doctor. 
“Whether it has an effect,” he continued, 
“I don’t fucking know or care. It’s a 
catharsis for me. I always play to myself. I 
always try and entertain me and the reason 
I do that is I don’t think I’m any different 
from the audience.” 

I discovered Hicks in the mid ’80s, on 
Letterman, standing firm and grim, lean 
and mean, in cowboy boots and black 
Western clothing — sort of like the young 
Paul Newman in Hud, looking for trouble. 
His dour bearing, his confident glare, his 
drawl, and his short, wry, caustic laugh 
helped create an aura of intimidation, but 
it was the perceptiveness of his 
jokes that made you gasp for 
air. 

His look was considerably 
softer at the Connection last 
summer — he bounced out on 
stage with a brown beard and 
moustache, wearing glasses, an 
earth-toned T-shirt, and khaki 
shorts — but the strength of 
his material remained awe- 
some. Uncensored, his free 
flow from politics to sex to 
drugs to religion to celebrity 
kept an enthusiastic crowd 
guessing. In a few of his angri- 
est moments, the crowd went 
quiet until, berating its 
hypocrisy, Hicks was able to 
convince it to laugh at the vivi- 
section he had laid out. 

“He was brave and he was 
necessary and, man, he got 
away with it in comedy clubs,” 
Crimmins reflects. “Hicks was 
just as brilliant as brilliant 
could be and he was accessible 
and people got it. He sure ruf- 
fled some feathers, but they got 
it, and they couldn’t deny that 
he was great at doing it.” 

And he was becoming happier at doing 
it; Hicks was still growing when he died. 
Talking last summer about whether he was 
too serious on stage, he said, “I’ve gotten 
more lighthearted. My anger was very un- 
focused, and a lot of times I took it out on 
the audience. As my audience and I have 
found each other, it’s become more light- 
hearted. I try to talk with them like I talk 
with my friends, and we of course talk 
about everything — it’s silly, it’s serious, 
and yet we're all pretty comfortable, and 
that’s the way I want to make it. But then 
again, I don’t see anything wrong with it 
being dramatic, either. I don’t find that 
weird. I don’t really necessarily think I’m a 
fucking comedian.” ms) 


Bill Hicks’s albums are Relentless and 
Dangerous (both on Invasion). Two more 
CD releases, Arizona Bay and Rant in E 
Minor, are planned on a label to be deter- 
mined. There are currently no plans to re- 
lease his HBO specials, One Night Stand 
with Bill Hicks and Revelations, on video.

‘Morrissey knocks tentatively 


at the door of the mainstream

e’s a miserably shy exhibi- 
tionist, a shamelessly self- 
absorbed champion of the 
underdog and the misfit, 
| and a generous, sensitive 
soul who is occasionally given to fits of 
vindictive, self-righteous anger. He’s Mor- 
rissey, the lovable, brooding neurotic who 
dared you to ignore or ridicule him when 
he fronted the Smiths, one of the more 
important British bands of the ’80s. And 

ever since the Smiths broke up, in 1987, 

he has continued to be a prickly thorn in 

the side of pop music. 

A master of blatant theatrical artifice, in 
both his vocal delivery and his media im- 
age, Morrissey — whose new CD arrives 
Tuesday — has sustained himself as one 
of the more complex and intriguing per- 
sonas in rock. He’s an arresting sex sym- 
bol who claims to be celibate and an 
avowed “ambisexual” with a decidedly 
unandrogynous image — both of which 
make him a wet dream for the British 
tabloid press. His songs ooze with earnest, 

| maudlin sincerity, yet they’re delivered 
| with a glaring pretension that borders on 
| campy self-parody. At his blandest or most 
overwrought, there’s a subversive, even 
charming danger to everything Morrissey 
does. The world of pop would be a far less 
interesting place without him. 

Despite his yearning to be an interna- 
tional sensation and his none-too-subtle 
tendency to act like one, Morrissey has 
clung to the peculiarly British mannerisms 
| and eccentric affectations that better fit the 
profile of the beloved/abhorred cult figure 
he’s remained. To his credit, he’s always 
wanted adulation on his own terms, and 
none of his post-Smiths efforts has been a 
critical or commercial disappointment. 
Most of them have charted higher in the 
US than any Smiths albums. His patience 
and persistence may finally pay off with 
| Vauxhall and I (Sire), his fifth solo release 

and his most disarmingly accessible invita- 

tion for the rest of the world, particularly 

Americans, to come join him in his misery. 
| With each successive solo outing, Mor- 

rissey has come closer to crossing over to 
| a more mainstream audience. He holds all 
the pieces: a distinct, confident voice, liter- 
ate lyrics that encompass the universal 
themes of loneliness and heartbreak, and a 
consistent knack for well-crafted melodies 
and pop-song hooks. Through his work 
with several post-Smiths producers and 
songwriting collaborators, including pro- 
ducer/bassist Stephen Street on 1988's 
Viva Hate (Sire), Clive Langer and Alan 
Winstanley on 1990’s Bona Drag (Sire), 
and guitarist Mark Nevin on 1991's Kill 





| Uncle (Sire), he’s shown a willingness to 
| shuffle those elements around in search of 


a winning combination. 
But as the one constant in singles that 


| have ranged from the pop-song simplicity 


of “Ouiji Board, Ouiji Board” to the 
weightier “November Spawned a Mon- 
ster,” Morrissey’s voice has continued to 
polarize. You have to be able to deal with 
his tragic misfit persona and his the- 
world-is-my-lounge vocal dramatics be- 
fore you can appreciate the considerable 
merits of his songs. 

Morrissey took a step in the right direc- 
tion with 1992’s Your Arsenal, his first 
consistently rocking, guitar-band-based al- 


| bum since the Smiths. In addition to offer- 


|

| ing two of his most hit-worthy tracks since 


“Suedehead” (“We Hate It When Our 
Friends Become Successful” and “Tomor- 
row”), Your Arsenal cast the singer as a 
band member — which, without toning 
down his eccentricities, made them seem 


less indulgent. By bringing the guitars into 
focus in front of a dynamic rhythm sec- 
tion, producer Mick Ronson also helped 
Morrissey and his band foster something 
similar to the chemistry and balance be- 
tween rock and vaudeville that made the 
Smiths so special. 

Vauxhall and I, which Morrissey had 
planned to record with Ronson before the 
former David Bowie guitarist died last 
year, builds on the artistic success of Your 
Arsenal by retaining guitarists Boz Boorer 
and Alain Whyte as bandmates and song- 
writing partners. Produced by Steve Lilly- 
white, the album is suffused with a lush 
ambiance that, despite a reliance on basic 
guitar/bass/drum arrangements, gives the 
songs a dark, orchestral warmth reminis- 
cent of the Smiths’ Strangeways Here We 
Come (Sire) — their highest chart entry. 
In place of Your Arsenal’s brash guitars 
and crisp drums, Lillywhite surrounds 
Morrissey’s voice with a dense wall of mut- 
ed electric and acoustic guitar tones and 
textures that heightens the depressing, 
soul-searching tenor of the album’s 
stronger tracks. 

For an album that’s aiming to break 
Morrissey to a larger audience, Vauxhall 
and I seems on first listen perversely 
gloomy. Opener “Now My Heart Is Full” 
emerges slowly out of ominous haze. Mor- 
rissey croons with sad determination that 
“There’s gonna be some trouble/A whole 
house will need rebuilding.” He lightens up 
for a moment with the suggestion that 
“everyone I love in the house will 
recline on an analyst’s couch 
quite soon,” but the rest of 
the disc is dominated by 
melancholy slow and 
mid-tempo dirges that 
play down the poppy, 
playfulness he’s shown 
in the past. 

He’s also sparing in 
his deployment of vo- 
cal flourishes, and the 
serious tone of Vaux- 
hall and I works in 
his favor. By rely- 
ing less on the 
flashy excesses 
he’s famous for, 
he succeeds in 
drawing more at- 
tention to himself. 
“Spring-Heeled 
Jim,” a depressing 
tale of an aging hip- 
ster, nearly buries his 
plaintive vocals amid re- 
verb-drenched drums and 
the threatening whine of 
feedback. And his voice 
barely rises about a whisper on 
the allegorical acoustic ballad 
“Lifeguard Sleeping, Girl Drown- 
ing.” Yet as much as both tracks 
contribute favorably to the overall 
mood of the album, they’re too low-key 
to expand his fan base. 

Elsewhere on the CD, irrepressible 
Morrissey indulges in his patented “Big 
mouth strikes again” antics, which won’t 
win him any new friends. With the Smiths 
he self-righteously targeted carnivores on 
Meat Is Murder (Sire). Since then he’s 
hurled abuse at hairdressers (“Hairdresser 
on Fire”) and more deserving candidates 
like Margaret Thatcher (“Margaret on the 
Guillotine”). This time he bites the hand 
that feeds with “Why Don’t You Find Out 
for Yourself,” a resigned rumination on 
the treachery and deceit of the music in- 
dustry (“Some men here/They have a spe- 
cial interest in your career/They want to 


. help you grow and then syphon all your 


dough”). Then he aims his cynical wit at 


18, 


“The Lazy Sunbathers” and unleashes his 
seemingly indiscriminate venom with 
amusing, playful rhymes like “Nothing ap- 
pears to be between the ears of the lazy 
sunbathers.” 

But Morrissey’s favorite subject has al- 
ways been himself. “Now My Heart Is 
Full” sets the stage for some emotional 
housecleaning, and he follows that 
promise with some of the most revealing 
lyrics he’s ever written in “Speedway.” 
Driven by huge, hammering drums and 
grinding guitars, the song features classic 
Morrissey overstatements like “You won’t 
smile until my mouth is shut good and 
proper forever” but takes a more down- 
to-earth turn with the tantalizing refrain 
“All of the rumors keeping me ground- 
ed/I never said that they were completely 
unfounded.” In light of his ongoing con- 
flicts with the British press about every- 
thing from his sexual orientation to his 
relationship with former bandmates, that 
one line could mean a lot. Then again, it 
could just be another of Morrissey’s 
smokescreens. 

Either way, it’s funny as hell, and in 
spite of Lillywhite’s weighty production 
so is the rest of Vauxhall and I. The 
songs are loaded with ironic humor, ab- 
surd exaggerations, and amusing contra- 
dictions that amount to Morrissey simul- 
taneously reveling in and making fun of 
himself as an incurably depressed martyr. 
In “I Am Hated for Loving” he addresses 
the poison pens that would defame 
him, declaring, “I still don’t belong 
to anyone/I am mine,” only to 
admit the lies weren’t lies af- 
ter all in “Speedway.” Even 
more perversely, he infus- 
es the pleasant melody of 
“The Lazy Sunbathers” 
with malicious baiting, 
and he delivers his ten- 
derest sentiments with

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ridiculously violent imagery (“I would 
happily lose both of my legs if it meant 
you could be free”) on the disc’s hardest 
rocker, “Billy Budd.” 

The strength of Morrissey’s maddening 
method is that his songs work both ways. 
He approaches each with the same dead- 
pan sincerity, so that they offer consola- 
tion and an identifying voice to the emo- 
tionally invested lonely misfit, flippant the- 
atrics and vaudeville humor to the more 
intellectual, and masterful pop songcraft to 
both. The problem is that he spends al- 
most as much time trying to goad people 
into hating him for his self-absorbed ec- 
centricities as he does courting mass ado- 
ration with his glamorous-loser routine, 
because his appeal is based on being a 
marginal character. 

When Elvis Presley was so lonely he 
could die, the cure for his self-loathing 
was a girl, something almost everyone is 
conditioned to identify with. For Morris- 
sey, who resembles Presley in his over- 
wrought emotional game playing, things 
are generally a lot more complicated. If 
he wants a larger audience, he doesn’t 
have to tone down his act, he just needs 
to mold it into something more people 
can relate to — which is exactly what the 
first single from Vauxhall and I, “The 
More You Ignore Me, the Closer I Get,” 
aims to do. Set against an arena-rock 
backdrop of chorused guitars and crash- 

ing cymbals, the song comes across as 
an affirmation of Morris- 
sey’s mock-stoic perse- 
verance and as a basic 
story about unre- 

quited love. It’s

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Morrissey’s songs prove that misery loves comedy

t’s been more a decade since Mor- 

rissey first told the world how blue 

he was, and to judge from Vauxhall 

and I, he hasn’t cheered a bit. His 

fans shower him with flowers and 
rush the stage to tear at his gold lamé 
shirts, but misery remains his best friend 
and loyal muse. 

Nonetheless, comedy is one of his favorite 
devices. His songs may sound sappy, self- 
pitying, and morose, but beneath the gloom 
and doom of many there’s comic relief. 
Beavis and Butt-head aren’t the only ones 
who’d laugh at a line like “The sun shines 
out of our behinds,” especially when you 


consider it in the context of a tragic love 
song like “Hand in Glove” (The Smiths). 
The truth is, Morrissey’s one of the most 
underappreciated humorists in rock and roll. 

His song titles reveal that behind his 
dour expression lies mischievous — and 
often sadistic — wit. From the Smiths’ 
“Pretty Girls Make Graves” (The Smiths) 
and “Girlfriend in a Coma” (Strangeways 
Here We Come) to Morrissey’s “Hair- 
dresser on Fire” (Bona Drag) and “You're 
the One for Me Fatty” (Your Arsenal), he’s 
displayed a real talent for punch lines. To 
let you know he’s in on the joke, he often 
pairs his most morbid subjects with bright 
and cheery music; with its light, bouncy 
melody and»cascading guitar arpeggios, 
“Girlfriend in a Coma” stands as one of 


his more brilliant examples. 

Absurd overstatement and blatant exag- 
geration are two of Morrissey’s best ploys. 
In the Smiths’ “Stop Me If You’ve Heard 
This One Before” (Strangeways Here We 
Come), he runs down a list of excuses for 
being late, the best of which is “I was de- 
tained/I was restrained/He broke my 
spleen/He broke my knees/And then he 
really laid into me.” And in case you were 
wondering whether the beating hurt, he 
spells it out for you with one of his typical- 
ly twisted embellishments: “The pain was 
enough to make a shy bald Buddhist re- 
flect and then plan a mass murder.” Ouch! 

Morrissey has imagined and sustained all 
kinds of strange injuries over the course of 
his songwriting career. On the Smiths’ de- 
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but, he dreamed up the perfect gift for the 
person who already has everything in 
“You’ve Got Everything Now”: “I don’t 
want a lover/I just want to be tied to the 
back of your car.” As a Smith, he offered 
to “leap in front of a flying bullet for you” 
(“What Difference Does It Make” from 
The Smiths); he even let fans in on his fa- 
vorite kind of beating in “Is It Really So 
Strange” (Louder Than Bombs): “You can 
kick me/You can butt me/And you can 
break my spine.” On Vauxhall and I, the 
list of injuries includes losing both legs 
(“Billy Budd”), “a brick in the small of the 
back” (“I Am Hated For Loving”), and a 
complaint that “I’ve been stabbed in the 
back so many times, I don’t have any skin.” 

Of course, Morrissey also has fun beat- 
ing up on himself. He’s rather grandiose 
about it in “How Soon Is Now?” (Hatful 
of Hollow) when he claims, “I am the son 
and the heir of a shyness that is criminally 
vulgar.” And he’s coy in “Half a Person” 
(The Smiths): “Sixteen, clumsy, and 
shy/The story of my life.” But his finest 
self-depreciating line comes in “Late Night 
Maudlin Street” (Viva Hate), where he 
sings with wounded amusement, “You 
without clothes?/Oh I could not keep a 
straight face/Me without clothes?/Well a 
nation turns its back and gags.” 

Morr’ sey can also dish out nasty put- 
downs. His plaintive delivery helps under- 
score the humor of his bitterest sentiments, 
as in “Panic” (Louder Than Bombs), where 
he chants “Hang the DJ” with deep sinceri- 
ty, or “Unhappy Birthday” (Strangeways 
Here We Come), where he offers the bitterly 
funny toast “Drink, drink, drink and be ill 
tonight.” In “King Leer” (Kill Uncle) he 
poses the innocent question “Your 
boyfriend went down on one knee/Well 
could it be he’s only got one knee?”; and in 
“The Lazy Sunbathers” (Vauxhall and I) he 
casually observes that “Nothing appears to 
be between the ears of the lazy sunbathers.” 

Even without a punch line he has a knack 
for using contrasting imagery and phrasing 
to find black comedy in serious subjects like 
“Death of a Disco Dancer” (Strangeways 
Here We Come). But if there’s one song 
that sums up his mastery of perverse hu- 
mor, its got to be Kill Uncle’s “Our Frank,” 
where he croons, “Give us a drink and 
make it quick/Or else I’m gonna be sick all 
over your frankly vulgar red pullover/Now 
see how the colours blend.” More proof 
that misery loves comedy. Q

They should be getting massive al- | 
ternative airplay. It’s kind of like the 
Shirelles sing Charles Ives. It’s four women 
with old-timy instrumentation: acoustic 
bass, fiddle, a banjo, and a button accor- 
dion and guitar player. But they have a 
rock-and-roll edge. I went to see Mary- 
Chapin Carpenter play last winter, and they 
were the opening act. 

“Also, I’m really big on Morphine, Cure | 
for Pain (Ryko). Their current drummer, | 
Billy Conway, drummed on my last couple of | 
records. He was telling us about the band on 
our last session, and when he told us what | 
the line-up was, I went nuts. And it works. 

“I also really love Lucinda Williams’s 
last one, Sweet Old World (Chameleon).

Right Time (Island), and it’s great. It’s 
Etta with Wexler in peak form. Just crisp 
and clean.

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JAZZ PIANO TRIBUTES: 
ALL KEYED UP 


Cynics say that the surge of jazz-trib- 
ute CDs signals the music’s senility, 
that it proves this once-vital and in- 
novative music now looks back more 
than forward. The best tributes, 
though, not only revisit tradition but 
revitalize it. That’s the case with three 
recent piano releases. 

Mostly Monk (Milestone) is a trib- 
ute by the Riverside Reunion Band 
(put together by Monk’s Riverside 
producer Orrin Keepnews). Barry 
Harris, a player whose connection to 
bop has always been more Bud Pow- 
ell than Monk, captures the crispness 
and idiosyncrasy of Monk’s playing 
to the tune of Jimmy Heath’s warm, 
robust, blues-inflected tenor, Nat 
Adderley’s sharp, stuttering coronet, 
and Buddy Montgomery’s incandes- 
cent vibes. Drummer Albert “Tootie” 
Heath and the ever-impressive bass 
of Ron Carter also contribute. 
There’s nothing musty or mildewed 
about this tribute, which captures all 
the wit, irreverence, and massive 
swing of Monk’s music. Also includ- 
ed are “West Coast Blues” and “Four 
on Six” for Wes Montgomery, and 
“Gemini” and “Work Song” for Can- 
nonball Adderley. 

The Key Players (DIW/Columbia) 
evolved from_a tribute to pianist 
Phineas Newhgrn Jr., led by former 
Berklee student James Williams. En- 
listing fellow Memphis-bred piago 
veterans Harold Mabern, Mulgrew 
Miller, and Donald Brown, as well as 
23-year-old Wisconsinite Geoff 
Keezer, Williams formed the Con- 
temporary Piano Ensemble as a jazz 
version of the LA Lakers; the group’s 
stars have enough love for the game 
to play together as a team. 

Although ofily a few cuts refer to 
Newborn directly, his spirit and soul- 
ful two-handed style preside over the 
date. Dismissed as a heartless, if tech- 
nically astonishing, virtuoso by some, 
Newborn, who died in 1989, has long 
evoked lavish praise from fellow mu- 
sicians. The ensemble’s players share 
more than a love for Newborn’s mu- 
sic; all but Mabern played with Art 
Blakey’s Jazz Messengers, the original 
hothouse of hard bop. The gospel- 
colored “Moanin’ ” is a tip of the hat 
to Blakey andihis pianists Horace Sil- 
ver and Bobby Timmons. 

Even with four pianists the sound 
never clutters, and the rhythm section 
— drummer Tony Reedus and young 
bass phenom Christian McBride — is 
firm. Top honors go to Mabern, re- 
puted to have the largest hands in 
jazz, for the invention of his phrasing 
and the shape of his solos. Each pi- 
anist has room to introduce and elab- 
orate his style, and the effect of all 
the soloing and trading of fours and 
twos is a ringing, resonant, blues- 
soaked feast. 

The debut as a leader of Abbey 
Lincoln’s 33-year-old pianist, The 
Secrets of Rodney Kendrick (Gi- 
tanes/Verve), is a thinly veiled tribute 
to Randy Weston and a veritable se- 
quel to Weston’s triumphant Melba 
Liston collaboration Volcano Blues 
(Antilles). 

Dark, unexpected harmonies 
abound. Kendrick inherits not only 
Weston’s Monk-in-Morocco piano 
style and his fascination with the 
African origins of the blues but his 
impulse to make a mid-sized jazz 
band into a rhythmically sophisticated 
orchestra. The performance of West- 
on’s “Gawana in Paris” employs 
African drums and rhythms to pro- 
duce a stirring, hypnotic number re- 
calling recent Don Pullen and Elling- 
ton’s exotic suites. Kendrick’s trio 
version of Weston’s reflective “Berk- 
shire Blues” and his Monkish reading 
of “Dig” show that he can hold his 
own as a soloist. The horns of Roy 
Hargrove and Kenny Garrett also 
stand out. 

Reverent but not fawning, these 
three albums succeed because of the 
detail of their homages — the con- 
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viction of the playing and attention to 
nuances. They are the work of play- 
ers who, whether veterans or rookies, 
have staying power and chops that 
won’t quit.

BACKBEAT SOUNDTRACK: 
PUNK REVISIONISM 


I hereby pledge to forgo the indis- 
criminate use of the word “postmod- 
ern” now that publicists feel free to 
toss the word in anywhere, as if it 
had not already been stripped of all 
meaning. Witness this excerpt from 
the press release touting the sound- 
track to the upcoming movie Back- 
beat (Virgin): “Imagine what would 
happen if you rounded up a group of 
players from today’s hottest post- 
modern acts and asked them to blast 
through classic rock ’n’ roll songs 
made famous by a band that has 
managed to stay post-modern for 30 
years: the Beatles.” 

I wonder whether, during the peri- 
od around 1961 depicted in the film 
and the album, when the Beatles were 
learning the ropes as a raw club band 
banging out three-chord rock in 
seedy dives in Hamburg, wearing toi- 
let seats around their necks, they 
knew they were being postmodern. 


It’s the premise of this project that 
the Beatles were a punk-rock band 
15 years before there was even a rock 
establishment for punk rock to rebel 
against. So it’s doubtful that even the 
most adept punk rockers or post- 
punk rockers or what have you could 
recapture that unironic and earnest 
approach that marked the Beatles’ 
music even before Brian Epstein 
made them wear suits and ties. 

What Backbeat does recapture is 
the disorienting effect that the early 
Beatles must have had on their listen- 
ers: The 12 classic tunes (including 
two each by Little Richard, Chuck 
Berry, Eddie Cochrane, and Larry 
Williams) covered on Backbeat are as 
familiar (if not more so) to us in their

Beatles versions as the originals are, 
inhabiting our very bones-like shared 
Jungian memories of prehistoric, 
mythic music. Backbeat allows us to 
hear these songs with new ears, just 
as the Beatles once did. The album 
creates the funhouse spectacle of 
American rock and roll reinvented by 
an English band for a German audi- 
ence but ultimately spewed back to 
America as a sound unrecognizably 
exotic and dangerous, now reclaimed 
by current American rockers and 
reinvented yet again as a strange and 
exhilarating hybrid. 

Uberproducer Don Was assembled 
a dream cast of alternative-rock 
heroes to play the early Fab Five on 
the CD. Nirvana’s Dave Grohl drums 
as Pete Best, R.E.M.’s Mike Mills © 
stands in for bassist Stu Sutcliffe, 
and Sonic Youth’s Thurston Moore 
and producer Don Fleming play the 
guitar parts: done by John Lennon, 
Paul McCartney, and George Harri- 
son. Singing Lennon’s parts is 
Afghan Whigs’ Greg Dulli; Soul Asy- 
lum’s Dave Pirner handles McCart- 
ney’s vocals. 

Part of the disorientation stems 
from the fact that the raspy, all- 
American voices of Dulli and Pirner 
don’t sound much like the Liver- 
pudiian originals. On “Rock ’n’ Roll 
Music,” “Money,” “Bad Boy,” “Slow 
Down,” and “Twist and Shout,” Dul- 
li bears only a passing resemblance to 
Lennon, and no one this side of 
Winona Ryder will ever mistake Pirn- 
er for the Cute Beatle. (Pirner belts 
“Long Tall Sally” and two Cochrane 
covers seldom associated with the 
Beatles, “C’mon Everybody” and 
“Twenty Flight Rock.”) 

Moreover, most of the songs are 
played with Ramones-like speed, 
brevity, and abrasiveness; “Long Tall 
Sally” gets an especially furious 
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thrash treatment, clocking in at a 
mere 1:45. Driving the music down 
the punk speedway is the impossibly 
impeccable drumming of Grohl and 
the fleet fingerwork of Moore. Were 
the early Beatles ever such skillful 
musicians? (Then again, Pete Best’ 
was supposedly a better drummer 
than Ringo Starr.) j 
About the only thing Backbeat has ; 
in common with the early Beatles’?

The Bros. Holly 


The Proclaimers shout and 
stamp for the Devil’s music

ith their Buddy Holly 
spectacles and the 
purest pair of sibling 
pipes since the Ev- 
erlys, Edinburgh’s 
Craig and Charlie Reid might be holdovers 
from the glory days of the jukebox and the 
sock hop. Never mind that these full- 
throated twins were born too late for a 
guest slot on The Ed Sullivan Show; never 
mind that they grew up on the wrong side 
of Hadrian’s Wall. Unlike the bogus clan 
tartans that their Highland countrymen 
pawned off in the days of yore, the Broth- 
ers Reid are the genuine article: sterling 
pop tunesmiths who can croon like no- 
body’s business and belt with the best of 
them. Let’s hear it for DNA. 

The boys call themselves the Pro- 
claimers, and they’ve got the beat. Many 
beats, actually — the Reids are magpies at 
heart, taking an infectious delight in mix- 
ing and matching a cavalcade of grooves 
with their made-in-the-womb harmonies. 
In the duo’s two previous releases, This Is 
the Story (1987) and Sunshine on Leith 
(1988), one could hear strains of the mu- 
sic hall, the honky-tonk, and the church 
choir as the lads spun their lovelorn bal- 
lads and uncorked their leather-lunged 
rave-ups, with toothsome echoes of Tin 
Pan Alley, Motown, and Merseyside 
thrown in on the side. If it lilts or bounces, 
soars or crunches, the Reids can remake it 
in their own double image. 

Their new Hit the Highway (Chrysalis) 
finds the twosome in as fine and lusty a 
voice as ever after their long layoff, light- 
ing into a dozen numbers that range from 
roistering stomps to shimmering airs. 
Their innate tunefulness allows them to 
take headlong liberties in stretching and 
punching up their American Bandstand 
sound, and to have their merry way with 
just about any choral style or R&B riff that 
happens to catch their fancy. And the good 
news is that no studio svengali is trying to 
rein in the brothers’ winningly unruly exu- 
berance. They’re still blessedly unaware of 
the notion that you can’t be both raucous 
and melodic, nerdy and nervy, hard-edged 
and wholesome. Producer Pete Wingfield 
seems to have just the right idea: let the 
blokes go at it until the soundboard starts 
smoking. 

It’s.a more gospel-tinged and soul-driv- 
en set of tracks the Reids have laid down 
this time, replete with Stax-Volt horns, 
snatches of roadhouse piano, and slivers of 
teardrop slide guitar. But their signature 
burrs are as incorrigibly sandpapery as 
when we heard them last. 

The album’s an impressive showcase of 
assimilation, a playlist that seems intent on 
paying homage to all the Stateside import 
vinyl you imagine the Reids must have lis- 
tened to as apple-cheeked Scots tykes. 
Even so, it’s a mistake to regard the Pro- 





claimers as some kind of novelty act or 
retro outfit. Their borrowed references 
and adapted influences are springboards 
rather than building blocks. Maverick mu- 
sical urges come too naturally to these 
scrappy underdogs for them to be slavish 
in their devotions or to dish up pastiche. 

What’s always been appealing about the 
Proclaimers’ song sheet is how audacious- 
ly the twins seesaw between earnest vul- 
nerability and brash abandon, mooning 
like schoolboys in one tune and cutting 
loose like pub-crawling hellions in the 
next. That form mostly holds in Hit the 
Highway, though there’s a decidedly 
grown-up spin to the angst and spleen on 
this outing. Although the Reids’ staple ma- 
terial remains the stuff of pop balladeers 
everywhere —the restless heart, the ran- 
kled soul, the wishful thought — they’ve 
made a clean break with anything that 
smacks of teen-dream bubblegum. 

The album kicks off with the rollicking 
“Let’s Get Married,” possibly the most 


rousing anthem to holy matrimony since | 


Al Green’s identically titled Motown 
paean. The Reids then tear into “The 
More I Believe,” an uptempo evangelical 
number that practically dares the agnostics 
in the room to keep their feet still. Al- 
though it’s one of three God-fearing cuts 
on the disc, don’t think that the twins have 
checked their wits and guts at the church 
door. They may have beaten a path to the 
altar, but their rip-roaring faith in the dev- 
il’s music remains their highest virtue. 

The most satisfying performances on 
Hit the Highway are those that stick to the 
righteous indignation of soulful heartache. 
“What Makes You Cry” and “Follow the 
Money” are lively romps over love’s mean 
streets and the work week’s hard knocks, 
with a chesty horn section pumping bump- 
tiously along behind the Reids’ chip-on- 
the-shoulder vocal chops. (For you new- 
comers, Craig’s is the vowel-bruising voice 
out front; Charlie’s the one giving the 
acoustic guitar a good lashing.) There’s 
the Dylanesque rant “Don’t Turn Out like 
Your Mother” and a seraphic cover of Otis 
Redding’s “These Arms of Mine,” a nifty 
shifting of gears that testifies to the twins’ 
dauntless versatility. Even better are the 
sweet and sour of “Your Childhood” and 
“Shout Shout,” the one a melancholy mi- 
nor-key tune for a wee Proclaimer daugh- 
ter and the other a hook-laden barnburner 
featuring a missus on the rampage and a 
marriage on the rocks. 

To American ears, Proclaimerspeak may 
take a little getting used to (out of the 
mouths of the Reids, “Bringing home the 
bacon” turns into “Bringing whom the 
beacon”), but it doesn’t require much 
more than a pulse in fait working order to 
pick up on the lingua franca of these lads’ 
crackerjack songcraft. With apologies to 
all the mixed breeds of soul survivors and 
blues brothers, there’s no copyright like 
birthright when it comes to the old twist 
and shout. 4

t wasn’t long ago that a band could 
still make a credible statement sim- 
ply by playing really loud and really 
abrasively. Locally, Green Magnet 
School were one of the last bands 
who pulled that off. When they first played 
out in 1988, they showed that it was still 
possible to be just a little louder and more 
brutal than anybody else. And they one- 
upped the two-guitars-and-distortion 
trend by using three guitars and distortion. 
Nobody was surprised when Sub Pop gave 
them a record deal. 

Five years later, noise rock has peaked as 
a trend, and the bands left standing are the

their next recording is up in the air, but for 
now GMS have joined the relatively small 
list of Sub Pop dumpees — and they didn’t 
even have to trick the label into thinking 
their guitarist was dead, as the Dwarves did 
before getting dropped last year. 

From the sound of things, the band 
aren’t trying to pretend that they don’t care 
about the problems with their label. “It hit 
us hard,” says Tim Shea, who’s one of 
GMS's two lead singers (with Chris Pear- 
son) and one of its three guitarists (with 
Pearson and Can Keskin). “It’s traumatic 
for any band to go through something like 
that, and it took us a while to bounce back. 
That’s why the record’s called Revisionist, 
because we spent time figuring out what 
the hell we were doing. ‘Are we doing this 
to sign with Sub Pop and move up the ma- 
jor-label ladder, or are we in it just to make 
music? Do we want to let themm destroy our 
band or stay true to whatever vision we do 
have?’ We decided we’d rather make 
records than be careerists.” 

As you listen to the 30-minute disc, it’s 
hard to tell what Sub Pop didn’t like. 
True, the six tracks (culled from 15 songs 
that were demo’d over the year) are too 
diverse to hang together as an album, but 
it’s clear that the band are growing in both 
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directions. The CD begins with their most 
straightforward material to date and ends 
with their least straightforward. The men- 
ace and fury of 1992’s Blood Music is in- 
tact, but there’s a better sense of dynam- 
ics. The band now build to the 
guitar/scream outbursts instead of wash- 
ing them over an entire tune. And they in- 
troduce the occasional hook without turn- 
ing into a pop group. (A kindred-spirit 
three-guitar group would be New York’s 
Band of Susans, who are opening GMS’s 
record-release party at the Middle East on 
Saturday:) With one major exception, Re- 
visionist stays somewhere within the tunes- 
with-noise format that Sub Pop is known 
for. And it doesn’t suffer by comparison 
with the label’s recent releases. To name a 
local example, it’s no less grisly than Six 
Finger Satellite’s Sub Pop debut, and gen- 
erally better tunewise. 

So what was the problem? “Damned if 
we know,” says Shea, adding that the label 
rejected the demos without telling them 
why. “They told us, “We don’t really want 
to get into specifics.” We felt a combina- 
tion of disbelief, anger, frustration, and 
victimization.” Sub Pop’s Joyce Linehan 
says it was a simple disagreement over the 
quality of the material. “They did some de- 
mos,” she said last week, “and though we 
thought there was some good stuff there, 
we didn’t think it was enough to constitute 
an album, and we weren’t interested in 
putting out an EP. On the other hand, the 
band felt very strongly about the material, 
so we gave them the option of having an- 
other label put it out.” Sub Pop is keeping 
an option on the band’s next album. 

The EP’s opener, “Kudgel,” is the band’s 
most accessible track yet, a sound-alike 
salute to the local band of that name (who 
have since written a song called “GMS”). 
But. it’s a safe bet that “Moon Ape,” the 
lengthy closing track, was one of the songs 
that caused the label dispute. It’s a truly 
scary piece of music, beginning with a tape 
loop of guitar feedback that’s repeated for 
about five minutes (yes, says Shea, the op- 
tion of looping it long enough to fill the 
rest of the CD was considered for a while). 
The band slowly make their entrance in an 
ominous slow-pounding riff, only to be 
drowned out by electronically treated voic- 
es, heavy breathing combined with threat- 
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ening grunts. Imagine Hannibal Lecter 
duetting with the Elephant Man. 

“I’m kind of interested to see how many 
people will even listen to the whole song,” 
Shea says. “What I like about it is that 
when you listen to it you can hear a lot of 
things that may or may not be there, like 
chimy bell sounds played really staccato 
and fast. That’s a representation of what 
we’re going to try doing in the future, to 
mix the experimentation with the harder 
rock stuff.” 

“It’s much easier to make the influences 
work with each other than to try to be a 
great straightforward rock band,” Iwaniki 
adds. “There’s so many bands now trying 
to do straightforward rock. If we were any 
good at it, I think we’d have done it by 
now.” 

Keeping that in mind, they'll be getting 
further out on the next album, which they 
plan to be a relentless sound collage with 
no silences between tracks. “It’s going to 
be hard to pull off,” says Iwaniki. “We plan 
to throw everything we have into a com- 
puter, mix it up like a big soup, and spit it 
all out. We have some things that are songs 
in a conventional sense, and a lot of found 
sounds that will serve as the glue between 
them. We went into New England Conser- 
vatory last week and recorded some primal 
stuff to use as segue pieces. We went in 
with garbage cans, pipes, pieces of metal 
— anything that would get an interesting 
percussive sound.” 

GMS may be bummed out about record 
labels, but they’re enthused about playing, 
and they feel that the climate’s still in their 
favor. “I think the changes in music over the 
past five years have been good,” says Iwani- 
ki. “Now you can always play what you 
want to play. Unless you’re on Sub Pop.”

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whatever music used to play when Carol 
Merrill displayed prize packages on Let’s 
Make a Deal. The idea’s in danger of 
wearing thin over an album, but they have 
a secret weapon in Cox, who was under- 
used vocally in Christmas and proves to be 
a mighty torch singer. Her version of the 
oft-covered “Cry Me a River” is flat-out 
gorgeous (though the tricky line “Told me 
love was too plebeian” trips her up a bit), 
and she plays up the drama of Kurt Weill’s 
“Surabaya Johnny” (in German, no less) 
for all it’s worth. Mostly-instrumental orig- 
inals fill the rest of the disc; they’re de- 
signed to spirit you off to a place where life 
is relaxed, romance is in the air, and all the 
drinks have little plastic umbrellas. 

To these ears, Christmas always had a 
self-conscious weirdness that kept them 
from being a great rock band, but Com- 


bustible Edison are far more user-friendly, 
exuding a goofy warmth that minimizes 
the in-joke aspects. Even the most termi- 
nal nerd can feel hip listening to this stuff. 
Instead of the usual song titles or band 
photo, the cover of Sub Pop’s advance CD 
features a recipe for “The Combustible 
Edison Cocktail,” which is made with 
brandy, Campari, and lemon juice. A high- 
concept move, to be sure — but I tried 
mixing one up and it came out pretty tasty. 
The music is the same way.

Berio at the BSO; contemporary 
American opera at the Lyric 


by Lloyd Schwartz 


ne must,” Rimbaud 

wrote over a century 

ago, “be absolutely mod- 

ern.” Last week, Rim- 

baud would have been 
proud of the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
for inviting the celebrated Italian compos- 
er and High Modernist Luciano Berio to 
conduct at Symphony Hall for the first 
time (he led the orchestra only once be- 
fore, at Tanglewood, in 1982). 

His program began with a literally heav- 
enly piece, Serenata per un satellite (“Sere- 
nade for a satellite”), by his friend Bruno 
Maderna, his co-founder of Italy’s first 
electronic-music studio. A war hero on 
both sides (when he saw what was going 
on in Italy after he returned from the Rus- 
sian front, he joined the partisans and was 
later decorated by the Allies), Maderna 
died of cancer in 1973, at the age of 53. 
Sarah Caldwell first brought him to Ameri- 
can in 1965 as the conductor of the Ameri- 
can premiere of Luigi Nono’s politically 
controversial opera, Intolleranza (with Bev- 
erly Sills in one of her rare appearances in 
20th-century opera). He was later active in 


the new-music program at Tanglewood. 

The American space satellite Boreas, 
launched to study the Aurora Borealis, was 
actually controlled at Darmstadt, which was 
also the home of the European musical 
avant-garde {and where: Maderna was in 
residence). The composer asks the conduc- 
tor to re-create the Serenade at every per- 
formance by choosing which passages to 
play and in which order — even choosing 
which instruments. Berio shaped the frag- 
ments in an arrangement for small orchestra 
by Nicola Bernardini: 26 players separated 
by lots of space (clarinet in the concertmas- 
ter’s spot). Delicate, delicious sonorities 
(harp, piano, celesta, vibes, muted trumpet) 
flicker, flutter, and dart around the stage for 
only five minutes before it all fades away. A 
shooting star. I hated for it to end. 

Berio then led his own Concerto II | 
(Echoing Curves) for piano and two groups | 
of instruments, an expansion and rear- 
rangement completed in 1990 of his own | 
1974 Points on the Curve To Find. This is a | 
“difficult” idea piece, a kind of contempo- 
rary Well-Tempered Clavier, the heart of 
which consists of the rapid oscillations on | 
the piano (almost Gershwinian) of combi- 
nations of adjacent pairs of notes in a 12- | 
tone row. All this “tremulating” takes place | 
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against a slow-moving orchestral cloud, a 
kind of cosmic tuning-up, sometimes 
pointillist (patches of sound exploding like 
flashbulbs), sometimes murky and thick — 
often powerfully dramatic, more often 
emotionally inscrutable and opaque. The 
dazzling nonstop pianist was the 28-year- 
old Andrea Lucchesini, a protégé of Maria 
Tipo, making his.BSO debut. 

| Berio conducts with exquisite delicacy 
| — here a finger pointing, there his thumb 
opening and closing against his fingertips, 
like a hand-shadow animal. He lets you 
| hear everything (like Boulez in his careful 
| balances and crystalline textures), and it’s 
| a useful reminder that the BSO can pro- 
duce such transparency. 

The piéce de resistance was the Schu- 
| bert-Berio (that’s right — the Schubert) 
| Rendering — a bleak title for some irre- 
| sistible music: Berio’s orchestration of the 
actual fragments that Schubert left for his 
Tenth Symphony connected by eerie musi- 
cal passages by Berio himself. He com- 
pares it to the kind of modern fresco 
restoration in which the color of the origi- 
nal may be heightened but there’s no at- 
| tempt to gloss over what has been lost. 
Schubert’s symphony promised to be one 
of his masterpieces, taking his recent devel- 
opments in the great C-major Symphony 
to a new stage. Here are those memorable, 
unmistakably Schubertian melodies, those 
uncanny modulations, those infectious 
rhythms in which funeral marches dissolve 
into country dances. The slow movement, 
Berio suggests in his notes, prefigures 
Mahler. And Berio’s shimmering, ghostly 
links, each introduced by the celesta, with 
their whispers of other Schubert, contain 
some of his own most haunting music. 

Such events — Boulez conducting 
Boulez in 1986, the late Witold Lutoslawski 
conducting a program of his own works in 
1990, Peter Maxwell Davies conducting his 
new cello concerto in 1991, Oliver Knussen 
leading his Second Symphony two years 
ago — are all too rare. But the BSO always 
manages to rise to the occasion. 

x 

In opera, on the other hand, especially in 
this country, neither composers nor pro- 
ducers (Sarah Caldwell is the notable ex- 
ception) seem to feel Rimbaud’s modernist 
imperative. The Boston Lyric Opera, for 
example, prides itself on presenting an 
American opeta each season. But however 
neglected the particular work, each choice 
has been stylistically conservative (Bern- 
Stein’s Candide, scheduled for next season, 
doesn’t quite fit this category). 

This season, the Lyric was affiliated with 
two American operas. In February, it 
sponsored with Suffolk University’s Bos- 
ton Music Theatre Project a workshop 
| production of Robert L. Aldridge and Her- 
| schel Garfein’s Elmer Gantry. Scenes from 

about half of this.earnest and ambitious 
| undertaking were first presented two years 
ago. Aldridge begins with a good idea, to 
depict the turn-of-the-century Bible Belt 
Midwest through various kinds of gospel 
music (he’s the s®nof.a North Carolina 
preacher). Garfein’s good idea was to 
stage the social, largely choral scenes as a 
sort of minstrel show. 

But the new material rather muddies the 
water. Neither Aldridge’s music nor Gar- 
| fein’s libretto sustains interest in the inner 
life of the two major characters: the phony 
evangelist Gantry and his almost other- 
worldly and certainly off-the-wall lover, 
Sharon Falconer. The two ‘strongest arias 
in the second half go to minor characters 
we have virtually forgotten 
| about. The gospel music

stead of developing. And in spite of the es- 
sentially traditional nature of the composi- 
tion, there isn’t one inspired melody that 
pours directly from — or directly to — 
the heart. 

The cast — especially the intrepid 
James Maddalena (who replaced the su- 
perb baritone Vernon Hartman as 
Gantry), tenors Carl Halvorson as 
Gantry’s friend and Frank Kelley as 
Gantry’s rival, soprano Sharon Baker as 
the rival’s (and Gantry’s) girlfriend, David 
Ripley as her father, Ron Williams as a re- 
vival singer, in fact almost everyone — is 
outstanding. But the excellent Canadian 
mezzo-soprano Linda Maguire is miscast 
as Sharon, a role conceived for the mes- 


merizing Lorraine Hunt. Her singing and | 


stage presence are simply on too small a 

scale to carry away a tentful of believers. 
Conductor Steven Lipsitt and pianist 

Scott Nicholas made heroic contributions. 


If the dramatic line is streamlined and the | 
score tightened and interiorized (this is a | 


big “if”), there might really be something 
to cheer. 

The Lyric’s subscription season is end- 
ing with Stephen Paulus’s adaptation 
(with librettist/stage-director Colin Gra- 
ham) of James Cain’s steamy novel, The 
Postman Always Rings Twice, probably 
best remembered in its film-noir incarna- 
tion with Lana Turner and John Garfield. 
Some doubt has been cast as to whether 
this cynical melodrama of adultery and 
murder (with the hero ultimately executed 
not for the murder he committed but for 
something he didn’t do) is an appropriate 
operatic subject. Sounds like opera mate- 
rial to me. (In 1890, a decade before Puc- 
cini, G.B. Shaw reviled Sardou’s “cheap 
shocker” La Tosca by exclaiming: “Oh, if 
it had but been an opera!”) 

Graham, who staged the original 1982 
production in St. Louis (as well as The 
Ghosts of Versailles at the Met and the 
Lyric’s Béatrice et Bénédict last year), gives 
the production the slick look of a Broad- 
way show. Every wall, ceiling, chair, and 
bed in, on, or over Erhard Rom’s turntable 
set moves. If only Paulus’s score had the 
exuberant tunefulness of a musical (maybe 
this should have been a musical — called 
Postman!) instead of the same dreary, con- 
ventional . . . am I repeating myself? 

The opera begins promisingly with a re- 
pressed saxophone wail, and later there’s 
some atmospheric wind writing under the 
scene changes. But there’s nothing memo- 
rable for the voice. The big love duet 
might as well be recitative. A Greek “folk 
song” is strictly out of the conservatory. 
Paulus’s deliberately schlocky music for a 
corrupt DA and a knowing lawyer encour- 
ages Graham to stage their a duet as a 


vaudeville shtick. But this joke, neither | 


funny nor chilling, betrays the gritty real- 


ism that gives the story such power. The | 


one really theatrical moment in the music 
comes when the murdered husband’s song 
keeps echoing after the car he’s in is 
pushed over the cliff. 

Graham’s libretto hews pretty close to 
the book. His juiciest lines come. right out 
of Cain: “You like blueberry pie? Someday 
I’ll make you blueberry pie.” “Come here, 
Frank, you’ve got too many clothes on.” 
Some shameless performances could make 
these come-ons sizzle. But soprano Anna- 
lisa Winberg is too trimmed and icy for 
Cora, the “hell cat” would-be starlet fed up 
with cooking in her husband’s diner; and 
baritone Franco Pomponi is too scrubbed 
and collegiate for Frank, a Depression 
drifter pumping gas. Both are good-look- 


ing and sing well (though you can’t make | 


out more than half of Winberg’s 
words), only there’s no heat. 
Tenor Robert Galbraith, 


though, is terrific as Nick, Cora’s | 


aging Greek hubby (“He’s soft, 
he’s greasy, and he stinks”). 
He’s got a natural ping and is

Dark Longing 


Bonnie Raitt’s latest hides 
angst in a sugar coating

onnie Raitt’s third install- 
ment in her new career as 
a superstar, Longing in 
Their Hearts (Capitol), 
follows closely the formu- 
la of its two predecessors, ’89’s Nick of 
Time and ’91’s Luck of the Draw. There’s 
the same co-producer (Don Was), many 
of the same musicians, same back-up 


| singers, a few of the same contributing 
| songwriters — in short, the same am- 
| biance. Which makes sense, of course. 


When a record like Nick lifts you, after a 


| 20-year career as a cherished cult item, 


into the pantheon of multi-Grammy 
celebrityhood, it doesn’t signal a time to 
start experimenting. 

Although there’s a predictability about 
Hearts, it also contains elements of Raitt’s 
blues-drenched background — not just 


| genre specifics, but attitude. There’s a 
| dark, angst-ridden EP hiding in this big 


VH-1-friendly pop disc. 
Fortunately Raitt has hit it big by selling 


| out little: Was continues to apply his con- 


tempo pop/rock gloss tastefully, a small 


| concession to lure customers. Meanwhile, 
| the singer is free to unfurl her newly confi- 


dent voice — she sounds commanding 
more often than when she was a cult item, 
but that could be because she’s now al- 
lowed more takes — and to display, in- 
creasingly, her songwriting. There’s also 
the usual handful of special guest stars 
making the usual no-impressions. It really 
matters little, in terms of the music, that 
it’s Richard Thompson strumming an 


| acoustic guitar at one point or David 


Crosby contributing an indifferent vocal 
harmony at another; they’re there for mar- 
quee value only. 

This safe set-up offers a respectable 
showcase for Raitt’s various personae: folk 
angel, blues mama, mature chanteuse. And 
much of the album gives off that comfort- 
able vibe of role-playing sadness, of sweet 
pop misery. That could mean long stretch- 
es of dreck, but Raitt’s emotionally direct 
singing enhances the mini-cathartic inten- 


| tions of hard-luck laments codified into 
| banal lyrics and reassuring melodies — 
| even when the arrangement is a little arch, 


as on “Circle Dance,” with its quintet of 
strings and hook courtesy of Raitt’s elec- 
tric piano. Or on the familiar “I Sho Do,” 
which she gives an emotive blues-dialect 
reading. Or on “You,” with its schmaltzy 
lyrics but unforced vocal delivery. 

Or .. . well, you get the idea. For much 


of the disc, it’s the singer, not the song. 
But then there are moments — whole 
songs, in fact — where the lyrics do more 
than merely counterpoint the friendly mu- 
sic, and they cut a lot deeper than any ca- 
sual Raitt listener would expect. “Longing 
in Their Hearts,” with music by Raitt and 
lyrics by her husband, actor Michael 
O'Keefe, is jaunty enough to be one of the 
disc’s surefire openers, but by the third 
verse the song, which had started as a 
homy tale of prole discontent, has escalat- 
ed to the more universally mod matter of | 
despair writ large. A couple come together | 
to “make a pact, sealed with desire/For a 
happier house and home/Only to find it 
doesn’t untie/the knot where feelings 
die/There’s a longing deep inside our 
hearts/And no one to tell us why.” Pretty 
subversive to suggest, in such a high-oc- 
tane pop context, that true love may not 
supply all the meaning one needs in life. 
And there’s no last-minute glimmer of 
hope. Instead, the song shifts its point of | 
view to a cosmic perspective: “And even 
the stars at night agree/That the sky is 
falling apart/We know because we can 
feel it too/There’s a longing in our 
hearts.” 

Two other examples of pushing beyond 
the province of potentially platinum plati- 
tudes are wholly Raitt compositions: “Cool 
Clear Water” and “Feeling of Falling.” 
Both speak of the lure of transcendence. 
In the hard-edged bluesy “Falling,” it’s the 
nagging memory of days of sexual aban- 
donment and drugging. “Sometimes | 
miss that feeling of falling . . . It ain’t 
something you get over/You might think 
you made it through/You can turn your 
head and walk away/But it never takes its 
eyes off you.” On “Water” the need still 
churns: “I want to feel myself go under, 
baby/Where the deepest river bleeds/I 
want to feel it pull me under, darlin’/Until 
it drops me to my knees.” The music alter- 
nates between lighthearted pop and what 
sounds like psychedelic. bridges, complete 
with “oms” and a bluesy muezzin wail 
from Bonnie. It works. 

The song that would complete that dark 
EP is a cover of Richard Thompson’s 
“Dimming of the Day.” It’s a typical ex- 
ample of his somber stateliness, the gravi- 
tas that’s with him even when he rocks 
out. Which is why he’ll probably never 
cross over the way Bonnie has. Not every- 
one has the knack — or perhaps it’s just 
some combination of the right producer 
and the right voice — to turn some of

**1/2 Gary Burton and Rebec- 
ca Parris, IT’S ANOTHER DAY 
(GRP). It’s surprising that Burton 
and Parris haven’t found each 
other before now. His cool, almost 
Clinical vibes are a perfect foil for 
her low, throaty singing. And the 
two sound natural together 
because they’re both highly con- 
scious; you can almost hear their 
minds working as they negotiate 
the changes of a given tune. The 
ease with which they respond to 
each other results in a relaxed, 
romantic atmosphere; for proof, 
check out Burton's delicate solo 
on “Emerald Mist (It’s Another 
Day).” Parris taunts and teases 
melodies, but as “Forest of 
Dreams” makes clear, she hasn’t 
forgotten her belting ability. 

The most adventurous cuts are 
rearranged standards. Gershwin’s 
“Our Love Is Here To Stay” gets 
new chords, a brighter tempo, and 
wailing blues guitar. Parris’s inter- 
pretation is slightly jive, but that’s 
redeemed by her forcefulness and 
Burton's sterling work. Newer 
tunes like Mitch Forman's “A 
Deeper Dream” are clever but suf- 
fer from the plague that brings the 
album down: uninteresting MOR 
jazz-pop treatments. Burton and 
Parris are a great pair, but too 
many of their songs lack distinc- 
tive arrangements and wind up 
sounding average.

* *1/2 Eliane Elias, PAULIS- 
TANA (Blue Note). Keyboardist 
Elias has distinguished herself 
with both classical and jazz releas- 
es. Paulistana has plenty of tradi- 
tional Brazilian pop, with sambas 
by Ary Barroso (the '30s hit 
“Brazil"), Luis Bonfa (“Black 
Orpheus,” from the 1959 film), and 
the omnipresent A.C. Jobim (“Jet 
Samba”). Elias and one of her two 
top-notch rhythm sections (bassist 
Marc Johnson, drummer Peter 
Erskine, percussionist Café) chug 
up a head of steaminess with 
vocal cu/ca on another classic, 
Jacob do Bandolim’s “Carioca 
Nights.” Her own pieces (“So in 
Love,” the title track) are more 
inclined to smooth and romantic 
post-bop. More comfortable and in 
control than on her last release, 
this daughter of Sao Paulo 
exhibits a wider musical spectrum, 
and genuine passion.

**x*xRickie Lee Jones, TRAFFIC 
FROM PARADISE (Geffen). If 
Rickie Lee Jones is about any- 
thing, she’s about coming to terms 
with perpetual uncertainty and 
changing circumstances. At this 
juncture, she’s sifting through the 
ashes of a broken relationship, 
mentally screening her childhood 
home movies (not a pretty sight, 
those), and counting her remain- 
ing blessings. The disc, which she 
arranged and produced, flows by 
at a relaxed, deliberate pace. 


Guests like Brian Setzer, Lyle 
Lovett, Syd Straw, and, most sig- 
nificantly, Leo Kottke contribute to 
her trademark sweet-and-somber 
romanticism. 

A cover of “Rebel Rebel” (with 
Setzer and Straw) is muskily 
effective. “Altar Boy” and “Stew- 
art’s Coat” (with Jones begging 
for “strength to learn to crawl") 
are perfect cigarettes-and- 
Scotch-at-two-a.m. songs; “A 
Stranger’s Car” is a creepy dys- 
functional-family ballad. You 
might wish she had indulged her 
playful side a bit more, but what 
Jones has crafted here is coher- 
ent and copacetic.

** Eric’s Trip, LOVE TARA 
(Sub Pop). Half the charm of 
Eric’s Trip, Sub Pop's first recruit 
from the supposedly fertile under- 
ground of New Brunswick, Cana- 
da, is their low-fi, underachiever, 
studio approach. Raw and striking- 
ly unpolished, their full-length 
debut aims to be an unselfcon- 
scious diamond-in-the-rough. 
Unfortunately, Sebadoh and Pave- 
ment have already traveled this 
slacker route, and they’ve ex- 
hausted the novelty of half-fin- 
ished songs, mumbled vocals, 
poorly recorded drums, and 
buzzing amplifier noise. 

Most of Love Tara's harder-hit- 
ting tunes echo the grungy, alien- 
ated folk-rock of Sebadoh, and 
there are strong hints of acoustic 
Neil Young in understated melan- 
choly ditties like “Behind the 
Garage.” There’s plenty of promise 
in the tuneful din of “Belly,” the up- 
tempo drone of “My Room,” and 
the wistful acoustic strum of 
“Allergic to Love,” the latter featur- 
ing a relaxed and inviting vocal 
duet between guitarist Rick White 
and bassist Julie Doiron. But too 
often the songs on Love Tara suf- 
fer for the sake of some hip, mini- 
malist ideal.

**1/2 Tevin Campbell, I'M 
READY (Qwest/Warner Bros.). 
What the world needs, sings 
Campbell, is another Stevie 
Wonder, and he may have a point 
— better, in these days of vio- 
lence, to be the cling-to-me tenor 
faithful to his melody than the 
chance-taker who riffs a melody 
to dreamy shreds. Visionary opti- 
mism is out of place in 
Campbell’s worid of lamentation. 
He sings with more certainty than 
a man should possess when he’s 
not yet 20. Indeed, he embraces 
certainty almost to the exclusion 
of variety: whether it’s “I’m 
Ready,” “Can We Talk,” “Shhh,” or 
even “What Do | Say,” the song's 
the same. But sameness works 
better for him than does the 
mouth-kiss style of Keith Sweat 
(“Always in My Heart” and 
“Brown-eyed Girl"). And as is the 
case with too many romance 
singers, uptempo songs (“The 
Halls of Desire” and “Paris 


1798430”) unmake his make-up.

** Sarah McLachlan, FUM- 
BLING TOWARD ECSTASY 
(Nettwork/Arista). The third album 
by Canadian songstress McLach- 
lan follows a logical musical path 
from her outstanding 1991 release 
Solace by moving farther from the 
preciousness of her ethereal 
debut. Here she’s framed her sim- 
ple compositions with gritty folk 
blues to create a deep acoustic 
tapestry over which she weaves 
her tales of loss and regret. It’s a 
fuller but more common sound. 
McLachian’s personal lyricism 
rarely falls into cliché, but her 
sweet, operatic voice seems 
strangely subdued by the new 
musical setting. Set back in the 
mix, it lacks emotional resonance. 
The heavier instrumentation further 
blunts her emotional immediacy. 
From the opening “Possession” — 
a typical, sorrow-laden tale set to a 
chugging rhythm — to the closing 
title track, neither McLachlan nor 
the band truly break stride or a 
sweat. Only “ice” stands out in its 
Solace-like sparseness, which 
makes it all the more stunning.

**1/2 Deby Pasternak, TRUST 
ME, I'M SOULFUL (Off the 
Block). Singer/songwriter Paster- 
nak can’t be accused of selling out 
on her CD debut. The 11 songs 
are done with no frills, Pasternak 
and her acoustic guitar accompa- 
nied only by Marika Tkelios on 
occasional bass. On stage that 
approach works fine, since Pas- 
ternak has enough charisma to put 
the songs across. But it’s too bad 
she didn’t take the chance to flesh 
them out a bit more on album. 
Catchy melodies aren't really her 
strong point; most of her tunes are 
too long and subtle to sustain 
interest in a solo-acoustic setting. 
With a band, she'd be freer to 
explore her jazz leanings and give 
her voice a chance to work out. 
Her flexible vocals are the 
recording’s strong point. The bare- 
ly restrained urgency on “The 
Garage Song” and the warmth dis- 
played on “Closer” both hit the 
emotional target. Lyrics are hit- 
and-miss. She’s convincing when 
she sticks with romantic themes 
(‘The Pick-Axe Love Song” takes 
a fresh approach to the subject), 
less so when she gets more ambi- 
tious. She’s soulful enough to 
trust, but this is more of a demo 
than a proper album.

**1/2 The Mavericks, WHAT A 
CRYING SHAME (MCA). Not only 
is the title track the best country 
single I’ve heard in 1994, it’s the 
best mainstream rock song, too. 
The hard drum kick, the ringing 
guitar pattern, the yearning minor- 
key melody — these devices 
might aim for the melancholic 
pang of honky-tonk heartbreak, 
but they deliver it through the 
swirling uplift of danceable rock 
and roll. It's more proof that coun- 
try music is the last radio-friendly 
refuge where earnest young per- 


formers can profit from fresh, mid- 
die-American songcraft. 

Except for well-chosen Spring- 
steen and Jesse Winchester cov- 
ers, the band avoid repeating this 
modern country-rock combination 
on the rest of album. After letting 
lead singer Raul Malo write most 
of the tracks on their overambi- 
tious and unprogrammable 1992 
debut, they’ve teamed him up with 
professional tunesmiths to tighten 
the band’s image by sticking 
closely to neo-trad material. The 
result is a stronger product, but 
even the most elegant Roy 
Orbison imitation and catchiest 
two-step revival sounds timid and 
thin next to the promise of the sin- 
gle. Moral: country may be a 
réfuge, but it can also be a trap.

***1/2 Dry Branch Fire Squad, 
JUST FOR THE RECORD (Roun- 
der). Tears and tragedy are the 
essence of Dry Branch. Rooted in 
that dark, primeval hollow where 
old-time mountain music and blue- 
grass embrace, the Ohio-based 
acoustic quintet resurrect classic 
songs of the Carter Family and 
Stanley Brothers on their sparely 
arranged 13th album. 

Sharp harmonies and stark 
lyrics of barroom murder and 
orphaned children create a chilling 
mood. Leader Ron Thompson's 
mandolin dashes are crisp and 
assertive. Sobbing-voiced Su- 
zanne Thomas’s clawhammer 
banjo ripples as clearly as the 
mountain stream in the refrain of 
“Unwed Fathers” (a John Prine 
cover). Her tour de force is her 
full-throttle alto delivery of the tra- 
ditional “A Mother’s Last Words to 
Her Daughter.” A dying woman 
rejoices at her trip to Heaven but 
warns an errant daughter that sal- 
vation doesn’t await women who 
dance or play cards. The Nashville

Remember that post- 
World War || California was the 
home of many distinguished 
refugee musicians: Schoenberg 
and Stravinsky lived there; Otto 
Klemperer conducted the LA 
Philharmonic. In fact, the movies 
brought this quartet together — 
professional musicians whose 
busy work on film soundtracks 
didn’t satisfy their craving for the 
classics. 

Their earliest recordings were 
of contemporary music. Before 
they recorded Schoenberg's 
Verklarte Nacht (which was origi- 
nally written for string sextet), they 
played it for the hard-to-please 
composer, and he was so im- 





pressed he agreed to write the | 


liner notes — the only ones he 
ever wrote (they’re reproduced in 
this new issue). It’s a performance 
of otherworidly beauty, a deeply 
felt realization of Richard Dehmel's 
moving poem about a couple 
whose love transcends the agony 
of her being pregnant with another 
man’s child. The Schubert Quintet 


is, of course, one of the most gor- | 


geous pieces of music ever writ- 
ten, and this fleet, unselfindulgent, 
exquisite version is one of the 
most radiant. 

The first violinist, the late Felix 


Slatkin, and the cellist, Eleanor | 
Aller, are the parents of St. Louis | 


Symphony conductor Leonard 
Slatkin. The other regulars are vio- 
linist Paul Shure and violist Paul 
Robyn. They are joined here by 
violist Alvin Dinkin and cellist Kurt 
Reher. This is the first CD devoted 
to this marvelous ensemble. But 
it’s not their first appearance on 
CD; you can also hear them 
accompanying Frank Sinatra on 
Close to You, the best album he 
ever made.

**&*xTHE ACCOMPANIST (1993). 
Claude Miller's restrained, deli- 
cate, moving, and musically 
enchanting romance is about a 
love triangle as seen by a young 
woman living in World War II 
Paris. It begins with a concert per- 
formance by opera singer Irene 
Brice, whose singing transports 
the listeners; what they don’t real- 
ize is that it’s ultimately more sat- 
isfying to bask in her voice than to 
genuflect forever in Irene’s ethere- 
al presence. Her husband Charles 
and her accompanist Sophie will 
learn that as the three escape 
from German occupation and set- 
tle in London. The film’s obvious 
weakness is its framing of 
Sophie’s adulation and sub- 
servience; Miller's manipulation is 
unnecessary in light-of Romane 
Bohringer’s depiction of Sophie’s 
repressed passion and un- 
ashamed voyeurism. Despite her 


performance, and Elena Safo- 
nova’s portrayal of Irene, it’s 
Bohringer’s real-life father, 
Richard, who steals the show as 
Charles: he portrays heartbreak 
and resignation with wordless elo- 
quence.

***xACE VENTURA, PET DE- 
TECTIVE (1994). After warming 
up slowly, this no-brainer boils 
over into an exemplary stupid 
comedy. The obvious talent is Jim 
Carrey, an excellent stand-up and 
TV comedian, who made the right 
choice for his first lead role in a 
film. He’s the title character, a 
loony, surprisingly skilled, cock- 
sure “pet dick.” In the background, 
but no less impressive, are the tal- 
ents of Sean Young, Tone Loc, 
and the rest of a supporting cast 
who manage to keep a straight 
face in the presence of Carrey’s 
absurdity.

**xBLANK CHECK (1994). This 
shameless take-off on Home 
Alone, complete with evil crooks 
and violent slapstick gags, pro- 
jects any kid’s dreams onto the 
screen — larger than life. When 
penniless Preston Waters, played 
by charming Brian Bonsall, gets a 
blank check from a money laun- 
derer/prison escapee (Miguel 
Ferrer) who nearly runs him down, 
he cashes it for $1 million — too 
much for the bad guys, but perfect 
for Preston. While Ferrer and com- 
pany chase after him, he spends 
the moolah in six days under an 
alias. Ultimately, there’s a “valu- 
able lesson” to be learned, and it 
comes off sappy and sticky sweet, 
but there’s also an irresistibly 
warm and fuzzy side to this film — 
it is, after all, Disney.

On the 
lam from the killers, she hooks up 
with a hotshot investigative 
reporter (Denzel Washington).

**x*xPHILADELPHIA (1993). 
This Jonathan Demme film is 
many things — a shrewdly manip- 
ulative tearjerker, a rousing court- 
room drama, an buddy 
movie — but it’s not really a film 
about AIDS or being gay or homo- 
phobia. Those topics make their 
presence known, but they’re dis- 
guised by a polished Hollywood 
entertainment. Set in the title city 
(grandly photographed by Tak 
Fujimoto), it’s about Andrew 
Beckett (Tom Hanks) and his case 
against the law firm that canned 
him because he has AIDS. The 
scene in which he requests that 
attorney Joe Miller (Denzel 
Washington) take the case is cru- 
cial: at Beckett’s news that he has 
AIDS, Miller and the camera back 
up, and this distance between the 
two men and between the film and 
its subject becomes Philadelphia's 
main dynamic. But Hanks and 
Washington do give magnetic per 
formances; Hanks achieves, with 
reserve and wit, scenes of pathos, 
courage, and humanity. And the 
film does bare the hard truth at 
times: when Beckett removes his 
shirt in court to show his body’s 
lesions, it’s an ecce homo that 
confronts us with the suffering and 
horror we would rather avoid. With 
Antonio Banderas, as Hanks’s 
nominal lover, and Jason Ro- 
bards, as the epitome of prejudice.

In an 
astonishing performance, Holly 
Hunter stars as Ada, a mute 
woman sent to the backwoods of 
19th-century New Zealand as the 
mail-order bride of the puritanical 
Stewart (Sam Neill).

(Anna Paquin) and a piano. When 
Stewart won't take the piano to his 
home, his uncouth neighbor 
Baines (Harvey Keitel) takes it 


himself; then Baines hires Ada for | 


piano lessons that lead to sexual 








favors and, eventually, intense | 


love scenes that are triumphs of | 


female sexuality.

This 
version, adapted by Harry Ruskin 
and Niven Busch, and directed by 
Tay Garnett’ and lushly pho- 
tographed by Sidney Wagner, is 
the sleekest and most enjoyable. It 
stars Lana Turner, in her trade- 
mark performance as a bored, 
horny, homicidal femme fatale — 
Cain’s specialty. John Garfield is 
vividly sexual as the drifter who 
falls for her and helps her to elimi- 
nate her troublesome husband 
(Cecil Kellaway). Close-ups of 
Garfield draw you in even more 
forcefully than close-ups of other 
’*40s stars: he seems to receive 
sensory messages through his 
skin.

*& & &xkPSYCHO (1960). Hitch- 
cock’s infamous shocker remains 
the granddaddy of the mad-slash- 
er genre, and something more: in 
its story of a murderous sickie 
whose identity becomes a matter 
of almost metaphysical doubt, 
Psycho turns the very process of 
watching a movie into a test for 
the limits of rationality. With 
Anthony Perkins and Janet Leigh, 
plus eyes, birds, holes, toilets, 
lumpy beds, Ted Knight, and 
Bernard Herrmann’s slashing 
strings. Brattle. 


**1/2 REALITY BITES (1994). 
This film’s pretentious nods toward 
the generation it’s targeting are 
exactly the kind of age-group pan- 
dering that “Generation X” can do 
without. And its flannel is thread- 
bare enough to reveal its market- 
ing strategy. Winona Ryder stars 
as Lelaina, an aspiring documen- 
tarist shooting a video about the 
chaotic lives of her friends, includ- 
ing Vicki (Janeane Garofalo), who 
believes her job-at the Gap is the 
best she can hope for; Troy (Ethan 
Hawke), an unemployed musician; 

and Sammy (Steve Zahn), who’s 
bracing himself to come out of the 
closet. Then there’s Michael (Ben 
Stiller), a slick but inarticulate mid- 
die manager at an MTV-like chan- 
nel called In Your Face, who’s 
competing with Troy for Lelaina’s 
dyslexic heart. Stiller is also the 
director, and his film debut proves 
similar to his TV series, The Ben 
Stiller Show. he's brilliant at paro- 
dying pop culture, but he doesn’t 
grasp the quirks of real life. Yet 
when Ryder or Garofalo is on 
screen, one can almost forgive the 
film’s blatant attempt to market its 
own hipness.

**1/2 THE REF (1994). Comedi- 
an Denis Leary brings a variation 
of his fast-talking, chain-smoking 
bad-ass persona to this dysfunc- 
tional-family antidote to /t’s a 
Wondertul Life. A house thief 
who’s hoping to make his big 
score in a small, wealthy Long 
island community on Christmas 
Eve, Leary gets pissed on by a 
security system that brings literal 
meaning to the term “cat burglar” 
and ends up taking hostages: a 
married couple played by Judy 
Davis and Kevin Spacey.-Before 
long Davis and Spacey are locking 
horns in a battle that pits her dry 
ironic wit against his straitlaced 
sarcasm, and Leary finds himself 
refereeing the passive-aggressive 
relationship from Hell.

Anthony Hopkins and 
Emma give impeccable 
performances, doseiat James 
Ivory and screenwriter Ruth 
Prawer Jhabvala orchestrate 
splendid set pieces, and the 
Merchant/Ivory period appoint- 
ments live up to the production 
team’s reputation in this Academy 
Award nominee. The butler Ste- 
vens (Hopkins) can only stand 
mute as his master, Lord Darling- 
ton, consorts with the Nazis in the 
late 1930s — and as his love, the 
housekeeper Miss Kenton 
(Thompson), looks elsewhere for a 
life. By turns sarcastic, tender, and 
coltish, she knows that she and 
Stevens love each other, but like 
him, she’s too weak to act on her 
feelings. Filled with scenes of 
multi-layered meaning and irony, 
the film never makes clear why 
Stevens won't do it, but one look 
at the tormented faces of 
Thompson and Hopkins tells you 
all you need to know about this 
mystery.

***x1/2 THE SCENT OF GREEN 
PAPAYA (1993). Vietnam's first 
Academy Award nominee (for 
Best Foreign Language Film) fol- 
lows the fairytale fate of a 10-year- 
old Mui as she grows to a 20-year- 
old while working as a servant at a 
middle-class home, and it intro- 
duces an astonishingly mature 
new director, Vietnamese expatri- 
ate Tran Anh Hung. The narrative 
is conventional, but Tran diverges 
from it in many ways. For one, 
there is the delicious cinematogra- 
phy of Benoit Delhomme depicting 
the lush atmosphere of the home 
through which Mui, an ever-curi- 
ous template for experience who 
seemingly wants nothing for her- 
self, leads us like a household 
sprite; it is a place of ripe fruit and 
green leaves filled with the sounds 
of the father’s guitar playing but 
also with strange silences. The 
family’s quiet calm turns tragic 
when the father runs off with the 
household savings, but the revela- 
tions this precipitates and the fate 
that awaits Mui are not what 
makes this film fascinating. Rather 
it’s the way, Tran explores the uni- 
verse of the home through its 
microclimates. The human ele- 
ments exist to give relief to the

(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside. childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some.of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema. 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, detachment, pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust. The result, which has 
been nominated for an Oscar, is 
one of the greatest films made on 
the subject.

| a sublime performance, this is 
manipulative melodrama at its 


finest, a lachrymose celebration of 
the human capacity, and craving, 
for loss, grief, and a good cry. Set 
in Oxford in 1952, it’s the true 
story of C.S. “Jack” Lewis 
(Hopkins), already an established 
literary personality, and Joy 
Gresham (Debra Winger), an 
American fan who is a prize-win- 
ning poet herself. Triumphing over 
Jack's practiced bachelorhood and 
Joy’s life in the States, the two 
marry — but there’s tragedy 
ahead. As Joy dies of cancer (for 
too long: about half the movie), the 
film brings to light Jack’s emo- 
tions, and their sources, in a man- 
ner made convincing by Hopkins’s 
piercing performance. Winger is 
often superb too — particularly 
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when engaged in funny and intel- 
lectually challenging conversations 
with her mate. Ultimately, this tear- 
jerker threatens to sink to the level 
of Terms of Endearment, except 
that Attenborough never lets the 
film relax into platitudes.

The 
Russian director Sergei Paradzha- 
nov sets his experimental, ritualis- 
tic version of the Romeo and Juliet 
story among the 19th-century 
Gutsuls of the Carpathian moun- 
tains, a rugged people who 
believe in the Christian canon but 
also worship spirits and consult 
shamans. Paradzhanov isn't a 
great storyteller, but his vibrant, 
stylized imagery is arresting.

**kkxSIRENS (1994). A movie for 
those who claim to read Playboy 
for the articles, this tapestry of 
allusive symbolism, philosophy, 
travelogue, and satire is chiefly a 
sex farce about a woman's sensu- 
al awakening in an exotic locale. 
Director and screenwriter John 
Duigan (who sensitively handled 
sexual coming-of-age from male 
perspectives in The Year My 
Voice Broke and Flirting) bases 
his film on the career of Norman 
Lindsay, a controversial Australian 
artist of the early 20th century. 
Lindsay (Sam Neill) is visited at 
his bucolic estate by a censuring 
minister (Hugh Grant) and his 
wife, Estella (Tara Fitzgerald). Her 
discovery of the estate’s Edenic 
temptations — not the least of 
which is a Botticellian Elle 
MacPherson, supermodel-turned- 
actress — becomes the film’s 
focus, while her husband watches 
uneasily from the sidelines.

RATION (1993). Fred Schepisi’s 
fleet, dazzlingly crafted adaptation 
of John Guare’s play improves 
upon the Broadway production by 
stressing both its comedy-of-man- 
ners tone and its drama-of-ideas 
content. Guare’s ingenious 
screenplay, based on an actual 
incident, is about a young black 
man (Will Smith). who infiltrates the 
homes of privileged Manhattanites 
by claiming to be both a classmate 
of their children and Sidney 
Poitier’s son.

Barrytown, the working-class north 
Dublin neighborhood of Roddy 
Doyle’s comic novels, is a warm- 
blooded, messy, cacophonous 
community where everyone knows 
everyone else and voices an 
unwavering opinion about every- 
body’s business. The business at 
hand in this adaptation. of Doyle’s 
sequel to The Commitments (also 
a movie) is the pregnancy of 
Sharon (Tina Kellegher), who 
refuses to identify the father.

Curley 
family (known as the Rabbittes in 
The Commitments), whose reac- 
tions to one another's idiosyn- 
crasies, their toughing-it-out 
bravado, and their homegrown rit- 
uals provide the film’s high points.

But they keep 
pulling him back in — “they” being 
his brother (Michael Wright), a

This tragedy of a dealer 
trying to go straight but foiled by 
his own past and the unforgiving 
streets was only slightly more 
entertaining a couple months ago, 
when it was called Carlito’s Way.
